“To amend Section 4(b) by striking out said Section and inserting in place there- 
of the following Section 4(b): ‘Each Member Town’s proportionate share of the 
annual Capital Costs shall be determined to the nearest one hundredth of one 
percent by dividing the equalized valuations of all of the Member Towns of the 
District (Equalized valuation figures shall be as set forthin Chapter 559, Acts of 
1945, or such later equalized valuations as may be from time to time enacted by 
the General Court of the Commonwealth). Provided, however, that any Capital 
Costs incurred after the date of adoption of this agreement for each succeeding 
calendar year for each Member Town’s share of said Capital Costs of the Regional 
District Schools shall be determined on a per pupil basis by apportioning the 
total Capital Costs among the several towns in that proportion which the total 
enrollment in the District Schools from each town on January first of each calendar 
year bears to the total enrollment in the District Schools on the same date. For 
such year or years in which there has been no enrollment in the District Schools 
on January first of each year, the enrollment in the public schools in the District 
shall be used as the basis for apportionment.’”

ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to amend its By-Laws as most recently amended, 
by the following proposed amendment: to add Article 10 to said By-Laws, as follows: 


Article 10 
Solid Waste Management 


Section 1. Mandatory Recycling. In order to implement a program of recycling 
in conjunction with ordinary waste disposal, residents of every household shall 
separate waste material into the following categories before depositing the same 
for disposal: 1) glass and cans; 2) paper and corrugated paper (cardboard); 
3) other recyclable materials. If the waste material has not been separated, it 
may not be accepted at the transfer station. The Selectmen shall announce the 
inception of this program 30 days before the Commonwealth’s material recovery 
facility commences operation. 


Section 2. Penalties. Any violation of this article or any part thereof is punishable 
by a fine not to exceed $250.

ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to petition the Massachusetts General Court to 
enact legislation that would: 


a) authorize the collection by the Town of a land transfer fee not to exceed two percent (2%) 
of the purchase price upon the transfer of real property interests located in the Town, and 
the establishment of exemptions from the fee, as may be provided by vote at Town Meeting; 

b) establish a Land Bank Fund and a housing fund in the Town treasury, and authorize Town 
Meeting to allocate fees between them. 

c) authorize the Town to use said Land Bank Fund for the purchase of rehabilitation of certain 
categories of land and interests therein to be permanently held ina Monterey Open Space 
Land Bank, and for the management and maintenance of such lands, in order to conserve 
open space, protect the environment and preserve natural beauty in the Town, as may be 
provided by Town Meeting; 

d) authorize the Town to use said housing fund fer programs to promote affordable housing, 
as may be provided by Town Meeting. 


Debt incurred for the purposes of this Act, whether incurred before or after acceptance of the 
Act, may be retired or refinanced by expenditures from the fund established hereunder. 


Provided that the authority granted herein shall not reduce state tax revenues, pursuant to 
Ga hy 62F:.§4. 
Unanimously passed 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote the following: 


WHEREAS, the development of antisatellite weapons and space-based missile 
defenses would increase the risk of nuclear war and stimulate a dangerous compe- 
tition in offensive nuclear arms; and 


WHEREAS, an arms race in space poses a great threat to the national security 
of the United States and will be a debilitating drain on our country’s financial 
resources; and 


WHEREAS, outer space must remain free of any weapons. It should be preserved 
as an arena for non-threatening uses: peaceful cooperation, exploration, and 
scientific discovery among all nations; 


THEREFORE, it is the will of the people of Monterey, Massachusetts, that the 
President of the United States be notified by the Town Clerk that we are not in 
favor of the militarization of space and do not want any development, testing, 
and deployment of the Strategic Defense Initiative (S. D. 1./”Star Wars”). Copies 
of this resolution will be sent to the U. S. Secretary of Defense, the Chairman of 
the House and Senate Defense Appropriations Committee, and our congres- 
sional delegation.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


The following hearings were convened during the fiscal year from July 1, 1987, to June 30, 
1988. 


1. July 29, 1987. Application of Howard and Martha Lefkowitz of 2 Peter Cooper Road, 
New York, NY, for a Special Permit to enlarge an existing single-family residence on a 
nonconforming lot on Pixley Road in the Lakeshore District. 

A Public Hearing was convened on September 22, 1987, at which the Board voted 
unanimously to grant the Special Permit, based on its findings that the addition will 
continue the single-family residential use already permitted, and that the addition will 
not exceed a 25% increase in volume, area or extent of the nonconforming use, nor will 
it have any adverse effect on the neighborhood. The Special Permit is granted on the 
condition that the approval of the Board of Health be obtained regarding sewage and 
construction in a floodplain, along with Conservation Commission approval concerning 
wetlands. The decision was filed on October 6, 1987. 

2. January 18, 1988. Application of Paul and Meta Ukena of 116 Loring Avenue, Pelham, 
NY, for a Special Permit to replace an existing stone foundation with cement block, to 
add a bathroom, and to build a 10’ by 12’ single-story addition on a single-family resi- 
dence on Pixley Road in the Lakeshore District. 

A Public Hearing was convened on March 18, 1988, at which the Board, meeting with 
John Ryder as an alternate in the place of regular Board member Peter Vallianos, voted

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unanimously to grant the Special Permit, based on its findings that the project would 
continue a permitted use with the proposed changes not exceeding the 25% increase in 
volume, area or extent allowed by Section IV-E 2(a), (b) and (c) of the Zoning Bylaw, 
and that adequate sewage and water are provided. The Board granted the permit on the 
condition that the applicant comply with the Order of Conditions issued by the Conser- 
vation Commission (File 230-63) and that the applicant obtain a Building Permit. The 
decision was filed on March 29, 1988. 
After Town elections in May, Dean Amidon was appointed a regular member of the Board, 
replacing Georgiana O’Connell, who was elected to the Board of Selectmen. John Ryder is 
the only official alternate member.

REPORT OF THE MONTEREY ARTS COUNCIL 


In general, the activities of the Monterey Arts Council, for the fiscal year reported herein, 
include: 

The fourth annual Monterey Festival of the Arts, “A Folk Music Celebration,” July 
17, 18 and 19, 1987. 

The processing of local applications for state funds under the Massachusetts Arts 
Lottery Councils and Performing Arts Student Series programs, the November 1987 
and May 1988 cycles. 

An evening of Native American songs and stories, “Moon of the Falling Leaves,” 
October 11, 1987, at the United Church of Christ. 

And the fourth annual Monterey Movies, March 5, 12, 19, 26, and April 2, 1988. 

One of our better efforts was the 1987 Monterey Festival of the Arts. It began Friday evening 
with an opening reception at the art exhibition in the Monterey Firehouse for the fifty-four 
or so visual artists, craftspeople, and filmmakers whose works, ina wide variety of media and 
styles, comprised the show. Music, by guitarist Edward Flower with vocalist Gladys Carbo 
and The Boston University Tanglewood String and Brass Ensemble, made it a gala event. 

The Saturday program at Rock Ridge included refreshments and music. Beginning at 10:30 
a.m. with guitarist Anson Olds, it had some ethnic flavoring with “The Irish Tradition,” tradi- 
tional and contemporary blues by Rory Block, the earthy charm of Bill Crofut’s folk songs 
and poetry and, finally, lively music and contra-dancing by our own Mountain Laurel Band. 

The art exhibition was open, free to the public, on Saturday and Sunday. On Sunday there 
was musical entertainment by John Humphrey, vocalizing with guitar; Joan Boyer, also 
vocalizing with guitar; and The Zip Zanty Jazz Combo. 

For this event the Monterey Arts Council made every effort to keep prices low; tickets 
were only $10.00 each for the entire program. Seniors’ and children’s admissions were half 
price. 

With subscriptions and generous help from our Friends and Patrons we grossed about 
$6,800.00 ... just about what it cost to put on. 

The local councils must send their locally approved applications to Boston by May | and 
November | for the semi-annual funding cycles. 
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In our November 1, 1987, cycle we approved four applications: 


Supplies for a weaver at Gould Farm. 

Partial reimbursement to six Monterey students at Mt. Everett Regional High School 
for cost of a school field trip to New York City to see a Broadway musical. 

Funds to provide entertainers for the annual Fire Company’s Children’s Christmas 

Party. 

Funds to help pay for movie rentals for the Monterey Movies. 

We also approved $100.00 to Sue Andersen’s kindergarten, from the Performing Arts 
Student Series program, to go to the Berkshire Public Theatre to see a performance of The 
Magic of Christmas, a play for children. 

Total amount required, $1,100.00. The state approved $850.00, and the council added 
$250.00 from held-over funds. 

In May, 1988, we received nine applications; we approved five: 

Four two-hour classes for young children, taught by Leslie Scutellaro in the library 

on Greek mythology and life in ancient Greece. 

An “O’Neill Centennial” project to be presented in Monterey by The Berkshire Public 

Theatre. 

A performance by folk singer Bernice Lewis in Monterey. 

Funds to help with the rehabilitation of the weaving studio and program at Gould 
Farm. 

Funds to assist with the recording of original music by John Sellew and Peter Shepley. 

Total amount required, $975.00. The state approved $750.00; the Arts Council made up 
the balance from its own account. 

On March 16, 1988, at a ceremony at the State House, the Monterey Arts Council was 
among the thirty or so local councils which were awarded a certificate of recognition by the 
governor for “. .. exemplary service to its community...” and enhancing “the quality of life 
in their town with excellent programs in the Arts and Humanities.”

In January, 1988, Catherine Mielke stepped down from her long-held position as chairman 
of the Conservation Commission. She was honored with a plaque, a commendation, and a 
party in the Selectmen’s office. Conrad Ohman was elected the new chairman. 

Mrs. Mielke’s resignation from the commission left a vacancy which was filled when the 
Selectmen appointed Raymond Tryon to the board. This is the first appointment in three 
years. 

During Fiscal 1987-88 the Conservation Commission held 23 public hearings for sundry 
projects around town. These included additions, driveways, wells, septic systems, a boat 
ramp, and lake drawdown, all projects within the 100-foot buffer zone of a wetland or ina 
wetland. 

Members attended the annual Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissioners 
(M. A. C. C.) meeting in March in Worcester and have participated in various D. E. Q. E. and 
M.A.C.C. workshops during the year. 

Current Conservation Commission concerns in Monterey include: 

Responsible approach to management of Lake Garfield. 
Erosion and sedimentation caused by construction on steep slopes near wetlands. 
Public awareness of wetlands values and laws. 

Landowners, builders, real estate agents and any interested parties are invited to pick upa 
copy of the M.A. C. C. leaflet explaining the purpose and content of the Wetlands Protection 
Act.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


During the fiscal year July 1, 1987, to June 30, 1988, 33 Disposal Works Permits were 
approved by the Board. This represents a slight increase over last year’s permits, which were 
31, but is still not as high as the 35 issued in 1985-86. Twenty-two of these permits were for 
new houses, while 11 were for repair or replacement of existing systems. The Board also issued 
14 Disposal Works Installer’s Permits. 

Along with issuing the Disposal Works Permits, the Board undertook a change in philos- 
ophy concerning what can constitute a bedroom. Since many people don’t realize that it is 
the number of bedrooms that dictates the size of the septic system, not the number of bath- 
rooms or whatever else may have been perceived, this caused some consternation among 
certain people. The change, which brought us in line with the state’s definition, is that dens, 
studies, libraries, lofts and so forth which are isolated are construed to be a bedroom for the 
sake of planning the size of the disposal system. 

Along other lines, the Board issued four Food Establishment Permits for the serving or 
selling of food. 

Furthermore, the Board issued four Camp Permits to the following children’s camps: New 
England Keswick, Hephzibah Heights, Camp Yes-O-Yes, and Camp Half Moon. 

Selectman Georgiana O’Connell replaced Jed Lipsky after his many years of service and 
became a member of the Board of Health. We all welcome Georgiana.

MONTEREY BOARD OF HEALTH 


REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SUPERINTENDENT 


The fiscal year of 1987-88 was another busy year for the Highway Department. 

The asphalt reclamation job on Route 23 was our largest and most interesting work. With 
the strap grant from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the Town ripped up the old pave- 
ment and broke up about a foot in depth of the old rocky sub-base to make a new hard-packed 
road base and resurfaced 1.4 miles of Route 23 east of Town. The prime contractor was Lane 
Construction. The sub-contractors were Bell and Flynn and W.E. Williams. 

The Highway Department drew gravel to improve several dirt roads such as: Fairview, 
Griswold, Cronk, Chestnut Hill, New Marlborough, Mt. Hunger and Carrington-Battelle 
Roads. 

Routes 23 and 57 had yellow lines painted by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts at no 
cost to the Town. 

Perry Construction put a new 10’x S’culvert extension at Peppermint Brook on Tyringham 
Road and 400’ x 5’ of new road shoulder plus rip rap on New Marlborough Road.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Monterey Library was quite active during the year 1987-88. The book sale in July 
netted the library over $80, which was put to acquisition of books on tape. For the first time, 
the library was able to loan video cassettes from the Western Massachusetts Regional Library 
System collection. The annual library film series in January and February was a great success 
for the second year. Work on the grant project “Monterey — Past and Present” proceeded 
apace throughout the year, making available a collection of historical materials concerning 
the town. The library successfully applied for a grant for a reading-discussion series during 
the summer of 1988. 

Children’s services was a particularly active area. The library sponsored a puppet workshop 
for children during the summer, an inspiration of Leslie Scutellaro, who was in charge of the 
project. It was so successful that the trustees decided to sponsor another workshop for the 
following summer. As always, the young scholars from the Monterey Kindergarten were 
welcomed to the library on Tuesday mornings during the year. The trustees had the sad duty 
of voting to charge fines for overdue children’s material for the first time —the delinquency 
problem was getting out of hand. 

On March 9, the trustees met with Mr. Bruce Baker, the Director of the Western Massa- 
chusetts Regional Library System. We discovered that, in comparison to comparable towns, 
the Monterey Library is in excellent shape at the moment; but we must begin to plan for the 
future position of the library in the community as a provider of needed services to the town.

REPORT OF THE ROADS AND MACHINERY COMMITTEE 


One of the main focuses of the Roads and Machinery Committee during the year 1987-88 
was repair and maintenance of Town roads. In July 1987 we voted to recommend to the 
selectmen that we use $50,000 from several existing Highway accounts to pave part of Route 57 
or Route 23. The prevailing opinion of the committee was that unless we allow for paving 
of a substantial portion of our roads each year, there will come a time when our roads will 
cost us much more to build new than would have been the case had we kept up with them 
year after year. 

The committee also set up a subcommittee to recommend action on the grader. The sub- 
committee considered all the options and voted to recommend repairing of the old grader 
and waiting for a more feasible time to purchase a new or used one. 

The Roads and Machinery Committee during fiscal 1987-88 compiled budget recommen- 
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dations and also met with the Finance Committee to clarify some of our recommendations. 

We made budget recommendations to the selectmen, including a $50,000 capital request 
to pave Route 57. 

As part of our ongoing plan to upgrade Highway Department equipment efficiently and 
economically, we reviewed the equipment replacement schedule and made recommendations 
to not repair the old Walter snowplow, to semi-retire the 1982 GMC pickup as a backup, and 
to purchase a 1988 GMC pickup with a plow. 

Throughout the year, the Roads and Machinery Committee reviewed proposed Highway 
Department projects and made recommendations to the selectmen. 

We appreciate, as always, the excellent job done by our Town Highway Department crew 
and welcome suggestions from townspeople.

We are also working on an employee handbook, another long-term project which will 
establish concrete, fair and detailed policies, eliminating many possible misunderstandings 
between the Town and its employees.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Our school district has been working hard over the past three years to provide adequate 
educational space for our students. July of 1987 was one more step in that direction as Rolland 
G. Duvall, consultant, gave his report to the Berkshire Hills and Southern Berkshire Regional 
School Educational Study Committee, of which I wasa member. Asa result of this study the 
two school districts entered into formal merger negotiations. An agreement could not be 
reached for merger but left the door open for future cooperation on specific projects. 

This left the district no other alternative but to pick up where it had left off in developing 
further plans for a new building. A School Building Committee was formed. It was unanimously 
agreed to consider a Pre-K-to-Grade 6 facility on the Mt. Everett Campus as the most compre- 
hensive and long-term solution. The Building Committee’s goal was to present a plan to the 
member towns by the fall of 1988. 

The Building and Grounds Subcommittee helped to designate particular projects for 
follow through, such as the asphalt road going into the campus, a new display case for school 
trophies and a new gym floor with bleachers, completed along with many other projects. 

Problems with the Monterey Kindergarten came about when the Selectmen were concerned 
about the weight of files, etc., on the second floor. There was also a problem of the walls 
bowing out. This led to a study of the structural problems of the building. Other alternative 
sights were reviewed for the Kindergarten, but after much looking and considerable support 
from parents, it was decided to do what was necessary to make the current building safe and 
usable for our children. In the end, the project included the replacement of the roof, which is 
to be completed during the summer of 1988. In the meantime, there was a committee appointed 
by the Selectmen to look into alternative sights for a town hall. I became a member of that 
committee in that there was thought to combine any new Town hall with a Kindergarten 
should a new building be built for these purposes. 

In other buildings across the district, the Ashley Falls school building was reopened to ease 
the lack of space in Sheffield Center School. There were other improvements like a new furnace 
and heating system in New Marlborough School, as well as new carpeting there. Richard 
Labrie, Executive Director of the Southern Berkshire Educational Collaborative, proposed 
a joint asbestos removal project for all the member schools of the Collaborative. This will 
begin in the fall of 1988. One other project from the Collaborative was a demonstration of a 
pilot program on interactive video which could provide a much stronger link between member 
districts in the future. 

In the spring of 1988 I met with the Selectmen along with Superintendent Tom Consolati 
and Business Administrator Michael Kinne in a new effort to help the member towns have 
increased communication especially with regard to the budget. 

This year Monterey had 108 students, with a district total of 1,000. Operating budget for 
1988-89 was $385,142 with a total budget of $3,393,046. Capital budget for 1988-89 is $19,199, 
with a district total of $134,152. 

Fiscal 1987-88 brought a new pre-Kindergarten program to this district. It has met a big 
need and has been a real success so far. 

AIDS awareness has taken place, with staff being trained to discuss the issue in the class- 
room. A committee was formed to address alcohol- and drug-related problems in the school 
and community. Funds were available through the Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs. To 
get the funds each town has to have community members. Ms. Cherie Prescott represents 
Monterey. 

Changes in staff will be taking place over the next year due to the retirement of Paul Langer, 
K-4 principal; Emily Piper, librarian (22 years); Grace Arzt, central office secretary (27 years); 
cafeteria managers Jean Curtis (New Marlborough Center — 27 years) and Margery Kirchner 
(Sheffield Center — 15 years). 

Monterey has had strong leadership involved in the study of bringing about a new school 
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for the district. John Dinan, Jr., as its chairman and Margie Ohman have shown a great deal 
of dedication and work toward this project and will be guiding it through its final phase as the 
year goes along. Hopefully, as we look into the new year, we will have contributed to the long- 
range planning of this district in a significant way.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen served a year that had many highlights and were pleased to be able 
to serve the residents of Monterey. 
Some of the highlights were: 


On September 8, 1987, the Board received an Order of Conditions from the Conservation 
Commission with regard to the annual drawdown of Lake Garfield, which stated among 
other items the dates of the drawdown and that a study be instituted to demonstrate the impact 
of an annual drawdown. 

On October 3, 1987, the Board approved the plan submitted by Wayne Burkhart and Joyce 
Scheffey for newspaper recycling. 

On February 29, 1988, the Board worked on the conditions of accepting the very generous 
offer from Monterey Grange 291 of the Grange building and land to the Town. 

On May 5, 1988, the Board approved a Conservation Commission restriction /easement 
imposed on the former Phillips farm on Route 23 as requested by Bob Thieriot and the 
Monterey Land Trust. 

The Board on May 9, 1988, welcomed a new member, Georgiana C. O’Connell, and elected 
Matt O. Williams as chairman. The Board also voted Matt O. Williams to continue to serve 
as chairman of the Board of Health and to have Rick Mielke continue to serve as chairman of 
the Roads and Machinery Committee. 

On May 16, 1988, the Board responded very favorably to the request of Monterey Land 
Trust representatives Roger Tryon and Chris Dunlop to preserve Sheldon Fenn’s farm on 
Blue Hill Road for open space through the state’s purchasing of the development rights of the 
farm. 

Also on May-16, 1988, the Board approved the funding application submitted by Leslie 
Scutellaro of the Affordable Housing Committee to receive a grant of $5,000 to hire a consul- 
tant to assist with planning and engineering in developing plans for affordable housing. 

On May 23, 1988, the Board was first approached bya cable TV company, which started a 
whole chain of events possibly leading to cable TV being available in Monterey. 

On June 13, 1988, the Board, with Arnold Hayes, Director of the Veterans’ Services Depart- 
ment, and members of American Legion Post 127 presented Wallace Tryon with an Honor 
Certificate from the French Government commemorating his work during World War I. 

In addition to just a few of the year’s highlights mentioned, the biggest reward is to be able 
to express our appreciation for the cooperation and dedication given by so many citizens, 
committees, boards and Town employees. This made the year’s work worthwhile.

MONTEREY BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
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REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


The committee, in cooperation with the selectmen, helped to set and fine tune new solid 
waste user fees for the present high-cost era of waste disposal. User fees were originated which 
the committee felt were the best current compromise to make our system as fair and as con- 
venient as possible while minimizing cost and complexity. 

During the year we tried to listen for any ideas which could be incorporated to improve the 
system. Also during this fiscal year, most other neighboring towns changed their solid waste 
systems to include user fees, some much higher and less flexible than in Monterey. 

The committee supervised the start-up of a voluntary newspaper recycling program in 
November, a program which the selectmen decreed mandatory for all residents in the summer 
of 1988. More than 20 tons of newsprint were diverted from landfilling to recycled products 
by the end of the fiscal year in June. We continued to monitor the state plans for a materials 
recovery facility to which a significant portion of the town’s solid waste could be delivered. 
The selectmen signed a contract which will give Monterey space in the facility when it opens 
in the future. 

The committee and the selectmen supported the activities of the Southern Berkshire Solid 
Waste Committee, feeling that a regional solid waste district would benefit the town. At the 
end of the fiscal year, representatives from 13 South County towns were working on legisla- 
tion to form a Solid Waste District.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING MARCH 26, 1988 


Ata Special Town Meeting of the Town of Monterey, duly called and held on the twenty- 
sixth day of March, 1988, the following articles appeared in the warrant and the following 
actions were taken on the articles: 

The meeting was called to order at 10:05 a.m., as a quorum was present. Reading of the 
warrant was waived. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town would vote to appropriate from available funds in the Trea- 
sury the sum of $216.65 for unpaid fiscal 1986-1987 bills in the Town Clerk Expenses Account, 
or take any other action relative thereto, was Passed Unanimously. 

ARTICLE 2. Amended to read as follows: To see if the Town would vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to implement Town policies concerning Town employees in personnel areas not 
affecting pay, was Passed Unanimously. 

ARTICLE 3. Article 3 was amended as follows: To see if the Town would vote to adopt the 
following expanded “Sick Pay Policy” as a revision and replacement of the Town By-Laws, 
Article VII, Section 1: 


a. All permanent and full-time employees hired before July 1, 1987, will receive 15 sick days 
at the beginning of each fiscal year, three of which may be used as “personal days.” Personal 
days are defined as days off which have been approved ahead of time (except in emergencies) 
by the employee’s supervisor. Permanent and full-time employees hired on July 1, 1987, or 
after will accumulate 1'4 sick days per month within each fiscal year, three of which may be 
used as personal days (15 days per year). Sick days not taken as sick leave within a fiscal year 
may be accumulated from year to year up toa maximum of 90 days. (Personal days not taken 
within each fiscal year will accumulate as sick days.) 

b. A doctor’s note is required after three consecutive workdays of sick leave in order for the 
employee to receive sick pay and to be allowed to return to work. 

c. In order to receive sick pay, the employee must notify his/her supervisor by the start of the 
workday if the employee is sick. 

d. When the employee’s employment is terminated by him/her or by the Town, he/she is not 
entitled to be paid for unused sick days or personal days. Passed unanimously. 
ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town would vote to authorize the Park Commission to sell the old 
aluminum docks, in part or whole, by sealed bid, or take any other action relative thereto, 
was Passed Unanimously. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town would vote to authorize the Tax Collector to keep Municipal 
Lien Certificate Fees for his/her personal services, as authorized by Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 60, Section 23, or take any other action relative thereto, was Passed Unanimously. 
ARTICLE 6. This article was amended as follows: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
from available funds in the Treasury the sum of $1.00 or any other sum for the purchase from 
the Monterey Grange 291 of the Grange building and property on Route 23, Monterey, as 
shown on Assessors’ Map 16, Parcel 65, Book 221, Page 12. Said purchase to be subject to 
the following conditions: 

I. The Town will provide the Monterey Grange 291 with a meeting room with kitchen facilities 
at no cost for as long as the chapter exists. 
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2. A meeting room will be available on the first and third Wednesday of each month. The 
Town will not hold meetings (after 8:00 p.m.) which are disruptive to the Grange meeting on 
those days. 

3. If the Grange requires the use of the building for activities other than its biweekly meetings, 
it shall give 48 hours’ notification to the Selectmen, who will make the building available, 
provided there is no prior commitment. 

4. 50 square feet of storage space will be provided for the Grange. 

5. The name of the building shall always include Monterey Grange 291. 


The above article was Passed Unanimously. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town would vote to appropriate from available funds in the Trea- 
sury the sum of $2,450 or any other sum for the purpose of conducting a feasibility study on 
the Grange site or adjacent Town property for a Town Hall and Kindergarten, or take any 
other action relative thereto, was Passed Unanimously. 

ARTICLE 8. This article was amended to ask if the Town would vote to appropriate from 
available funds in the Treasury the sum of $2,450 or any other sum for the purpose of con- 
ducting a feasibility study on the property earlier purchased by the Town for the purpose of 
building a new Town Hall and Kindergarten, or take any other action relative thereto. It was 
Passed Unanimously. 

ARTICLE 9. This article was amended to ask if the Town would vote to transfer the sum of 
$8,324.50 into the Stabilization Fund from the fiscal year 1987-88 operating budgets: Assessors’ 
Clerk, $2,500.00; Conservation Commission, $200.00; Planning Board, $500.00; Town 
Report, $200.00; Vacation, Sick and Holiday Pay, $2,000.00; Painting of Lines on Town 
Roads (Article 16; 5/2/87), $1,924.50; and froma prior year, Nine Roads (Article 8; 5/5/79), 
$1,000.00; or take any other action relative thereto. It was Passed Unanimously. 
ARTICLE 10. After changing the spelling of the word “dilapidated,” the Town unanimously 
accepted the following change to Town By-Laws, Article 5, Section 1: 


Section |. Upon complaint in writing to the Selectmen or Chief of Police, the owner 
of the vehicle or the owner of the premises upon which an unregistered and dilapidated 
motor vehicle, and/or parts thereof, has been allowed to stand, shall remove said 
unregistered and dilapidated motor vehicle, and/or parts thereof, within four (4) 
weeks of being informed of said complaint by the Selectmen or Chief of Police. 
This by-law shall not apply to premises licensed under Chapter 140, Section 57, or 
the Massachusetts General Laws as amended. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this by-law shall be liable to a fine not 
to exceed $10.00 for each offense. Each delapidated motor vehicle or part thereof 
that has been allowed to stay on the premises beyond the four (4) weeks period may 
constitute a separate offense, and each continuing day of such violation may also be 
considered a separate offense. 


The by-law was Passed Unanimously. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town would vote to appropriate from available funds in the Trea- 
sury the sum of $5,065 as a reimbursement to the Highway Maintenance Account, was Passed 
Unanimously. 

ARTICLE 12. Under this article, the Town formally and unanimously voted to recognize the 
generosity of the Grange, and to tender our thanks to Monterey Grange 291. 

The Town then heard from the Superintendent of Schools for the Southern Berkshire 
Regional School System, Mr. Thomas Consolati, who commended the Selectmen and the 
Town Hall Committee appointed by them in planning to ask the Town for help with a new 
Kindergarten. He reported that the school system does not plan to ask Monterey to move the 
Kindergarten out of town, but they may have to move elsewhere due to structural safety at 
the schoolhouse combined with poor parking and poor playground facilities. We therefore 
need to find space for 21 Kindergarten students, 15 of them from Monterey. 


The meeting entertained a motion to adjourn at 12:10 p.m. The motion was passed 
unanimously.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING SEPTEMBER 23, 1988 


At a Special Town Meeting of the Town of Monterey, duly called and held on the twenty- 
third day of September, 1988—a quorum being present —the Special Town Meeting was 
called to order at 7:30 p.m. Reading of the warrant was waived. The following articles appeared 
in the warrant, and the following action was taken on these articles: 


ARTICLE 1. The Town voted to authorize and direct the Assessors to transfer the sum of 
$18,000 from available funds to reduce the tax levy for the current year. The Finance Com- 
mittee had approved this Article. There was no discussion. 

Unanimously approved 
ARTICLE 2. The Town authorized the transfer of $4,200 from available funds to defray the 
cost of the new roof on the Monterey School. The Finance Committee had approved this 
Article. From the floor came a question for clarification: was this an overrun ofa bid, or was 
this some additional expense? 

Selectman Mielke noted that this bid was accepted at $25,575, although the School knew it 
had only $20,000 available from parking lot repair funds allocated to the New Marlboro 
School. Previously the funding agreement for the Monterey School had been 60%/ 40%, and 
the Selectmen agreed to ask the Town for the funds. 

It was noted that repairs are not complete on the School, since the foundation piers under- 
neath were not touched, and the large rooms upstairs cannot carry a heavy load. 

Unanimously approved 
ARTICLE 3. The Town authorized the transfer of $2,500 from available funds to repair the 
fencing and rails on both sides of the Monterey Center Dam. The article was previously 
approved by the Finance Committee. Questioned from the floor concerning erosion which 
might have further damaged the dam, the Selectmen replied that the Conservation Committee 
will consider the silting behind the dam. This measure merely prevents any accidental falls 
over the dam, incorporating plates bolted to the concrete and temporary aluminum posts 
bolted to the plates. It was suggested the state be asked to view the site to see if the dam has 
structural integrity. 

Unanimously approved 
ARTICLE 4. The Town authorized the transfer of $480.80 for an unpaid bill for police uniforms 
for the previous fiscal year. The article was previously approved by the Finance Committee. 

Unanimously approved 
ARTICLE 5. The Town authorized the transfer of $34.14 from available funds for the payment 
of an unpaid bill for parts in the Highway Department. 

Unanimously approved 
ARTICLE 6. The Town authorized a change in the title of one of the current categories of 
Highway Department employees from “Special Part-time Employee” to “Operator of Special 
Equipment or Special Part-time Employee.” This will enable the Town to rent equipment 
requiring a special license without hiring a specialized operator for that equipment should we 
have one on our staff already. The classification is needed only one or two days a year and is 
needed to operate within state law with regard to wages. 

Unanimously approved 


As there was no further business that came before the Special Town Meeting, a motion to 
adjourn was introduced and seconded at 7:45 p.m. There being no further discussion, the 
meeting was adjourned at 7:46 p.m.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


For your Tree Warden, 1987 has been a busy year taking care of Town trees. We have had 
the usual removal and pruning of dead and dangerous trees. 

Monterey has undergone a major rewiring by Mass. Electric. Besides rewiring, pole loca- 
tions and heights were changed. Pole heights for future cable service were the most destructive 
change to our trees: Taller poles meant that tree canopies covering our highways had to be 
removed or cut into for wire clearance. Tree canopies provide shade and beauty to our town. 
Annual pruning and occasional pole replacement and maintenance will be required, but 
Monterey should not need a major rewiring for fifty years. 

Late this fall ] started fertilizing some of our Town trees that are under stress. Acid rain, 
pear thrips, salt and road construction are some of the problems our trees face. I am very 
pleased to see Monterey’s Highway Department not using salt in the sand on some of our 
secondary roads. I would urge the townspeople to support expanded use of no salt on secon- 
dary roads. 

I’m pleased to serve as your Tree Warden.

As reported last year our Senior Center in Great Barrington continues to be actively attended 
by participants from the several surrounding towns, including Monterey.

Our Town also gave $400.00, and the Council extends their thanks for this continued 
support of the Senior Center.

COUNCIL ON AGING 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


Appeals Board members are Ozzie Dugan, chairman; Maureen Bradley, vice chair; Peter 
Murkett, clerk; Dean Amidon; Peter Vallianos. John Ryder and Cynthia Weber are alternates. 

In an organizational meeting, the Board decided to purchase a tape recorder for not more 
than $100 and to keep fees at $75 for the coming year. 

The following hearings were convened during the Fiscal Year (July 1, 1988 —June 30, 1989). 


1. March 15, 1989. Application of Steven Maliwista, executor of the estate of A. M. Straus, 
for a Special Permit to convert an existing dwelling on Blue Hill Road to a multi-family 
dwelling of two units. 

A Public Hearing convened on June 2, 1989, at which the Board read letters from other 
Town boards, the building inspector, and an abuttor responding to the application. The Board 
heard statements from former tenants in the building and examined a floor planand Form A 
subdivision endorsed by the Planning Board. 

The Board voted unanimously to grant the permit based on these findings: Such conversion 
is allowed in the Zoning Bylaw under Section | V-B.2. The proposed use reduces the number 
of bedrooms, thereby reducing demand on the water supply and sewage treatment facility. 
The permit was granted on condition that the perimeter of the renovated building be within 
Zoning Bylaw normal setback requirements. 

The decision was filed on June 16, 1989. 


2. March 30, 1989. Application of Eric Pedersen for a Special Permit to convert a single 
family dwelling to a multi-family dwelling of two units. 

A public hearing was convened on June 2, 1989, at which the Board read letters from the 
Planning Board, Conservation Commission, and Selectmen responding to the application. 
The Board reviewed construction plans and a Form A lot plan endorsed by the Planning 
Board and heard the statement of Maynard Forbes, Planning Board member when the rele- 
vant section of the Zoning Bylaw was written and adopted by voters. 

After extended deliberation, the Board voted 4 to | to grant the permit, based on the follow- 
ing findings: (1) The building is in an appropriate location for the proposed use. (There are 
already several multi-family dwellings in the neighborhood.) (2) The plan reduces the number 
of bedrooms, thereby reducing demand on the water supply and wastewater treatment facility. 
(3) Renovation improves the condition of the building. (4) The existing driveway is adequate 
to the proposed use. (5) The Board found that the provisions of Section I V-B.2.(1)(6)(B) of 
the Zoning Bylaw, regarding reduction of lot area within seven years of a proposed conversion, 
pertain only to those reductions which alter lot size from an area greater than the minimum 
required for conversion to an area less than the minimum. Although the Pedersen lot was 
reduced in area in 1988, it did not exceed the minimum before the reduction and thus was not 
“reduce[d] below the minimum” as proscribed in Section (6)(B). 

The decision was filed on June 16, 1989. 


Note: The Appeals Board decision went against the Planning Board’s recommendation 
that the Special Permit be denied. The Planning Board interpreted the provisions of Section 
IV-B.2.(1)(6)(B) as proscribing any reduction of lot area resulting in a subminimum lot size 
within seven years of a proposed conversion. 

Subsequently, the Planning Board voted 3 to 2 to appeal the Appeals Board’s decision to 
Superior Court. However, on June 26, 1989, the Selectmen voted unanimously against author- 
izing this action, “because the litigation would not serve the best interest of the Town.” Further, 
the Selectmen recorded their opinion that “the decision rendered by the Board of Appeals 
should be a singular and not a precedent-setting decision.” 

The conflict was ultimately resolved at a Special Town Meeting on August 25, 1989, when

voters approved revised language for the controversial clause in the Zoning Bylaw. Section 

IV-B.2.(1)(6)(B) now allows conversion provided “the lot area has not been reduced witha 

resulting acreage smaller than the minimum acreage in (3) above, within seven years of the 
proposed conversion.”

BOARD OF ASSESSORS 
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REPORT OF THE BERKSHIRE COUNTY 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Berkshire County Regional Planning Commission (BCRPC) is guided by a board 
composed of delegates from the planning boards of each city and town in the county. It is 
staffed by six to eight professional planners led by executive director Karl Hekler. BCRPC 
ranks high among the regional planning agencies of the Commonwealth in the grant funding 
of much of its programs, and in its performance of planning activities in the region. 

The Monterey delegate is designated by the Monterey Planning Board, and the alternate is 
appointed by the Selectmen with recommendations by the planning board. 

I attended all of the monthly BCRPC meetings in the fiscal year. The commission each 
month reviews any development projects in the county which by their size or nature are sub- 
ject to the review process of the Massachusetts Environmental Protection Act. For example, 
all of the recent plans for shopping malls in Berkshire County were carefully studied by 
BCRPC staff. We reviewed and approved or modified staff comments at our commission 
meetings. The commission does not have regulating authority for these projects, but has 
probably the most professional and impartial planning expertise available in our region. 

BCRPC and the County Commissioners, responding to the concerns of many leaders and 
citizens of the region that there is no organization with sufficient planning or regulating 
authority, appointed a Land Use Commission in May of 1989. The Land Use Commission 
has an indefinite tenure and will attempt to find common goals and perhaps proposals for an 
organization which can better address future regional developments, problems and growth 
issues. They will attempt to get a wide range of input from all municipalities in the county 
about people’s ideas for regional growth and management. 

In June I was elected Vice-Chairperson of BCRPC for the next fiscal year.

How obtained: A Certificate of Occupancy form is obtained from the Building Inspector. 
After final inspections by the Plumbing Inspector, Wiring Inspector, Highway Superintendent, 
and Fire Department, each inspector signs and indicates date of inspection. The Building 
Inspector makes the final inspection and signs the permit to occupy.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During Fiscal Year 1988-89 the Conservation Commission held approximately ten Public 
Hearings in response to applications for projects planned in or impacting on various Monterey 
wetlands. In addition to those, the Commission issued several Enforcement Orders to stop 
work which was being done in violation of the Wetlands Protection Act. There were also a 
number of Determinations of Non-Significance made in relation to projects deemed to have 
no adverse significance to town wetlands. 

The annual drawdown of Lake Garfield was limited in 1988 to a three-foot flood control 
drawdown in anticipation of a Lake Management Study requested of the Town of Monterey 
by the Conservation Commission. The Study was duly initiated in the winter of 1988-89 and 
will be completed early in 1990. It will evaluate the condition of Lake Garfield and will present 
information on the efficacy of drawdown or any other measures to control weed growth in 
the lake. 

The Commission acted in co-operation with other Town boards to effect the transfer of 
money from the Monterey Preservation Land Trust to the Town of Monterey and thus to 
Sheldon Fenn as partial compensation for the purchase by the Commonwealth and the Town 
of the benefit of the Agricultural Preservation Restrictions placed on Woodburn Farm. The 
Conservation Commission will monitor the perpetual agricultural use of the farm. 

The Conservation Commission meets the second Monday of each month at 7:30 p.m. in 
the basement of the Monterey Town Offices.

The Monterey Library Trustees have had a busy year, as usual. We received several dona- 
tions, authorized some work on the physical structure of the library and offered several 
successful programs to the people of Monterey.

The retaining wall at the side 
entrance was straightened and stabilized; we would like to thank Mark Mendel for the donation 
of his time and skill in doing this work. For the first time, the library acquired an electronic 
security system which will guard against theft and fire. It was certainly long overdue. 

The children of Monterey benefitted from Library programs during the year. The pupils in 
the Monterey Kindergarten were welcomed to the library on a weekly basis, as every year. 
During the summer, we had the good fortune to have Leslie Scutellaro offering a crafts and 
story-telling program for children, based on mythology; this was extremely successful, and 
we appreciate Leslie’s generous donation of her time and effort. 

Also during the summer, the library offered a book discussion series for the adult population. 
The series, called Crime and the Cultural Landscape, was funded by a grant from the Massa- 
chusetts Foundation for Humanities and Public Policy. The meetings were well attended and 
were also much enjoyed by the participants. The annual book sale netted nearly $150 all told; 
this was put to library acquisitions. The annual film series during the winter went forward 
with its usual degree of success. 

At the Town Meeting in May, the Board of Trustees lost Judy Hayes as a member and 
acquired Mark Mendel.

MONTEREY LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSION 


The Park Commission began the 1988-89 season with a commitment to improve the parks 
and expand our programs. 

We were again fortunate to find a highly qualified lifeguard staff for the Town beach and to 
have an accident-free summer, in spite of large crowds due to very hot weather. We continued 
the tradition of Red Cross swimming classes with a two-week program and an excellent 
turnout. Additional play area was created by extending the sandy beach nearly to the tubes. 
This was the first summer that Port-a-Jons were provided at the beach. Future plans were 
made for a beach shed and a telephone for public use and for emergencies. 

Due to the closing of the only public boat access to Lake Garfield at Kinne’s Grove, it 
became necessary to provide a 12-foot-wide section of beach for the state to construct a small- 
scale boat ramp. This negotiated compromise will provide an entry and exit point for small 
boats, except during the swimming season. 

The Park Commission staged its first annual Town dance over Memorial Day weekend. It 
was funded by town businesses, donations, and by ticket sales, and was a resounding success. 
It will continue to be a part of our program. 

After many years and various incarnations of the Town skating rink, the Park Commission 
proposed to the Monterey Fire Company the creation ofa rink in their covered pavilion. The 
Fire Company and a host of volunteers rose to the occasion with huge support in rink con- 
struction, supervision, ice making, and skating power. Hockey proved to bea major attraction 
and is here to stay. Plans were made to enclose and heat the equipment area to provide a 
secure place for equipment and a warm place for monitors. If the first year of pavilion skating 
is an indication, skating will prove to be a focal point of winter activity in town for many 
years to come. In fact, we plan to make skating a central activity in next year’s Winter Carnival. 

Finally, the Park Commission drew up a list of specifications and a design for the renova- 
tion of the ballfield at Greene Park, which had degenerated over the years. The bid was won 
by Jim Law of Sheffield Flower and Garden, and in September, a clay and sand composite 
infield with true lines was installed. A backdrop behind home plate was hung to save balls 
and increase safety. In the spring, lime and fertilizer brought in thick green grass and prompted 
Coach Thorpe to exclaim, “It’s the best the field has been in twenty years!” 


Respectfully submitted, 
MONTEREY PARK COMMISSION 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board saw the resignations of two of its members, Arthur Hastedt and 
Maynard Forbes, and the appointments of Robert Thieriot and Joyce Scheffey to fill the 
unexpired terms. 

The Board signed twenty-two Form A plans (approval not required) and one preliminary 
plan. 

A major revision of the bylaws kept the Planning Board busy this year. The growth of the 
town and reduction of easily accessible building lots has led to increased problems of slope 
development, soil erosion, steep driveways and the disturbance of sensitive wetlands. 

With the help of the Berkshire County Regional Planning commission, a review of the 
1975 Monterey Natural Resources Inventory and Land Use Plan by a citizens’ Advisory 
Committee, and the 1987 Open Space Plan, the Planning Board went to work and addressed 
these problems with a tightening of the existing definitions and regulations. We also forged 
new bylaws to deal specifically with sensitive soils and wetlands, stream and pond protection, 
access to public ways and common driveways. 

Because of the length of these major changes and revisions, it was decided to present the 
Rural-Residential Conservation District bylaw, only, at the May Town Meeting. The main 
thrust of this bylaw was four-acre lots, 300-foot frontage, in designated regions of the town. 
At a well-attended meeting, the town rejected this bylaw. 

The Planning Board is finalizing the other bylaws for a late summer meeting. 

We continue to welcome input from the residents concerning the Town’s planning needs. 
Cluster zoning is on the agenda for exploration and it may offer an option to two-acre zoning 
for preservation of dwindling open space.

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REPORT OF THE SALARY COMMITTEE 


During the fiscal year 1988-1989, the Salary Committee accomplished several long-term 
projects and began another. 

In response to an unexpected situation, the Committee proposed a change in the title of the 
category of “Special Part-Time Employee” to “Operator of Special Equipment or Special 
Part-Time Employee,” to allow the selectmen to hire Town Highway Department employees 
for a short time at a higher rate of pay when they are required to operate special equipment 
which was not on their job descriptions when they were hired. This proposal was accepted by 
vote of the townspeople at the Special Town Meeting on September 23, 1988. 

The Committee completed its writing of job descriptions for all Town employees, both 
full- and part-time, and arranged for them to be typed in a consistent format. 

The Disciplinary Action Procedure formulated by the Committee was presented to the 
selectmen on December 19, 1988, and accepted by them. It is expected that this procedure 
will be a means of dealing in a fair and consistent way with employee disciplinary problems 
when they arise. 

We conducted our annual salary survey of other towns in the area and made salary increase 
recommendations to the selectmen based upon the results of our survey. We also included 
questions In our survey relating to other towns’ vacation policies, in preparation for revision 
of our own Town vacation policy. 

We began the establishment of an employee handbook for all full-time employees of our 
Town and hope to finish writing this very necessary document fairly early in the next fiscal 
year. Our next project after that will be the setting up of a grading system and step salary 
increase program for Town employees. 

As always, we welcome new members and will consider any suggestions made by towns- 
people. We appreciate the support and encouragement of the selectmen this past year in all 
our efforts.

MONTEREY SALARY COMMITTEE 
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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Fiscal year 1988-1989 was one of the most significant years since the Southern Berkshire 
Regional School District was formed. Besides the usual policy and procedural decisions 
addressed, some major investments were made to ensure that the best interests of our school 
children and communities will be served throughout the 90s and into the 21st century. 

Two highlights for 1988-89 include the approval of a $25 million bond issue for the con- 
struction and renovation of a new campus at Mt. Everett and the awarding of a grant desig- 
nating our district as a Carnegie Model School. 

After a long-term plan for our school needs was developed by educational consultant Dr. 
George Collins of West Haven, Connecticut, a recommendation for acombined K-12 campus 
was made. Given the long-range significance and major cost implications of a new building 
project, a broad-based committee of citizens was formed to address the needs and interests of 
students and the five member towns. Margie Ohman and John Dinan, Jr. (chairman) of the 
School Building Committee have served responsibly on this very important and time-consuming 
project since January 1988, working closely with the architectural firm of Tessier Associates. 
After a round of informational hearings held in each town, on February 15, 1989, citizens 
overwhelmingly approved the vote to upgrade our facilities. 

Due to staff interest in improving the instructional practices at the Mt. Everett School, a 
grant was written and we were one of seven schools in Massachusetts chosen to become a 
Carnegie Model School. Funds received from this grant enable the District staff to continue 
their aggressive efforts to upgrade their teaching methods. The first monies awarded were 
used to plan the restructuring of the programs in grades 5-12. Six action teams were formed 
to look at areas such as programs, school climate, decision making, curriculum, staff develop- 
ment and parent/community involvement. Over the next two years it is hoped community 
support and interest will mount as we cooperatively strive to provide our children with the 
best education possible. 

With funds available under the Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs, a substance abuse 
advisory committee has been addressing issues of substance abuse, prevention, intervention, 
and education, incorporating these in the K-12 curriculum. Representatives from each of the 
five towns were appointed to work with administrators and staff. Ms. Cherie Prescott repre- 
sents Monterey. The group has had a productive year and Is confident that with a combined 
school/community partnership a positive difference will be made combatting this serious 
and growing problem. 

In preparation for an evaluation by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges, 
the entire district staff was involved ina self-study process. Many hours were spent assessing 
all areas of our schools. A team of educators visiting our schools in the fall of 1989 then com- 
pare the study with their own findings. This is an important means of validating the education 
provided to our students and is done every ten years. The results of this evaluation should be 
available in January 1990 and will be made public in subsequent reports. 

The Monterey Kindergarten continues to be an important part of our town and school 
district. The building’s structural problems were attended to and a new roof was put on during 
the summer of 1988. We plan to continue to upgrade the facility both inside and out as money 
allows. 

Enrollment of Monterey students in grades K-12 rose from 108 to 115. Although the over- 
all district budget increased five per cent, Monterey’s budget had a nine per cent increase, or 
$36,952, because costs were compounded by the increased enrollment. 

Changes in staff occurred with the retirement of Paul Langer, K-4 principal. We welcome 
Mary Zmistowski, who began her duties as elementary principal in November, 1989. Maureen

Bradley was promoted from New Marlborough Central Clerk-Receptionist to Central Office 
Secretary. She replaced Grace Arzt, who retired after 27 years. We appreciate both the dedi- 
cation and services of Gige O’Connell, who after 22 years of teaching in the SBRSD retired in 
June 1989, and Cory Loder, our school committee member, who retired after serving six 
years. Best wishes to Gige as our first selectwoman. 

We have been blessed by the willingness of qualified and interested citizens to come forward 
to assist in the schooling process. As the years go on and the importance of education continues 
to grow and resources dwindle, this high level of interest on the part of Monterey residents 
will help to ensure continued progress.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen met on a weekly basis. It was a welcome relief that Georgiana 
O’Connell retired from her teaching career and was able to take on the extra meetings and 
projects. We very much appreciate her enthusiasm for the job. Here are some of the highlights 
of the year: 

In 1988 a “limited” drawdown of Lake Garfield was conducted to a flood-control level of 
three feet only. Although the Board feels that drawdown of the lake — performed every year 
since 1975 —has been quite successful in controlling the lake’s weeds, we responded to con- 
cerns expressed by the Conservation Commission that no lake management study had ever 
been performed recommending drawdown as an annual procedure. We worked with the 
Commission and the Lake Garfield Association in hiring Associated Environmental Scientists 
Inc. of West Springfield to perform a diagnostic study and environmental evaluation of the 
efficacy of annual water-level drawdown in controlling nuisance aquatic vegetation in Lake 
Garfield. The Lake Garfield Association paid for the initial phase of the study, and the Town 
gave its approval at the Annual Town Meeting of May 6, 1989, by appropriating the sum of 
$16,470 to pay for the balance of the study. 

We worked with the Solid Waste Committee in guiding the Town’s participation in the 
Western Massachusetts Materials Recycling Facility (MRF), sponsored by the solid-waste 
division of the Department of Environmental Protection. 

The Board gave its wholehearted support to the efforts of the Monterey Preservation Land 
Trust in the establishment of an agricultural preservation restriction on Woodburn Farm, 
Sheldon Fenn’s property on Corashire Road, whereby the farm can be sold or used only as 
farmland. The Land Trust was able to raise the 10% matching funds for the purchase of the 
development rights, and the Town will hold this restriction jointly with the state. The Board 
also cooperated with the Land Trust in the acceptance of two other parcels, located on Gould 
Road and Tyringham Road. 

We appointed a Cable TV Advisory Committee to initiate and follow through on the 
process of bringing cable television to Monterey. The licensing procedure is a complicated 
one, conducted in accordance with the regulations set down by the Community Antenna 
Television Commission. 

The Board ordered River Road/ Hatchery Road closed to school buses after determining 
that the road was unsafe and that the existing guardrails would not be capable of preventing 
a large vehicle from going over the bank. 
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We worked out a compromise with the Division of Fisheries and Wildlife and the Public 
Access Board with regard to Lake Garfield public access, so as to permit the stocking of fish 
in the lake. 

The Board rented dumpsters and made provision for the collection of household bulk 
waste at the Town’s disposal area. This was highly successful, and we hope to make it an 
annual event. 

We would like to thank the townspeople, volunteers, appointees and elected officers of the 
Town for their cooperation and hard work throughout the year.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


The committee recommended to the Selectmen a slight increase (to $40 for each household) 
in the standard solid waste user fee which was begun at $35 in fiscal 1988. This fee still seemed 
to be the best way for all users of the Monterey Disposal Area to share in the increasing costs. 

Newspaper recycling continued through the entire year, with newspaper removed from the 
disposal area at no cost at all to residents, and with volunteer labor providing the staffing 
required. The Boy Scout organization which removed the paper realized about $1,000 for 
their efforts during the year, and Monterey citizens avoided approximately $4,000 of expense 
which we would have incurred for the sixty-plus tons of newspaper which was collected. This 
recycling effort was a part of the reason the Disposal Area costs for the year were well below 
our budget. 

The Town had participated for several years ina South County committee on solid waste 
matters. The committee, consisting of up to 13 towns, submitted legislation for the formation 
of a Southern Berkshire Regional Solid Waste District and called for a vote. The Monterey 
Selectmen and Solid Waste Committee felt that such an organization could help in future 
solutions to solid waste disposal issues. At the end of the fiscal year we were waiting for the 
special town meeting at which we were to vote on joining the district.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING SEPTEMBER 23, 1988 


Ata Special Town Meeting of the Town of Monterey, duly called and held on the twenty- 
third day of September, 1988, a quorum being present, the Meeting was called to order at 
7:30 p.m. Reading of the warrant was waived. The following articles appeared in the warrant, 
and the following action was taken on these articles: 


ARTICLE 1. The Town voted to authorize and direct the Assessors to transfer the sum of 
$18,000 from available funds to reduce the tax levy for the current year. The Finance Com- 
mittee had approved this Article. There was no discussion. 

Unanimously approved 


ARTICLE 2. The Town authorized the transfer of $4,200 from available funds to defray 
the cost of the new roof onthe Monterey School. The Finance Committee had approved this 
Article. From the floor came a question for clarification: was this an overrun of a bid, or was 
this some additional expense? Selectman Mielke noted that this bid was accepted at $25,575, 
although the School knew it had only $20,000 available from parking lot repair funds allocated 
to the New Marlboro School. Previously the funding agreement for the Monterey School 
had been 60%/ 40%, and the Selectmen agreed to ask the Town for the funds. It was noted 
that repairs are not complete on the School, since the foundation piers underneath were not 
touched, and the large rooms upstairs cannot carry a heavy load. 

Unanimously approved 


ARTICLE 3. The Town authorized the transfer of $2,500 from available funds to repair 
the fencing and rails on both sides of the Monterey-Center Dam. The Article was previously 
approved by the Finance Committee. Questioned from the floor concerning erosion which 
might have further damaged the dam, the Selectmen replied that the Conservation Commis- 
sion will consider the silting behind the dam. This measure merely prevents any accidental 
falls over the dam, incorporating plates bolted to the concrete and temporary aluminum posts 
bolted to the plates. It was suggested the state be asked to view the site to see if the dam has 
structural integrity. 

Unanimously approved 


ARTICLE 4. The Town authorized the transfer of $480.80 for an unpaid bill for police 
uniforms for the previous fiscal year. The Article was previously approved by the Finance 
Committee. 

Unanimously approved 


ARTICLE 5. The Town authorized the transfer of $34.14 from available funds for the 
payment of an unpaid bill for parts in the Highway Department. 

Unanimously approved 
ARTICLE 6. The Town authorized a change in the title of one of the current categories of 
Highway Department employees from “Special Part-time Employee” to “Operator of Special 
Equipment or Special Part-time Employee.” This will enable the Town to rent equipment 
requiring a special license without hiring a specialized operator for that equipment should we 
have one on our staff already. The classification is needed only one or two days a year and is 
needed to operate within state law with regard to wages. 

Unanimously approved 


As there was no further business that came before the Special Town Meeting, a motion to 
adjourn was introduced and seconded at 7:45 p.m. There being no further discussion, the 
meeting was adjourned at 7:46 p.m.

At a Special Town Meeting of the Town of Monterey, duly called and held on the fifteenth 
day of February, 1989, at 7:30 p.m., where qualified voters of the Town of Monterey met in 
the firehouse of the Monterey Fire Company, Ltd., the following Articles appeared in the 
warrant, and the following action was taken on these Articles. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. as a quorum (of 167 voters out of 354 registered 
voters) was present. Reading of the full warrant was waived at 7:32 p.m. 


ARTICLE I. To see if the Town will vote to approve the $25,000,000 indebtedness authorized 
by the Regional District School Committee of the Southern Berkshire Regional School 
District, under S 16 (d) of Chapter 71 of the General Laws as amended, on January 19, 1989, 
for the purpose of constructing and originally equipping and furnishing a new grade 7-12 
school building and for constructing additions to and remodeling, reconstructing or making 
extraordinary repairs to the Mt. Everett School in order to convert it to a pre-K-6 elementary 
school building; provided, however, that no debt may be incurred by the district for this 
project until the district receives a commitment of state aid amounting to at least 63% of eligible 
project costs, except that up to $1,290,860 may be borrowed for the project for planning, 
design and related costs prior to receipt of the state commitment. The interest rate, form, 
date and other details of the bond issue or notes shall be determined by the Treasurer, with 
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the approval of the Southern Berkshire Regional School District Committee, and the amount 
of such bonds and/or notes shall not exceed the amount approved by the Emergency Finance 
Commission. 

Action on this Article was as follows: After a presentation of the School Committee, the 
School Superintendent, and the principal Architect, Mr. Tessier, a secret ballot was approved, 
and the meeting recessed from 8:45 p.m. to 9:15 p.m. to allow balloting. 166 votes being cast, 
the Article was approved as follows:

ARTICLE 2. Tosee if the Town will vote to transfer from available funds the sum of $403.71 
to pay the interest owed to Tenneco Inc. for tax abatements issued for FY 1982-1985, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 

Action on this Article was as follows: By positive voice vote the Article was unanimously 
approved. 

ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from available funds the sum of $155.14 
to pay an unpaid bill in the Park Commission Account, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 

Action on Article 3 was as follows: By positive voice vote, the Article was unanimously approved. 
ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from available funds the sum of $4, 156.59 
or any other sum to the Library State Aid Fund, to be held in a separate account, for the 
purpose of correcting a bookkeeping error, or take any other action thereto.” 

After requesting further information of Mr. John Higgins of the Library Trustees, a voice 
vote unanimously approved this Article. 


ARTICLE 5. _ To see if the Town will vote to transfer the sum of $5,000 or any other sum 
from the Town Garage Account to the Town Offices Account, or take any other action rela- 
tive thereto. 

This Article was unanimously approved without discussion. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to prohibit from Lake Buel the operation of either 
.boats or other motorized equipment with motors exceeding 5h.p., or motorized augers, after 
12 midnight and before 8 a.m. without the special authorization of the Board of Selectmen; 
and to set a fine not to exceed $100 for each violation of this prohibition; or take any other 
action relative thereto. 

After eighteen minutes of debate, which questioned the legality of enacting the prohibitions 
as stated in the article since the lake in question is a “Great Pond” and thus a state lake, and 
the lake is partially contained in two towns, Monterey and New Marlborough, a hand vote 


was called and did approve the Article:

The Town Moderator noted that we will forward this action to the office of the Attorney 
General, who will decide whether the Article constitutes a By- Law of the Town (in which case 
it fails to get a required two-thirds vote of the assembled voters) or whether it is in some other 
aspect unlawful.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING MAY 25, 1989 


At a Special Town Meeting of the Town of Monterey, duly called and held on the twenty- 
fifth day of May, 1989, at 7:00 p.m., where qualified voters of the Town of Monterey met in 
the firehouse of the Monterey Fire Company, Ltd., the following articles appeared in the 
warrant, and the following action was taken on these articles. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. as a quorum (of 178 registered voters) was 
present. Reading of the full warrant was waived at 7:02 p.m. 


ARTICLE |. As this Article was introduced, a motion was made to vote on both the zoning 
by-laws by secret ballot and not by hand. 
This motion was seconded and passed by an aye vote. It was then moved that this Article 
along with Articles 2, 3 and 4 of the Warrant be considered as one article. This motion was 
seconded and a voice vote passed that Articles 1 through 4 be treated and discussed as one 
Article. 

The Article was opened for discussion at 7:07, which began with a report from the Planning 
Board to the Town Meeting, as follows: 


Report of the Planning Board 
to Special Town Meeting, 
May 25, 1989 


After lengthy research and consideration, the Planning Board has prepared a 
-number of amendments to the Monterey Zoning By-Law, all of which are intended 
to help preserve what has been called our “rural character.” The first of these amend- 
ments is before the town tonight, our recommendation to create a Rural Residential / 
Conservation District, which would encompass four separate areas in town. As you 
all know, our current zoning map shows two small districts, the Lakeshore District, 
which is the shoreline property on Lakes Buel and Garfield, and the Business District, 
along Main Road in the town center, and then everything else in town, which is called 
the Agricultural/ Residential District, or Ag-Res. Presently, Ag-Res lots have mini- 
mums of 2 acres in area and 200 feet of road frontage. Our proposed Conservation 
District would cut down on development in environmentally sensitive areas of the 
Ag-Res District by requiring minimums of 4 acres and 300 feet. There are no pro- 
posed changes in use, either by right or by special permit, from current uses allowed 
in the Ag-Res. 

Articles | through 4, inclusive, on tonight’s warrant, all are part of establishing 
this new district. As such, they should be considered together. We will present to 
you a brief description of how this proposal was developed and what the various 
parts of it entail. In addition, we'll be making motions for three amendments from 
the floor to these articles, which are necessary to fit the parts of the bylaw together 
in-a logical and legal manner. 

We hope that at the conclusion of the discussion of this proposal you will vote in 
favor of passage of Articles | through 4, with amendments. The Planning Board is 
unanimous in recommending adoption of this bylaw amendment.

ARTICLE |. To see if the Town will vote to amend its Zoning By-Law, as most recently 
amended, by the following proposed amendment: 
To create a Rural Residential/Conservation District, as follows: 
Amend Section III-A of said By-Law by inserting: “3. Rural Residential /Conservation 
District” and re-numbering the existing list of Districts to read: 
1. Lake Shore District 
2. Business District 
3. Rural Residential/Conservation District 
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4. Agricultural-Residential District 


and amend Section III-C.3 by inserting: 


SECTION III-C.4 Rural Residential/Conservation District 

This district shall consist of all land within the following four (4) areas: 

a) The area bounded by Main Road, known as Route 23, on the south, Brett Road onthe 
east, Beartown State Forest on the north, and the Great Barrington town line on the west. 

b) The area bounded by Main Road on the south, Mt. Hunger and Art School Roads on 
the southwest, Beartown Mountain Road and Beartown State Forest on the west, and the 
Tyringham and Otis town lines on the north and east. 

c) The area bounded by Beartown State Forest on the east, south and west, and the Tyring- 
ham town line on the north. 

d) The area bounded by Main Road on the north, Sandisfield Road on the east, Cronk 
Road on the north, the Sandisfield town line on the east and south, the New Marlborough 
town line on the south, and River Road on the west (excluding the Business District).” 


and to correct the numbering of districts by changing the number of the current By-Law Section 
IlI-C.3, Agricultural Residential District, to Section-C.4 and by adding the number III-C.3 
to read: 


This [Agricultural / Residential District] shall consist of all the areas of the town not described 
under III-C.1, II-C.2 and III-C.3. 


ARTICLE 2. The meeting was asked if the Town would vote to amend its Zoning By-Law, 
as most recently amended, by the following proposed amendment: 


To create a Rural Residential/Conservation District by inserting: 


1. Uses by Right: Land may be used for any purpose allowed by right in the Agricultural 

Residential District, Section IV-B.1. 

2. Uses by Special Permit 
Land may be used for any purpose allowed by Special Permit in the Agricultural-Residential 
District, Section I1V-B.2. and changing the number of the existing Section IV.E, Non- 
conforming Uses, to Section IV-F as follows: 


IV.F. Non-Conforming Uses 

1) The lawful use of any structure or land existing at the time of adoption of the By-Law may 
be continued although such structure or use does not conform with the provisions of this 
By-Law. If such a structure is damaged or destroyed by fire, accidental means, or natural 
disaster, it may be rebuilt within two (2) years, provided (a) the use of the new building is 
not changed, (b) the capacity for such use is not increased, (c) the external site or height is 
not increased. After two (2) years the building may be rebuilt only if authorized by special 
permit of the Board of Appeals. 

2) Any non-conforming use may be enlarged or expanded if authorized by special permit of 
the Board of Appeals, but only in accordance with the following requirements: 

a) Such change shall result in a structure no more than twenty-five per cent (25%) greater in 
overall height, total area and total interior volume than the original. 

b) Any increase in the extent of the non-conforming use associated with such structural 
changes shall not significantly increase the incidence of air, steam, or water pollution, 
odor, glare, electrical interference, noises, traffic, or night operation. 

c) Any such changes shall comply with all other applicable provisions of this By-Law. 

3) Once changed to a conforming use, no structure or land shall revert to a non-conforming 
use. 


A floor amendment additionally moved that the language of the existing Section 1X-B. 2, 
Board of Appeals, Special Permits, be changed to: “To grant permits for exceptions as 
provided in this By- Law and in Chapter 40A of the General Laws,” instead of “by Section IV- 
B.2 and C.2 and VIII-B.2.” 


ARTICLE 3. The following amendments in current By-Law in Section V-F were proposed, 
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for the Table of Minimums and Maximums: 


F. The maximum land coverage including accessory buildings and structures and hardtop 
surfaces shall be as follows: 


Agricultural-Residential 20% 
Business District 30% 
Lakeshore District 20% 
Rural Residential / 

Conservation District 1S% 


and in Section VI, in the Table of Minimums and Maximums, the following insertion after 
“Minimum Lot Dimensions, Lakeshore District 2 acres, 200 feet frontage,” the words “Rural 
Residential/Conservation District 4 acres, 300 feet frontage.” 
And the Town was asked to further amend Section VI, after “Minimum Setback Dimensions, 
Lakeshore District, Front 25 feet, Side 25 feet. Rear 25 feet” add “Rural Residential / 
Conservation District, Front 25 feet, Side 25 feet, Rear 25 feet” and inserting after “Maximum 
Height of Buildings/Structures, Lake Shore District 35 feet,” the words “Rural Residential / 
Conservation District, 35 feet.” 
A motion to table the proposal to make it more flexible in future was brought to the meeting. 
It required two-thirds vote to pass. A hand vote was brought in as follows: 

Yes. 7/8 No 82 
Recess was then called from 9:00 to 9:30 and a vote was taken. At 9:45 the results were made 
available as follows: 

Yes 74 No 98 
so that the proposal failed to get the two-thirds majority and was defeated. Total votes cast 
were 172. 


ARTICLE 5. The Town voted by a majority vote to transfer the sum of $16,810 into the 
Stabilization Fund from the fiscal year 1988-89 operating budgets of Dump Truck ($310), 
Solid Waste ($14,000), Vacation, Sick and Holiday Pay ($1,000), Veterans’ Benefits ($1,500) 
and will be made, provided each committee has not required the use of these funds prior to 
the final Warrant for Fiscal Year 1989. 


ARTICLE 6. The Town voted by a majority voice vote to transfer from available funds in 
the Treasury the sum of $2,200 to reimburse the Grange Feasibility Study Account. 


ARTICLE 7. The Town voted unanimously to transfer from the Town Garage Account the 
sum of $4,000 into the Machinery and Tools Account. 


No other legal business being brought before the meeting, there was a motion to adjourn, and 
the meeting was closed at 9:40 p.m.

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw, Section 
VII, General Regulations, by adding Section VII-G, Stream and Pond Protec- 
tion, as follows: | 
G. STREAM AND POND PROTECTION 
The following minimum-distance setback requirements shall apply to 
aye new construction, installation, or development as described 
erein: 


1) No on-lot subsurface sewage effluent leaching system such as a 
cesspool, dry well, leaching field, or a drainage system for the waste 
water from showers, sinks, etc. shall be installed or constructed within 
150 feet of the mean high-water line of the bodies of water indicated 
on a map entitled MONTEREY STREAMS AND PONDS prepared by 
the Berkshire County Regional Planning Commission for the 
Monterey Planning Board in March 1990. Said map is to be adopted as 
part of the Zoning Bylaw and will be permanently on file at the Town 
Office. In the case of a lot duly recorded prior to May 5, 1990, the 
Board of Health may authorize construction or installation of such 
disposal system at a reduced distance but not below the minimum set 
in the State Environmental Code, Title V, if the Board determines that 
compliance with the requirements of this section would cause 
unreasonable difficulty. 


2) No dwelling, parking area larger than 600 square feet, or impervious- 
surfaced parking or recreational area larger than 300 square feet shall 
be constructed within 75 feet of the mean high-water line of any 
natural or man-made water bodies described herein under item 1) 
above, except under a Special Permit from the Board of Appeals, if the 
Board finds that compliance with the requirements of this section 
would cause unreasonable difficulty. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to accept Section 12 Chapter 188, of 
the Acts of 1985 (Equal Education Opportunity Grant) for the Southern 
Berkshire Regional School District, or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Treasurer and/or Tax 
Collector to enter into a compensating balance agreement or agreements for 
a period of not more than three years, pursuant to Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 44, Section 53F, or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Treasurer to use available 
funds in the Treasury or, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of reimbursement by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on 
account of Highway Capital Funds, in accordance with Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 44, Section 6A, and to issue notes therefor for a period not to 
exceed two years from this date, and the proceeds from such reimbursement 
shall be applied to discharge the loan, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation 
of the revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 1990, in accordance with 
the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 4, and to 
issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance with 
General Laws Chapter 44, Section 17, or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to increase the number of holidays 
from six (6) holidays to nine (9) per fiscal year for full-time employees or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to change the vacation schedule for 
full-time employees from the present two weeks vacation per year to two 
weeks after one year and three weeks after six years of service or take any 
other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to designate the Monterey News as 
the Town’s official newspaper, or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 26. To wee if the Town will vote to approve the following addition to 
the Town’s bylaws, in accordance with the provisions of General Laws Chapter 
140, Section 141: 
“All owners of dogs are required to license their dog(s) in the month 
of March each year, presenting proof of valid vaccination against 
rabies to the Town Clerk. Each violation shall result in fine of $15 for 
each offense. Those wishing to contest the fine must request, in 
writing, a hearing before the Selectmen within seven days.”

We 
therefore urge the President and'Congress to cease production, 
testing, and further deployment of nuclear weapons and related 
systems. Funds saved should be used to promote the security of local 
communities, fund education, protect the environment, and provide 
essential human services.” 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to authorize any Town Board to

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


Appeals Board members are Ozzie Dugan, chairman; Maureen Bradley, 
vice chair; Peter Murkett, clerk; Dean Amidon; Peter Vallianos. John Ryder 
and Cynthia Weber are alternates. 

The following hearing was convened during the Fiscal Year (July 1, 1989- 
June 30, 1990): 


October 11, 1989. Application of John E. and Maureen Congdon, DBA 
Mountain Trails Bed and Breakfast, Route 23, Monterey, for a hearing to 
appeal the decision of the Board of Selectmen given in a letter dated 
September 11, 1989, not to approve the appellants’ Building Permit applica- 
tion. 

A public hearing convened on December 8, 1989, with John Ryder serving as 
alternate for Peter Vallianos. The hearing was continued at a second meeting 
on January 12, 1990, and the building in question was inspected by the Board 
on December 23, 1989. 

In conjunction with renovation of an outbuilding, the appellant sought 
approval to use the structure as a sleeping quarters for guests at their bed and 
breakfast. The Board heard statements from an abuttor, counsel for the 
appellant, and Arthur Hastedt. Two separate Building Permit applications, and 
correspondence from the Selectmen were reviewed by the Board. 

Deliberation focused largely on procedural matters in application for a 
Building Permit, and resulted in a letter from the Board to the Selectmen 
advising clarification of proper procedure to townspeople, and strict ad- 
herence by the Selectmen. 

The Board ruled unanimously on the Zoning Bylaw issue raised, voting to 
deny use of the outbuilding as sleeping quarters for guests. The Board found 
that pursuant to Section IV-B1 (e) (3) of the Zoning Bylaw, the renting of rooms 
is a use by right specifically and only “by an owner in his residence.” Thus such 
use does not extend to the renting of rooms for sleeping in an accessory 
building. 

The decision was filed on January 16, 1990.

CABLE ADVISORY COMMITTEE REPORT 
1988 - Present 


The Monterey Cable Advisory Committee was established by the Board of 
Selectmen in August 1988 and charged with the responsibility of representing 
the interests of the Town throughout the licensing process toward the end of 
bringing cable television to Monterey residents. 

Many meetings and hundreds of manhours later, after the mandatory Public 
Hearing in July 1989, the Committee recommended, and the Board of 
Selectmen unanimously voted, the selection of AMRAC Cable Television as 
the licensee for the installation of cable television in Monterey. 

In August 1989 Upward Technology, Inc. (one of the other co-applicants for 
the Monterey license) appealed the awarding of the license to AMRAC by the 
Town. The appeal was brought several weeks after AMRAC had filed its own 
appeal againt Sheffield’s awarding of its license to Upward Technology. An 
appeal of the license awarded in Otis was then filed shortly after the appeal in 
Monterey. 

Reams of paperwork, legal filings, and two trips to Boston later, in 
November 1990, the Monterey appeal was dismissed by the Massachusetts 
Cable Commission based upon a joint motion filed by the competing parties. 
The legal effect of the dismissal was to restore AMRAC as the licensee for the 
Town. 

As of the date of the writing of this Town Report (December 1990) AMRAC is 
seeking institutional and private investor financing in a seriously depressed 
economic market. Cable television in Monterey is on hold until such 
financing can be secured.

The Children’s Health Program, Inc. is pleased to report on the following 
services provided to Monterey families in 1989. 
Pediatric Health Services 

The services are provided by Board Certified Pediatric Nurse Practitioners in 
collaboration with Dr. Susan Thompson, CHP’s Medical Director. Pediatric 
services are available on a sliding fee payment plan determined by each 
family’s income. The CHPoffice is open 5 days each week from 8a.m. to 4p.m., 
and health care providers are available on an emergency basis evenings, 
weekends and holidays. These services are funded in part by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, Commonwealth of Massachusetts and by local 
communities. Number of children from Monterey served: 20 
Services provided include: 

Well-Child Visits: 36 
Sick-Child Visits: 47 

Early Intervention Services at CHP

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Commission welcomed new member John Piretti to the Commission in 
January, 1990. He replaced Bonner McAllester who resigned. 

The Conservation Commission held 11 Public Hearings during the Fiscal 
Year 1989/1990. There were two Request for Determination of Applicability. 

The Commission set the following policy on beach maintenance: Routine 
waterfront maintenance may be accomplished by notification to the Conser- 
vation Commission by letter instead of a Notice of Intent. Routine Beach 
Maintenance includes up to 15 yds. of sand, hand work only, removal of debris 
(raking leaves, sticks etc.). If a landowner wants to place black plastic to 
control the weeds a Notice of Intent must be filed. 

In order to educate the public, the Conservation Commission provides a 
publication entitled “The Massachusetts Wetland Protection Act: How it 
Protects Our Wetlands and Floodplains” published by the Massachusetts 
Association of Conservation Commissions, Inc. 

While the public may be frustrated with the expense and procedures 
required, the Conservation Commission is committed to uniformly enforcing 
the full letter and intent of the Wetland Protection Act for the protection of 
the environment and the people of Monterey.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Monterey Library was active, as usual, during 1989-1990. In the summer, 
we presented a reading program for children of the town by participating in 
the Western Massachusetts Regional Library System’s Summer Program 
“Scoop Up A Good Book’’. We also held our annual book sale on the morning 
of the steak roast. 

The biggest news of the year was the Library’s acquisition of a computer 
around the turn of the year. This has given the Library the chance to expand 
services to patrons and deliver services much more quickly than before. 
Townspeople may have noticed books getting on the shelves very soon after 
the Library receives them -- in some cases, before the newspapers review 
them. The computer also helps keep track of overdue books, fines, and all that 
side of Library business. Since the computer can keep track of circulation ina 
very precise manner, the Library now can get a much clearer view of exactly 
how the Library is being used -- and hence, of how we can better offer services 
to the community. The Library has a new look, to be sure -- but also expanded 
ability to be of use. 

The Library’s now traditional Film Series continued with four films in 
January and February. Attendance remained at the level it has attained in 
previous years, or perhaps grew slightly. In any case, attendance is certainly 
high enough to indicate a demand for the films. The four films this year were: 
Chitty-Chitty Bang-Bang; His Girl Friday; The Red Pony; and The Thief of 
Baghdad. Popcorn and cider were served, and a good time was had by all. 

In March the Library offered another book discussion series, following the 
popularity of the first one in 1988. This year we presented Heroines, Heroes 
and Heroisms under a grant from the Massachusetts Foundation for Human- 
ities and Public Policy. Participants read the following books: The Epic of 
Gilgamesh; The Odyssey by Homer; Antigone by Sophocles; and St. Joan by 
Bernard Shaw. At each discussion, a hunanities scholar introduced the book 
and led subsequent discussion. Participation was gratifyingly good. Numbers 
were consistently in the high teens or low twenties, and discussion was 
extremely lively and enthusiastic. 

This year marked Anne Makuc’s Twenty-Fifth anniversary as a Monterey 
Library Trustee. The current trustees threw a small party for Mrs. Makucat the 
March Meeting, with many former colleagues on the board in attendance. 
This recognition of her silver anniversary on the board was a tribute, however 
inadequate, to her devotion to the Monterey Library and dedication to its 
interests over a quarter-century. Once again in this report we express our 
deep appreciation for Anne’s many contributions to our Library’s excellence. 

We note with regret the departure of Carol Sadlowski from the Board of 
Trustees after a term of three years. Her contributions to our deliberations will 
be missed. On the other hand, we look forward to three (or more) years’ 
benefit of Laurie Shaw’s membership -- she replaced Carol at the election in 
May.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board members are, as of May 1990, Joe Baker, Chairman, 
Wayne Burhart, Monterey delegate to the BRPC, Elk Dempsey, Joyce 
Scheffey, and Bob Thieriot. Barbara Tryon declined to run for another term. 
She served the Planning Board and the Town of Monterey with wisdom and 
know-how for many years, and her counsel is missed. 

On August 25th, at a special town meeting the Board presented eight 
articles which represented three years work with the Berkshire Regional 
Planning Commission and other consultants. Most of the proposed revisions 
passed (4 articles) and four new Zoning By-Laws failed to obtain the necessary 
2/3 majority. The four new By-Laws which were defeated dealt with Stream 
and Pond protection, Erosion and Sedimentation Control, Driveway and 
Common Driveway regulations. 

Jeff Lacey, who works with Randall Arendt of the Extension Service and the 
Center from Rural MA, was invited to talk to the Board about the Center’s 
program and plan for affordable (aka cluster; creative development) housing. 
His many far reaching suggestions were taken under consideration and 
continue to be a subject of discussion. 

As the Stream and Pond Protection was only two votes short of a 2/3 
majority, and was in the view of the Board a priority, it was decided to present 
it once again at the May Town meeting. In response to citizens comments the 
By-Law was made more specific by identifying only those bodies of water 
which appeared on a map prepared by the Regional Planning Commission. 
Roads were used as boundaries wherever possible. The By-Law in this revised 
form passed unanimously at the May Town Meeting. (It was subsequently 
turned down by the Attorney General on a technicality. Due to this 
technicality the whole process had once again to be completed. The Attorney 
General suggested that since this was so, he thought it would be a good idea 
and would strengthen the By-Law to include the wording on the BRPC mapin 
the body of the By-Law. We agreed to do this. Another Public Hearing was 
held and the By-Law passed unanimously once again in a special town meeting 
in October 1990.) 

The Planning Board signed thirteen Form A’s.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During the Fiscal Year time spentin the courts is still the number one in the 
Department's activities. What with the amount of money it costs to speed and 
other motor vehicle violations everybody, it seems, tries to have the fines 
reduced in court. We handled just over four hundred (400) cases this year. On 
an average the court returned approximately $800.00 per month to the Town. 
Breaking and Entering and Larceny cases were minimal. The Department 
investigated eighteen accidents (motor vehicle). Now with the new guard rails 
it will help a great deal as the cars now will not go over the edge of the road 
into trees, etc. resulting in personal injury of a more severe type. 

The Department is considering putting on one or two more officers for 
more patrolling time. This is very necessary in helping to keep the crime 
element down. 

My officers have done a great job and | thank them wholeheartedly.

REPORT OF THE ROADS AND MACHINERY COMMITTEE 


The Roads and Machinery Committee has been meeting monthly at the 
Town Garage. We review budget items and project plans for road paving, the 
purchase of equipment and road maintenance. 

We accepted with regret the resignation of Richard Tryon, who has served 
for many years as a valued member of this committee. 

Our Highway Department is under the supervision of Don Amstead, 
Highway Superintendent, and has a three-member crew: William Bynack, 
Steven Funk and Peter LePrevost. The Town is fortunate to have such a 
smoothly running and cooperative department. 

The appropriation for the salt and sand account for Fiscal year 1988-90 (July 
1, 1989 to June 30, 1990) was $60,000; we exceeded this amount by $2,786.76, for 
Our approximately fifty-one miles of road. We used three thousand tons of 
sand and 363 tons of salt. In the previous year, we experimented with lower- 
cost sand and found that it was notas effective as “black” sand, which adheres 
to the road much better and provides more protection, particularly on ice. 
This is important, since we seem to face many more ice storms than snow 
storms. 

We want to thank the Townspeople for their support of this department by 
providing up-to-date equipment. And since this department is clearly in the 
public eye, we welcome suggestions and input from all Monterey citizens.

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REPORT OF THE SALARY COMMITTEE 


During the fiscal year 1989-90 the Salary Committee completed one long- 
term project and began another. The first Town Employee Handbook has 
been completed and is in the process of being typed in final form. This project 
took quite a long time, as many procedures when studied were founding to be 
wanting in both specificity and responsiveness to employees’ needs. We hope 
that we have cleared up any vagueness and that the final Handbook addresses 
employees’ concerns in a sensitive way. 

Our annual salary survey of six other area towns this year showed that we 
needed to do some serious work on both Highway Department employee 
salaries to get us into line with other Highway Department salary levels and 
holiday and vacation policies. After meeting with selectmen, we wrote articles 
to be included on the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting which requested 
that salary ranges be higher and that holidays be raised in number from six to 
nine annually and vacation policy be changed from two weeks after one year 
of service to two weeks after one year and three weeks after six years of 
service. These articles were passed easily at Town Meeting, and we thank the 
townspeople for their support. 

Our current project is to set up a step system of salary increases for full-time 
non-exempt Town employees, similar to that used for teachers. We welcome 
new members, as always, and will consider any suggestions from towns- 
people. 

We especially appreciate the loyal, competent, reliable support given us by 
Selectman Georgiana O’Connell.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


We welcome William Bohn (Bill) as the new selectman elected at the May, 
1990 Annual Town Meeting. Even before his election, he was appointed as 
Procurement Officer, a new position mandated by the Commonwealth. The 
job requires making calls for quotations and putting out bids to secure the best 
prices for Town goods and services. 

The Board of Selectmen meets weekly at 7:30 p.m. on Monday, and on 
numerous other occasions with Town boards, committees, and citizens. There 
isa great deal of time expended by the members of the Board of Selectmen as 
each has additional duties: Matt Williams is Board of Health Chairman, 
Georgiana O’Connell is Chairman of Roads and Machinery and Bill Bohn, as 
mentioned, is Procurement Officer. 

The big involvement during the year was Monterey’s moving into the 
recycling of glass, bottles and cans. Those blue boxes should be in every 
household. Much credit goes to the Solid Waste Committee, whose members 
and other volunteers stood at the transfer station in the January cold to help 
orient Town citizens in the procedures. Arrangements were also made for a 
one time pickup of heavy household goods and metal items. The success of 
this venture will make it an annual event.. 

River Road also received attention for the purpose of preserving the 
Konkapot River banks and provide vehicle safety. In the Spring, the Army 
Corps of Engineers made a study of the river’s channel and banks and made 
recommendations for clearing the river of logs and debris obstructing the 
waterway. As a result, trees were removed from the banks and at the May 
Town Meeting, money was voted to clear the channel. 

Over eighty second-home owners attended the Summer Meeting with the 
Board of Selectmen. Most of their Concerns centered around Lake Garfield 
and how best to addrss the weed problem. The Lake Garfield Association was 
active in evaluating the study done by the Associated Environmental Scientists, 
Inc. of West Springfield, whose year-long diagnostic/feasibility study was 
presented to the Board in April. This is only the beginning of the preservation 
process as the study provided information on problem areas in the lake, 
identification of nutrients, oxygen levels, and effects of drawdowns. This study 
was the result of cooperation, both fiscal and personal, between the Town and 
the Lake Garfield Association. At a Conservation Commission public hearing 
in September, Associated Environmental Scientists made a presentation as to 
the efficacy of drawdown of Lake Garfield. A drawdown was agreed to but 
again is not an annual answer nor by any means the complete answer. Septic 
systems will have to be dye tested and other recommendations followed. 

After studying various proposals, the Cable TV Committee recommended 
Amrac Television to provide Cable service to Monterey. However, Upward 
Technology (another competing company which did not get the bid) sued 
Amracand held up the procedure to the effect that Cable TVin Monterey has 
been halted for the foreseeable future. 

The Access Ramp for the Handicapped has been completed and is a 
welcome addition to the Town Offices. 

A Computer Review Committee has been appointed complete with a 
specific charter to make recommendations for coordinating all computers for 
Town Boards and functions. 
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With regret, we received news from American Legion Post 340 that after the 
1990 Memorial Day, its veterans would no longer be able to participate in the 
Annual Parade. We appreciate their participation over the last 45 years and 
hope that Monterey’s own veterans will take up the slack. 

In November, Robert Hardisty resigned from the Monterey Police Force 
after serving for twenty-nine years. He served the Town well and we thank 
him. 

Before closing, | would like to ask you to look in the front of this book at the 
list of elected and appointed officials, a few of whom are minimally paid, who 
gave of their time, energy, and expertise to serve Monterey as volunteers. We 
thank them for their help and know that Monterey could not function without 
them.

REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


The solid waste user fee stayed at $40 per household for the fiscal year. 
Costs for landfilled solid waste did not increas as fast as feared earlier, and the 
benefits of recycling showed up in lower total fees. 

The Commonwealth - subsidized recycling program began in January, 1990, 
and approximately 60 tons of co-mingled bottles and cans and paper and 
cardboard were collected and hauled to the Springfield plant by the end of 
June, 1990. The town saved over $4000 through the program during this 
half-year period. Committee members and the Selectmen volunteered many 
hours in introducing the recycling program to the community and in 
distributing the recycling containers for glass and metal. 

The town voted, in a special town meeting in August, to join the Southern 
Berkshire Solid Waste Management District. The district was officially formed 
in October and the voting and alternate commissioners to the district were 
Wayne Burkhart and Joyce Scheffey. The purpose of the district will be to 
study and develop solutions to current solid waste disposal problems, 
including the possibility of a regional facility for the processing, recycling and 
disposal of our solid waste. 

All members of the committee accepted the challenge of reappointment to 
another year on teh committee.

Mr. Consolati informed voters that the 
School would not know the exact amount the School District will receive until 
the State informs the District. There were no questions, and a motion, 
seconded, to pass the article was accepted: Unanimously 

ARTICLE 3. The Town voted the following appropriations, after first 
considering money articles referring to the category Education (#301; 310). 
Mr. Thomas Consolati, the Superintendent of Schools, spoke of an overall 
increase by .093 in the budget ($190,000 in salary; a bussing contract in the 
amount of $47,000; plus Insurance cost increases by $112,000). The share of the 
Towns’ costs is expected to increase by 5% (to 70%) due to state reductions, 
though Monterey’s enrollment decreased from 115 to 96 students which 
means Monterey does not bear as much of the burden of cost. The Capital 
expenses reflect new building money as well as funds to repair old buildings. 
This is the fifth year for a five year loan for the gymnasium and driveway 
repairs. After discussion of the salaries of School officials and the proposed 
Odyssey program, there was a motion to pass items 301 and 310. The motion to 
pass, seconded, was accepted: Unanimously 


Moving to consider the remainder of ARTICLE 3, the following expenditurs 
were approved in the budget for the fiscal year 1990-1991:

ARTICLE 18. The Town voted to amend the Zoning Bylaw, Section VII, 
General Regulations, by addition Section VII-G, Stream and Pond Protection, 
as follows: 


C. STREAM AND POND PROTECTION 


The following minimum-distance setback requirements shall apply to any new 
construction, installation, or development as described herein: 

1) No on-lot subsurface sewage effluent leaching system such as a cesspool, 
dry well, leaching field, ora drainage system for the waste water from showers, 
sinks, etc. shall be installed or constructed within 150 feet of the mean high- 
water line of the bodies of water indicated on a map entitled MONTEREY 
STREAMS AND PONDS prepared by the Berkshire County Regional Planning 
Commission for the Monterey Planning Board in March 1990. Said map is to be 
adopted as part of the Zoning Bylaw and will permanently be on file at the 
Town Office. In the case of a lot duly recorded prior to May 5, 1990, the Board 
of Health may authorize construction or installation of such disposal system at 
a reduced distance but not below the minimum set in the State Environmental 
Code, Title V, if the Board determines that compliance with the requirements 
of this section would cause unreasonable difficulty. 

2) No dwelling, parking area larger than 600 square feet, or impervious- 
surfaced parking or recreational area larger than 300 square feet shall be 
constructed within 75 feet of the mean high-water line of any natural or 
man-made water bodies described herein under item 1) above, except under 
a Special Permit from the Board of Appeals, if the Board finds that compliance 
with the requirements of this section would cause unreasonable difficulty. 

There was discussion of the article after recommendations by the Planning 
Board, as follows: 

“There is growing public awareness these days, perhaps overdue, of our 
responsibility to the world we live in. We must be prepared to question and 
sometimes to throw aside our old assumptions about what are “sufficient” 
methods or attitudes. In terms of long-range planning, Monterey has no more 
important goal than to preserve the natural resources granted us, not just for 
our children, but for their great-grandchildren to thrive in. 

This proposed amendment to the Zoning By-Law, “Stream and Pond 
Protection,” will make a definite step toward protecting water quality 
throughout the town. At the same time it will signal the start of anew phase in 
planning for Monterey’s future - that of planning for growth with some 
thought to its effect on the landscape. 

Last summer a version of this amendment that was somewhat broader in 
scope failed to win the required 2/3 majority. In subsequent months of going 
over viewpoints expressed at that Town Meeting and of getting further ideas 
from interested citizens, the Planning Board came to feel that the town would 
be more comfortable adopting a bylaw with better definition of exactly which 
water bodies were to be protected. Hence the map that is part of this proposal, 
which locates the streams and ponds under consideration. 

The Planning Board wholeheartedly urges you to vote in favor of Article 18 
as presented, both the text printed in your warrants and the map on display 
here. As a town we cannot afford to ignore our responsibility to environ- 
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mental protection. If we do, it’s our own water we’re spoiling. ®s Clifford M. 
Baker III, Chairman 

The definition of “high-water mark” was defined by Mr. Baker as follows: If 
a stream has an average high water mark, higher in flood, the center of the 
stream may not apply to the definition of 150 feet or 75 feet, butis understood 
to be extended. The Mean High Water Line is the average high water mark in 
any year, including those ponds where the high water mark is maintained by a 
dam. 

The Town, after praise for the work of the Planning Board in revision of this 
Article passed the article: Unanimously 
ARTICLE 19. (as noted above) The Town voted to accept Section 12, Chapter 
188, of the Acts of 1985 (Equal Education Opportunity Grant) for the Southern 
Berkshire Regional School Distrct: Unanimously 
ARTICLE 20. The Town voted to authorize its Treasurer and/or Tax Collector 
to enter into a compensating balance agreement or agreements for a period of 
not more than three years, pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 
44, Section 53F: Unanimously 
ARTICLE 21. The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available fundsin 
the Treasury or, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in 
anticipation of reimbursement by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on 
account of Highway Capital Funds, in accordance with Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 44, Section 6A and to issue notes therefor for a period not to 
exceed two years from this date, and the proceeds from such reimbursement 
shall be applied to discharge the loan: Unanimously 
ARTICLE 22. The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval 
of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 1990, in accordance with the 
provisions of Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a 
note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance with 
General Laws Chapter 44, Section 17: Unanimously 
ARTICLE 23. The Town voted to increase the number of holidays from six (6) 
holidays to nine (9) per fiscal year for full-time employees, after rejecting a 
proposed amendment to eight days: Unanimously 
ARTICLE 24. The Town voted to change the vacation schedule for full-time 
employees from the present two weeks vacation per year to two weeks after 
one year and three weeks after six years of service: Unanimously 
ARTICLE 25. The Town voted to pass over this article, designed to designate

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ARTICLE 27. The Town voted to approve the following addition to the 
Town’s bylaws, in accordance with the provisions of General Laws Chapter 
140, Section 173: ‘‘All owners of dogs are required to keep their dogs under 
the owner’s control at all times.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETINGS: 
REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING OF AUGUST 25 AND 31, 1989 


The inhabitants of the Town qualified to vote in Town affairs (79 of 456 voters 
qualified on August 25, 1989) met in the firehouse of the Monterey Fire 
Company, Ltd. on Friday, Augst 25, 1989, at 7:30 o’clock in the evening, and 
again at 7:300n the evening of Thursday, August 31, 1989 for the remainder of 
the Special Town Meeting adjourned on the twenty-fifth. The meeting 
opened at 7:30, and the reading of the Warrant was waived at 7:32. The voters 
took the following action on the Warrant Articles: 


ARTICLE 1. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $452.00, 
amended from the mistyped sum of $405.20, to pay fiscal 1989 unpaid bills in 
the Police Protection Account. A voice vote approved the expenditure as 
follows: Unanimous 

ARTICLE 2. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $450 to pay 
a fiscal 1989 unpaid bill in the Cemetery Maintenance Account. There was no 
discussion. A voice approved the expenditure as follows: Unanimous 
ARTICLE 3. The Town voted to accept an Act Establishing the Southern 
Berkshire Solid Waste Management District, as follows: Shall the Town accept 
the provisions of an act providing for the establishment of a regional solid 
waste management district in accordance with the provisions of the agree- 
ment, “Southern Berkshire Solid Waste Management District Agreement” as 
placed before the voters of the town concurrently. (Chapter 40, Section 44A 
and 44K, inclusive and Chapter 59, Section 20B, Acts of 1989, an Act 
establishing the Southern Berkshire Solid Waste Management District.) 
Approval of this Article by a voice vote was: Majority in the affirmative. One 
negative vote. 

ARTICLE 4. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,700 for 
the fiscal 1990 budget of the Southern Berkshire Solid Waste District. The vote 
followed a discussion why this sum could not come from the dump fees being 
collected. The answer, by Wayne Burkhart, was that the collection is running 
tight on fees compared to the costs for tax, tipping fees, charges for white 
metal, etc. There was said to be no connection between this money and the 
dump fee money. The approval of this article was: Majority in the affirmative. 
One negative vote. 

ARTICLE 5. The Town voted to amend the Zoning By-Law, Section II, 
Definitions, by deleting those portions of the By-Law shown below on the left 
under “Former By-Law,” and replacing them with the new portions shown 
below on the right under ‘‘New By-Law,” as follows. Joe Baker read a 
statement of the unanimous recommendation of the Planning Board. After- 
wards, there was discussion of what was perceived as a mix of frontage and 
access definitions, and the Article was amended to omit a new definition of 
frontage. There was discussion of case law usage and common understand- 
ings. Bob Thieriot made a distinction between frontage on only one road anda 
cliff on the other side of a lot, which would not be legal frontage in the 
Planning Board’s use. Richard Tryon noted that the Town opened itself to 
lawsuits if the Article was not passed as recommended. The vote to delete 
“Frontage”’ was forty to delete, thirty not to delete and the majority opinion 
was ruled. Discussion on the amended Article 5 then registered an objection 
to the term ‘“‘docks” as “‘Structures” and the vote was 32 to 28 for deletion of 
the term “‘docks” from that category. 
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New By-Law 

SECTION IIL. Definitions 

Agricultural Use: Any use of land for the purpose of raising agricultural 
products, livestock, poultry or dairy products, including necessary farm 
structures, vehicles, and equipment. This does not include kennels, commer- ° 
cial stables, or facilities for the commercial greenhouses or slaughterhouses. 


Customary Home Occupation: Self-employed resident occupants in their 
private homes working at an occupation which is limited to the home, carried 
forth at the home, including but not limited to dressmaking, preserving or 
home-cooking, photography, the giving of private music and dance lessons, 
or a one-chair beauty parlor. Customary home occupation does not include 
gift shop, antique shop, gallery or similar retail establishment. 


Structure: Any construction, erection, assemblage or other combination of 
materials upon the land with or without pilings, footings, or a foundation for 
attachment to the land, including but not limited to swimming pools, 
recreational courts, decks, platforms including tent platforms, piers, free 
standing antennae, and satellite dishes. For the purpose of this by-law, aoe 
are not considered structures. 


Travelled Way: Portion of a road which is used and maintained for vehicular 
travel. 


Roadline: The right-of-way line of a road as established by public authority 
(stone walls, line trees, deeds, surveys, other official documents, etc.), or as 
shown on a plan approved or endorsed by the Planning Board under the 
Subdivision Control Law, or if none of the above apply, a line parallel to the 
center line of the travelled way and 25 feet therefrom. 


The Town voted not to accept a modified definition of Frontage, and voted to 
delete the term “‘docks”’ from the new definition of Structures, as proposed. 
After a motion to move Article 5, the vote was by raised hand as follows, 
approving the article by a 2/3 majority:

ARTICLE 6. The Town voted to amend the Zoning By-Law, Section IV, Use 
Regulations, and Section V, Intensity Regulations, by deleting those portions 
of the By-Law shown below on the left under “Former By-Law”’, and replacing 
them with the proposed new portions shown below: 


SECTION IV. Use Regulations 
SECTION IV-B. Agricultural-Residential District 


1. Uses by Right: 
(a) Single-family dwellings. 
(b) Any municipal, or non-profit recreational purpose. 
(c) Any religious or non-municipal educational purpose subject to Section 
VII-C. 
(d) Any agricultural use. 
(e) The following commercial purposes but no others: 

1. The display and sale of natural products, the major portion of which are 
raised in the Town. 

2. The use of a room or rooms in a dwelling or accessory building by a 
resident occupant for practice of a recognized profession, including but not 
limited to lawyer, doctor, architect, real estate agent, or by a by of a 
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recognized profession or a resident carpenter, painter, plumber, electrician, 
or other artisan in connection with is trade, including display and sale of 
products produced on the premises, or by a resident engaged in a customary 
home occupation, provided that there is no external evidence of business 
other than a permitted sign. | 

3. Renting of rooms and furnishing of board by an owner in this residence 
provided no independent kitchen facilities are maintained. 
(f) Buildings or structures accessory to the above uses. 

2. Uses by Special Permit Only: 


The Board of Appeals may issue a Special Permit under Section IX. B. 2. for the 
following uses. 

(a) Commercial greenhouse 

(b) Icehouse 

(c) Sawmill 

(d) Antique, craft or gift shop 

(e) Summer camp, golf course, boat livery, riding stable 

(f) Commercial ski area 

(g) Restaurant 

(h) Facilities for generating power from wind, sun or water 

(i) Enclosed veterinary hospital 

(j) Municipal and public service buildings and structures 

(k) Display and sale of natural products, the major portion of which are raised 
outside of town. 

(1) Multi-family dwelling, subject to the following requirements: 


(1) Site plan, construction plans and elevations and the location of the 
building(s) on the lot must be approved in writing by the Planning Board, the 
Board of Health, the Conservation Commission, the Board of Selectmen and 
the Building Inspector in respect to their respective fields of responsibility. 


(2) The multi-family structure shall contain no more than six (6) dwelling 
unitsin one building. Plans shall contain provisions for adequate water supply, 
sewage disposal facilities, and roadways designed in accordance with the 
Subdivision Control Law. 


(3) Lots shall contain a minimum of two (2) acres for the first dwelling unit 
and three (3) acres for each additional unit and two hundred (200) feet of 
frontage for the first unit and one hundred (100) feet of frontage for each 
additional unit. Land lying within the Lake-shore District may not be included 
as qualifying acreage for multifamily dwellings. 


(4) Dwelling units, parking areas, and play grounds shall be set back not less 
than one hundred (100) feet from all lot lines. 


(5) Except as provided in (6) hereof, plans for conversion of an existing 
single-family residence into a multi-family dwelling unit must conform to all 
other requirements of this section. 


(6) Conversion of a single-family dwelling into a multi-family dwelling of 
two units, without meeting the requirements of (3) as to lot area and frontage 
and of (4) as to distance from lot lines may be permitted by the Board of 
Appeals, provided that: 

(A) the single family dwelling has not been enlarged within seven (7) years of 
the proposed conversion; 
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(B) the lotarea has not been reduced with a resulting acreage smaller than the 
minimum acreage in (3) above within seven (7) years of the proposed 
conversion; 

(C) any fire escapes or outside stairways leading to a second story shall be 
located on any wall not facing a road and shall not occupy any part of the 
rear or side setback under Section VI of the by-law. 

(D) Subsequent additions or expansions are subject to an amended Special 
Permit. 


SECTION IV - C. Business District 

1. Uses by Right: 

(a) Any purpose allowed by right or by special permit in the Agricultural- 
Residential District except multi-family dwellings. 

SECTION IV - E. Non-Conforming Uses 

1) The lawful use of any structure or land existing at the time of adoption of 
the By-Law may be continued although such structure or use does not 
conform with the provisions of this By-Law. If such a structure is damaged or 
destroyed by fire, accidential means, or natural disaster, it may be rebuilt 
within (2) years, provided (a) there is no change in the use of the structure, (b) 
the capacity for such use is not increased, (c) the external size or height is not 
increased. After two (2) years the structure may be rebuilt only if authorized by 
Special Permit of the Board of Appeals under Section IX-B, 2. 


2) Any non-conforming use may be enlarged or expanded if authorized by 
Special Permit of the Board of Appeals, but only in accordance with the 
following requirements: 

(a) Such change shall result in a structure no more than 25% greater in overall 
height, total area, and total interior volume than the original.

By-Law.

(a) Non-conforming lots on record and lots shown ona plan endorsed by the 
Planning Board under the subdivision Control Law are exempt from the 
provisions of this By-Law to the extent of, and as provided in, Section 6, 
Chapter 40A of the General Laws. 

(b) The stated setbacks not-withstanding, no structures except steps and 
docks may be erected in the Lake Shore District less than forty (40) feet from 
the mean high water line. 

(c) Height to be measured in accordance with the State Building Code. The

No land within any use district in the Town of Monterey may be used for the 
collection, treatment, storage, burial, incineration, or disposal of hazardous 
waste as defined in Chapter 21C, Section 2 of the Massachusetts General Laws 
except by provision of the Board of Health for collection, temporary storage, 
and removal. 


SECTION VIIL Administration 
A. Enforcement 

This Protective By-Law shall be administered and enforced by the Board of 
Selectmen. Anyone violating any of the provisions of this By-Law may be fined 
not more than fifty dollars ($50.00) for each offense. Each day that such 
violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. 


SECTION IX. Board of Appeals 
B. The powers of the Board of Appeals shall include the following: 


2. Special Permits. To grant permits for exceptions as provided in this By-Law 
and in Chapter 40A of the General Laws when it shall find, after a public 
hearing, that such exception shall be in harmony with the general purpose 
and intent of the By-Law and that the use involved will not be injurious, 
noxious, offensive, or detrimental to the established or future character of the 
neighborhood and of the Town and subject to appropriate conditions or 
safeguards if deemed necessary. Upon receipt of a request for permit, the 
Board of Appeals shall notify the Conservation Commission, Planning Board, 
and the Board of Health of the request, and said boards shall respond to the 
Board of Appeals within thirty (30) days thereafter by written reports of their 
findings in respect of their specific fields of responsibilities. If deemed 
necessary, said boards shall make on-site plan reviews and inspections. 


3. Variances. To hear and decide requests for a variance from the terms of 
the By-Law where the Board of Appeals specifically finds that, owing to 
circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape, or topography of such 
land or structures but not affecting generally the zoning district in which it is 
located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the by-law would involve 
substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the petitioner or appellant, and 
that desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to the 
public good and without nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent 
or purpose of the by-law. 


The Article was passed unanimously by a voice vote at 9:40 P.M. 
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ARTICLE 8. The Town did not vote to amend the Zoning By-Law, Section 
VII, General Regulations, by adding Section VII-G, Stream and Pond Protec- 
tion. 


Discussion by the Planning Board included a unanimous recommendation 
in favor of this Article. They noted that Great Barrington has a 500 foot setback 
and Tyringham has a 150 foot setback. Bonner McAllester noted that this 
Article addressed water, not building. Dek Tillet noted that this Article was 
borrowed from Richmond’s By-Laws, and they used it to protect Richmond 
Pond. After several suggestions for compromise and comments that some 
hated to see it weakened, there was a motion to have Article 8 deleted prior to 
a vote. That amendment failed by a vote of 22 Yes, 27 No. Article 8 was voted 
upon, by raised hand, as follows: 30 In Favor, 17 Against 
(It failed to get the needed 2/3 majority for a By-Law Revision.) 

ARTICLE 9. The Town did not vote to amend the Zoning By-Law, Section II, 
Definitions, and Section VII, General Regulations, by adding to Section Il a 
definition of ‘Soil Disturbance” nor did they vote to add Section VII-H, 
Erosion and Sedimentation Control. A Motion to Pass was defeated in a 2/3 
majority by the following vote: 27 In Favor, 20 Against 

(It failed to get the needed 2/3 majority for a By-Law Revision.) 


At 10:15 a motion was made to adjourn the meeting. It was seconded and a 
voice vote was taken. The majority of the voice vote were in favor of 
adjourning to Thursday, August 31 in the Firehouse, at 7:30 P.M. 


RECONVENED SPECIAL TOWN MEETING | 
On Thursday, August 31 at 7:32 P.M. the Meeting re-convened. A motion was 
made to consider Article 10. 


ARTICLE 10. After a report from Joe Baker of the Planning Board, giving the 
unanimous recommendation from the Planning Board that this Article be 
passed, the Town did not vote to amend the Zoning By-Law, Section VII, 
General Regulations, by adding Section VII-J, Access to Public Ways. First, 
there was a motion to amend the Article by striking reference to Section VI I-H, 
erosion and sedimentation regulations (as these had not passed): This motion 
was approved by a unanimous voice vote. A call for the vote on Article 10, as 
amended, yielding the following count of raised hands: 45 in favor, 34 
opposed. It failed to get the needed 2/3 majority for a By-Law Revision. 
ARTICLE 11. The Town did not vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw, Section II, 
Definitions, and Section VII, General Regulations, by adding to Section II the 
definition of “Common Driveway”. After a motion to consider Article 11,and 
discussion of the length of driveway recommended, Bob Thieriot noted that 
the Article was needed for safety reasons. If one fire truck were to meet 
another, would the first be out of sight of the other on a 2,000 foot drive? The 
Fire Company Chief answered this would not happen, as they carry 2,000 feet 
of hose, but that they do not have trucks passing on the road. The Planning 
Board noted that a Special Permit to the Board of Appeals is suggested. There 
was a motion to delete reference to Section VII, J, Since this refereed to Article 
10, which did not pass. At 8:00 P.M. there was a vote ona motion to pass Article 
11, as amended. The vote was as follows: 55 in favor, 45 opposed. It failed to 
get the needed 2/3 majority for a By-Law Revision. 
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ARTICLE 12. The Town did vote to amend the Zoning By-Law, Section Il, 
Definitions, and Section VIII, Administration, by adding to Section II the 
definitions of “Repair” and “Repairs, Ordinary” as follows: 


Repair: Any maintenance which affects structure, egress, fire protection 
systems, fire ratings, energy conservation provisions (Massachusetts Building 
Code, Article 20), use, occupancy or utilities. (From Massachusetts Building 
Code, Article 2) 


Repairs, ordinary: Any maintenance which does not affect structure, engress, 
fire protection systems, fire ratings, energy conservation provisions (Mass- 
achusetts Building Code, Article 20), plumbing, sanitary, gas, electrical or 
other utilities. (From Massachusetts Building Code, Article 2) 


and by deleting the current Section VIII and replacing it with the new Section 
VIII-B, 1, (b) as follows: 


SECTION VIII 

B. Permits 

1. Building Permits 

(b) A building permit from the Board of Selectmen shall be required before 
starting to: 

1) construct, reconstruct, alter, remove, repair, or demolish a building or 
structure or 

2) change the type of occupancy or use of a building or structure, or 

3) install or alter any equipment which is regulated by the Massachusetts 
Building Code. 


Such permit shall state that the structure, premises and the proposed use 
thereof comply with the provision of this By-Law. 


Exceptions which do not require a building permit: 
1) Ordinary Repairs. 
2) Construction, alteration, or expansion of a building or structure which will 


create less than one hundred (100) square feet of area, including basements 
and additional floors. 


After a report from the Planning Board, which unanimously recommended 
the passage of Article 12, it was noted that this article included suggestions 
made by the Building Inspector, which would help him in his work. There was 
no discussion of this article. A motion to pass was seconded and the following 
vote was taken by raised hands: 72 in favor, 27 opposed. This article received 
more than the 66 needed for a 2/3 majority vote. 

ARTICLE 13. This Article, calling for transaction of any other business that 
might legally come before the meeting was met with a request for adjourn- 
ment, seconded before James Laffey asked that the meeting reconsider Article 
8, ‘Stream and Pond Protection,” since, although he had voted against it, he 
had changed his mind. The moderator noted a motion was already on the 
floor that the meeting adjourn, that if that motion were defeated by a simple 
majority, Mr. Laffey’s reconsideration could be brought toa vote. At 8:07, the 
Meeting voted to adjourn, by a hand vote, as follows: 60 in Favor, 43 
Opposed. At 8:10, the Meeting was adjourned. 
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REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, NOVEMBER 17, 1989 

The inhabitants of the Town qualified to vote in Town affairs (68 of the 547 
registered voters as of November 7, 1989), met in the Firehouse of the 
Monterey Fire Company, Ltd. of said Town on Friday, November 17, 1989, at 
7:30 o’clock in the evening. The meeting opened at 7:30, and the reading of 
the Warrant was waived at 7:32. The voters took the following action on the 
Warrant Articles: 


ARTICLE 1. The Town voted to authorize the transfer of $50,000 from 
Overlay Reserve Surplus and transfer $19,000 from Free Cash for the purchase 
of a 1989 or newer diesel powered loader, and authorized the trade-in of the 
1979 Case loaded. There was no discussion. A voice vote approved the 
expenditure: Unanimously 

ARTICLE 2. The Town voted to amend Article 10, Section 1 of the rules 
governing Solid Waste Disposal under our recycling plan passed by the Town 
May 7, 1988 such that the words “residents of every household” would be 
deleted and the word “users”? would be used. Edith Wilson’s question 
regarding the meaning of the needed substitution brought the following 
explanation from the Selectmen: Originally, it was thought that small 
businesses in Town would not be able to separate their trash for recycling. The 
Selectmen are now convinced that the small businesses will be able to 
separate their trash and wish to allow them to participate. A voice vote 
approved the change: Unanimously 

ARTICLE 3. The Town voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition 
the General Court of Massachusetts for the establishment of a property tax 
exemption program for the Monterey Volunteer Fire Department, substan- 
tially in the following form: 


“An Act authorizing the Town of Monterey to establish a Real Estate 
exemption program for its Volunteer Fire Department. 


Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter fifty-nine of the 
General Laws, the Town of Monterey may by by-law provide a real estate tax 
exemption program for residents of the Town serving as members of the 
Volunteer Fire Department. 

Said by-law shall provide that not later than ninety days prior to the 

beginning of the fiscal year, the Chief of the Fire Department shall certify to 
the Board of Assessors the name of each individual and the real estate for 
which an exemption is sought, provided (a) that said real estate shall be 
occupied and owned by such individual as his or her domicile, or occupied as 
his or her domicile but owned by a member of the immediate family; 
(b) that no individual shall be certified if said individual has not been a 
member in good standing of the Fire Department for at least twelve months 
prior to such certification; (c) that not more than twenty-four individuals shall 
be certified for any one fiscal year, exclusive of any exemption granted to a 
retired member under the provisions of this act; and (d) that no such 
exemption shall exceed the sum of one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500) 
in any one fiscal year, provided however said by-law may provide for an 
annual increase of such amount based on an index approved by the 
Commissioner of Revenue. 

Said by-law shall also provide that any retired member of the Town’s 
Volunteer Fire Department shall be eligible for at least seventy percent (70%) 
of such allowable exemption, or such other greater amount, as determined by 
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by-law, provided however that such individual has reached his or her sixtieth 
birthday prior to the fiscal year for which an exemption is being sought and 
has served as amember of the Fire Department for not less than fifteen years 
immediately preceding his or her sixtieth birthday. Any individual receiving 
an exemption under the provisions of this act shall continue to receive such 
exemption if permanently disabled. 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall take effect upon its passage” 


Discussion on this Article was as follows: Maynard Forbes noted that this is 
only a petition to the State Legislature asking for permission to ask the Town 
fora by-law. The cost would have been $9,176.00 for the Town if it had beenin 
place this year, with only sixteen active members of the Fire Department. They 
wish to volunteer and think this is a good incentive. Dean Amidon asked why 
not give them a salary. The reply was that a salary such as is given to the Police 
Department would cost the Town as much as $51,000 a year. Sheila Intner 
asked why we should not take $10,000 and divide it equally among the fire 
fighters. The response from the Fire Department was that it would make the 
paymenta pain, nota privilege. The Selectmen severally and individally noted 
that this was only an exemption on the firemen’s homes and answered to the 
need of firefighters to continue their arduous training and risk as firefighters. 
It was also noted that we should take their advice on what they want, that this 
would be aninnovative way to encourage firefighters, and that this would bea 
recognition for them, not a compensation. Matt Intner felt it was more 
equitable to provide a stipend on merit, which would allow the firefighters to 
continue to deduct their home tax from their tax returns. Bob Thieriot noted 
this seemed unfair to a renter, to which the firemen replied that renters do not 
seem to stay in Town long, whereas those who own their own homes do stay in 
Town. They also noted that there would be a certain number of nights of 
practice, and a certain percentage of meetings and fires attended, to be 
spelled out as standards in the by-law. Roger Tryon noted that this by-law was 
not the same as a payment for services, and that if this was what the Fire 
Department wanted, we should give it to them. Peter Murkett noted that 
firefighters take on absolute responsibility, as distinct from the elective 
responsibility of Town office. He noted that this was not a new idea, but a very 
conventional way to reward firefighters. Maynard Forbes noted that there is a 
lack of volunteerism throughout the country. Although Monterey suffers 
from this, there is too much work involved to work for the tax benefit alone. It 
is merely an incentive since in the past ten years the number of calls have 
doubled, there is more hazardous material involved, and the training has 
become more intensive. The State Legislature confers tax exemptions. This 
would be no different from that for farms, open sapce, and the like. Jed Lipsky 
noted that if this is unworkable, we can always amend the by-law but we need 
to get it to the State Legislature if we want to try the new exemption. 

The question was called. There was a motion to pass and a second. A voice 
vote was substantially in the affirmative, and the Moderator read that the 
majority had said “‘aye.”’ Majority in the Affirmative. 

ARTICLE 4. The Town voted to accept Section 12, Chapter 188 of the Acts of 
1985 (Equal Education Opportunity Grant) for the Southern Berkshire Reg- 
ional School District. The School anticipates an amount approximating the 
amount they were eligible for this year, and they will expect $12,000 or so 
dollars. Mr. Consolati noted we are one of seventy-five schools eligible in 
Massachusetts for this funding. The verbal vote on this Article was in favor: 
Unanimously 
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ARTICLE 5. The Town voted to accept Chapter 59, Section 5, Clause 41C of 
the Massachusetts General Laws relating to raising the exemption for the 
elderly from $12,000 (total net worth excluding their homes of $24,000) to 
$15,000 (at a total net worth excluding their homes of $30,000). At least 10% of 
the tax bill would need to be paid in this instance with an exemption possible 
up to $50. In discussion, Dick Tryon asked at what age a person would be 
qualified and was told that the age is 70 and thus he would not yet qualify. The 
verbal vote for this Article was in favor: Unanimously 

ARTICLE 6. This Article, calling for transaction of other business that might 
legally come before the meeting, was met with a request for information from 
Sol Zaret concerning Monterey’s participation in the Regional Transport 
system. The reply from the Selectmen was that coupons were made available 
by some towns so that Towns would pick up half the price of a taxicab ride to 
and from places within the Town for such towns as Stockbridge. At present, 
the program is closed and it is possible it would be quite expensive for our 
town if it should reopen. 

At 8:21, the Meeting was adjourned.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


The enclosed statistical summary of home health services provided by the 
Visiting Nurse Association of the Berkshires (VNAB) cannot tell the complete. 
story of this past year of change and concerns faced by our organization as we 
continue our community work. 

Home care, an excellent and cost effective alternative to institutional care, 
provides an emotional lift to patients able to remain in familiar, comforting 
surroundings and still receive skilled services needed to provide a better 
quality of life. One of the major concerns for all home health agencies is the 
assurance of access to these services for all older persons. As health care 
professionals we see an ever increasing need for geriatric home care services. 
We face the challenge of providing this specialized care to our patients, while 
dealing with the limitation of Medicare home health care coverage and the 
knowledge that neither public nor private insurance provides complete 
protection against the cost of long-term care. 

We are continually striving to improve our services to the community and 
reconcile the fiscal necessities for administrative survival. We are proud of our 
staff of caring, concerned people, who always put the patients’ needs first 
while adhering to the constraints of third-party payors and the ever increasing 
clinical paperwork needed to satisfy the regulations instilled by these 
agencies. 

The agency office has been relocated to 38 Bridge Street, Great Barrington 
to accommodate the increased staff needed to serve the population of South 
County. This is a street level entrance facility which is better adapted for 
walk-ins to the agency for service or educational material. 

We remain dedicated to the proud tradition of providing skilled concerned 
care to the whole patient, the family and the community. As in the past, we are 
deeply appreciative of your support while we strive to continue caring for 
those mostin need and fulfill our obligation as agents for the Board of Health.

“An Act authorizing the Town of Monterey to establish a Real Estate exemption 
program for its Volunteer Fire Department. 


“Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter fifty-nine of the General Laws, 
the Town of Monterey may by by-law provide a real estate tax exemption program for 
residents of the Town serving as members of the Volunteer Fire Department. 

“Said by-law shall provide that not later than ninety days prior to the beginning of 
the fiscal year, the Chief of the Fire Department shall certify to the Board of Assessors 
the name of each individual and the real estate for which an exemption is sought, 
provided (a) that said real estate shall be occupied and owned by such individual as 


his or her domicile, or occupied as his or her domicile but owned by a member of the — 


immediate family; (b) that no individual shall be certified if said individual has not been 
a member in good standing of the Fire Department for at least twelve months prior to 
such certification; (c) that not more than twenty-four individuals shall be certified for 
any one fiscal year, exclusive of any exemption granted to a retired member under the 
provisions of this Act; and (d) that no such exemption shall exceed the sum of one 
thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500) in any one fiscal year, provided however said 
by-law may provide for an annual increase of such amount based on an index approved 
by the Commissioner of Revenue. 

“Said by-law shall also provide that any retired member of the Town’s Volunteer Fire 
Department shall be eligible for at least seventy percent (70%) of such allowable 
exemption, or such other greater amount, as determined by by-law, provided however 
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that such individual has reached his or her sixtieth birthday prior to the fiscal year for 
which an exemption is being sought and has served as amember of the Fire Department 
for not less than fifteen years immediately preceding his or her sixtieth birthday. Any 
individual receiving an exemption under the provisions of this Act shall continue to 
receive such exemption if permanently disabled.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


Appeals Board members are Osborne Dugan, chair; Peter Vallianos, vice chair; Peter 
Murkett, clerk; Dean Amidon; Bob Gauthier. John Ryder and Cynthia Weber are 
Alternates. 

The following hearings were convened during the Fiscal Year, July 1, 1990 —June 
219 RPT Bee fo Bi 

January 22, 1991. Application of Arthur J. and Saundra B. Susser, of Hupi Road, 
Monterey, for a Special Permit to add a water closet, sink and shower, with attendant 
plumbing and septic hookups to their boathouse on Lake Garfield. 

The Board convened a public hearing on March 15, 1991, with Osborne Dugan, 
Peter Vallianos, Peter Murkett, Dean Amidon and Maureen Bradley sitting. 

The clerk read letters from the selectmen, Board of Health and Planning Board 
recommending that the permit be denied; a letter from the Conservation Commission, 
stating that their hearing was continued, pending receipt of a file number from the 
Department of Environmental Protection, and all local permits obtained by the 
applicants; a letter in support of the project from Elliot and Ethel Matusow, abuttors; 
the Judgment of the Superior Court, which upheld the Board of Health's disapproval 
of the application, in a case brought by the Sussers. 

» The Board heard the arguments of counsel for the applicants, and the testimony of 
the applicants. There were no abuttors present. 

After deliberation, the Board voted without dissent to deny the Special Permit, 
finding that the proposed bathroom addition to a recreational structure literally over 
the lake would increase the potential for water pollution in violation of the letter and 
spirit of Article VII-G of the Zoning Bylaw, Stream and Pond Protection. 

The decision was filed on March 29, 1991. 

January 29, 1991. Appeal of Stephen Kwass, Point Road, Monterey, to reverse the 
decision of the selectmen dated January 2, 1991, refusing the appellant's application 
for a Building Permit for his Point Road house. 
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The Board convened a public hearing on March 22, 1991, which was continued to 
April 30, with Osborne Dugan, Peter Vallianos, Peter Murkett, John Ryder (alternate) 
and Cynthia Weber (alternate) sitting. 

The clerk read letters from the selectmen and Planning Board, upholding denial of 
the Building Permit; from the Conservation Commission, stating that a Notice of Intent 
and Order of Conditions had been issued for the project, and noting that no plan to 
upgrade the septic system had been received, a matter of concern given the close 
proximity of the building to the 100-foot buffer zones; and from Ruth Gordon, an 
abuttor, endorsing “Stephen Kwass’ request for an appeal.” 

The Board heard testimony from architect Bob McMahon, who drew up the building 
plan, and a member of the Eidman family, abuttors, supporting the appeal. 

The proposed building plan altered an original structure which was nonconforming 
due to lot size and setback, by shifting its location and expanding its size. Counsel for 
the appellant argued that state law allows such expansion and alteration, provided the 
“nonconforming nature” of the building or use is not increased. It was his contention 
that because the original structure was situated in violation of the sidelot setback, and 
the alteration moved the building enough away from the sidelot line to remove that 
violation, the nonconforming nature was in fact decreased. 

In the interim between convening and continuing the hearing, the Board met with 
Town counsel, and counsel for the appellant prepared a brief. 

In deliberation, Board members emphasized that the building plans were extensive, 
more like new construction than mere alteration, with substantial impact on water 
pollution in a sensitive lakeshore location. The Board voted without dissent to uphold 
the denial of the Building Permit, finding that the proposed plan increased the 
nonconforming nature of the structure. 

The decision was filed on May 6, 1991. 

February 2, 1991. Application of Herbert and Carol Heimann, of Larchmont, New 
York, for a Special Permit to construct a cellar hatch on the side of their Lake Garfield 
cottage. 

The Board convened a public hearing on March 22, 1991, with Osborne Dugan, 
Peter Vallianos, Peter Murkett, John Ryder (alternate), and Cynthia Weber (alternate) 
sitting. 

The Clerk read letters from the selectmen and Board of Health, stating no objection 
to the Special Permit Application; from the Planning Board, stating that notwithstand- 
ing the apparent construction of the hatch within the sidelot setback, the proposal 
would not violate the intent of the Bylaw, provided that no further encroachment on 
setback be allowed, and that the hatchway not be raised, enlarged or enclosed in the 
future; from the Conservation Commission, stating that the plan had no implications 
for wetlands protection. Present were the applicants, and Tom Gillis, builder. 

The applicants had received a Building Permit for construction of a small cellar 
within the footprint of their nonconforming structure. Subsequently, their additional 
plan for a hatch-type entrance outside the building footprint, and within the sidelot 
setback, was referred to the Appeals Board by the selectmen, as being expansion of a 
nonconforming structure requiring a Special Permit. 

After deliberation, the Board voted three to one in favor of granting the permit, with 
One abstention. State law requires four affirmative votes of the five-member Board, so 
the permit was denied. 

The decision was filed on April 5, 1991.

COMMISSION 


| again served as vice-chairperson for the commission and attended all of the monthly 
meetings in the commission offices in Pittsfield. My appointment to the commission is 
by the Monterey Planning Board; our alternate member, Rudy Gero, is appointed by 
the selectmen upon recommendation of the Planning Board. 

The commission continues to conduct a wide range of planning activities through 
the full-time efforts of six employees. The four professional planning staff members 
have been with BCRPC for tenures of from three years to more than twenty years, 
providing valuable consistency of help to our town and to the region. Karl Hekler is the 
executive director, Charles Cook specializes in transportation planning, Paul Boudreau 
in land use planning and Crystal Shelley in water quality and other issues. 

BCRPC is funded partially by assessments to the cities and towns of the County (last 
year this amount was 41 cents per capita or approximately $60,000). The rest of the 
$350,000 budget came from special contract work for municipalities or companies 
and from federal and state grants for specific projects in economic development, 
environmental and transportation planning. County government provided no funds for 
the commission budget, a change from the past financial support of up to $30,000. 

Monterey had no consulting arrangements with BCRPC during this year, but we 
received, at no extra cost, various new and updated publications from the commission 
which are almost necessary in the work of the Monterey Planning Board and other 
activities of the town. In addition, we consulted informally on numerous Occasions 
with BCRPC staff and received the benefit of staff review of planning which affects us 
even though it takes place in other towns — for example, planning work on proposed 
Capacity improvements to Routes 7 and 20 through Lenox and Pittsfield. 

Anyone with interests or planning needs is encouraged to consult BCRPC for 
possible help. You are especially invited to attend the annual dinner meeting of the 
commission (June) or the complimentary holiday party and regular meeting in 
December.

During the fiscal year July 1, 1990, to June 30, 1991, twenty-three Disposal Works 
Construction Permits were approved by the Board. This represents a decrease of eleven 
permits compared with the previous fiscal year. Thirteen of these permits were for new 
houses and ten were for repairs for existing systems. Additionally, the Board approved 
twelve Installer's Permits. The Board also issued three Food Service Establishment 
Permits for the serving or selling of food. 

The Board also issued three Camp Permits to the following children's camps: New 
England Keswick, Camp Half Moon, and Camp Yes-O-Yes. 

Additionally, after conducting several hearings, the Board enacted Board of Health 
Bylaws regulating wells. This was a real milestone, since there were no regulations 
governing the installation of wells before this time. These local bylaws went into effect 
on December 1, 1990, and there have been nine applications approved since that date.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SUPERINTENDENT 


During the Fiscal Year 1990/1991 the Highway Department drew gravel to Art 
School, Beartown Mt.., Bidwell, Chestnut Hill, Cronk, Eaton, Fairview, Gould, 
Harmon, New Marlboro, Short Hupi and Town R.O.W. (by the new firehouse) Roads. 
The department replaced culverts: two on Art School Road, one on Beartown Road, 
one on Eaton Road, two on Short Hupi Road, one on Wellman Road and with Tryon's 
excavator, one 36" culvert and one 24" culvert on Bidwell Road, and installed wooden 
guard rails over the 36" culvert. The department cut brush on Beartown, Mt. Hunger, 
New Marlborough, and Tyringham Roads and on Route 57. 

The new guard rails and catch basin tops under the Federal Safety Program were 
completed in November 1990. 

The Town had one severe thunderstorm with a lot of wind, and several of our roads 
were closed and electric lines were down. The department picked up trees and limbs 
for a week. Our Police and Fire Departments were a great help that stormy May night. 

The Lane and Tritown Paving Construction Companies with the Highway Depart- 
ment resurfaced Route 23 from the Blue Hill intersection west to the Route 57 
intersection, using 2,525 tons of bituminous concrete. Tyringham Road was re- 
surfaced from the Hupi Road intersection northerly past the Art School intersection 
with 719 tons of bituminous concrete. 

In June the Department with Tryon's excavator put in a 1,040-foot underdrain with 
six-foot pipe and 1-1/2 tons of stone from George Mensi's north of the Hupi Road 
intersection along the westerly edge of Tyringham Road to Peppermint Brook. 

The winter of ‘90-91 we used approximately 2,700 tons of sand and 398.85 tons of 
salt. Most of our storms are freezing rain and sleet. 

Road center lines were painted at the end of June on our primary roads. 

| would like to thank the inhabitants of Monterey for their support and patience while 
we are maintaining and plowing our roads. 

Thanks to Pete, Bill, and Steve for the fine, conscientious work they do in the summer 
and long days and nights in the winter.

As of June 1991 , we have a 
formal police office which is located over the Monterey Kindergarten in the former 
Assessor's office. This provides for a more professional atmosphere for formal police 
activities. 

The following officers now make up the Monterey Police Department: Sergeant 
Gareth Backhaus, Officer Rita Backhaus, Officer Harry W. McMahon, Officer Steve 
Hastedt, and Crossing Guard Harry Vickerman. 

These officers have performed professionally and are a credit to this department and 
the Town of Monterey. , 

This past year has seen a drop in motor vehicle violations. | believe this to be a result 
of improved signage of speed zones and improved patrol of Monterey roads. | believe 
the new reflective guardrails installed last summer also improved visibility and safety 
for the motorists. As a direct result of this, our motor vehicle accidents have shown a 
decrease. 

Breaking and entering and larceny cases have remained somewhat level with past 
years. However, family disputes and domestic problems have shown an increase in 
cases. | believe this to be the direct result of state and national economic hardships. 

We are still very fortunate to have a low incidence of drug-related problems. This is 
not to say that Monterey is exempt from the potential of drug-related problems, but we 
are still somewhat isolated, and this is to our advantage. | strongly support promoting 
a drug awareness program for our children.

The Roads and Machinery Committee meets monthly at the Town Garage to discuss 
plans for road paving and maintenance, purchase of equipment and to review budget 
items. 

Donald Amstead Jr. is our Highway Superintendent and supervises a three-person 
Town crew consisting of Peter LePrevost, William Bynack and Steven Funk, all 
Monterey residents. This is an efficient and smoothly running department. We would 
like to remind townspeople that there is a telephone answering machine at the Town 
Garage (528-1734). If you have a question concerning road maintenance or a request 
for sanding or plowing, please be sure to leave your message with as much information 
as possible regarding location and conditions. 

The Highway Department covered fifty-five storms during the fiscal year of this Town 
Report. There was one storm in November, 9 in December, 21 in January, 13 in 
February, 10 in March, and one in April. As you are aware, the crew responds to these 
storms in the middle of the night, sometimes all night, and very early in the morning. 
Our recent storms are mostly ice storms, which require more constant sanding than 
snowstorms. 

The Highway Department used 1,900 yards of black sand, 800 yards of brown sand, 
and 399 tons of salt. We did not exceed our appropriation of $62,000 for the Snow and 
Sand Account this fiscal year. 

Again, we want to thank the Townspeople for their support of this department by 
providing up-to-date equipment. This is a cooperative department, much in the public 
eye, and we welcome your suggestions.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The school year 1990-91 was an eventful one for our district. 

The year began with state approval for our new school construction and moderniza- 
tion project. Ground-breaking ceremonies were held in late September and construc- 
tion got under way. Despite the difficult economic conditions, we remain encouraged 
by the prospect of modern educational facilities to serve our students and the 
community. February 1992 is the projected time for the move into the new building, 
with renovations of our existing facility to begin in March 1992 with completion in 
January, 1993. 

The Carnegie Planning Team members continued their work on school improve- 
ment. The School Committee gave approval for changes in the high school schedule 
to allow longer class periods for major subjects. Called the Odyssey Program, the 
change encourages students to become more responsible learners in a focused, 
concentrated, experiential setting, with teachers emphasizing critical thinking and 
problem-solving skills. 

We were honored and pleased to receive full accreditation for Grades Pre K-12 by 
the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. With this, we became one of 
nine districts in Massachusetts with full Pre K-12 certification. 

The Monterey Kindergarten continues to serve our young children in Monterey and 
neighboring New Marlborough. The interior and exterior were painted during the year, 
old ceilings were replaced with a new drop ceiling, new lighting was installed, and the 
main classroom was carpeted. 

Sadly, we were grieved by the death of Mrs. Jan Lanoue in June. Jan had been 
employed by the district for the past 22 years as our part-time custodian at the Monterey 
Kindergarten. We will miss her very much. 

| look forward to the upcoming year, with our new school building gaining ground 
and a continued commitment on the part of administrators, staff, students and citizens 
to provide a rich and worthwhile educational experience for all.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Fiscal year July 1, 1990, to June 30, 1991, began with a "big berm" for the Town and 
the Selectmen. As you might know, many people were upset and wanted to know why 
and how this could happen. Well, after many meetings, the result was that all we could 
do was have the berm moved off Town property. Unfortunately, that beautiful view is 
now lost for all posterity. 

After a lot of work on the part of the Town's Cable TV Advisory Committee, the Board 
signed a Provisional Cable Television License granting a community antenna televi- 
sion system license to Amrac cable television system. Everyone said, "Great, cable is 
finally coming to Monterey!" Needless to say, none of us predicted the lawsuits 
between the cable TV companies, nor the downturn in the economy that led to a lack 
of Amrac funding. 

In April 1990 the State mandated that all towns appoint a procurement officer to 
oversee all bids and purchases over $1,000. William Bohn was appointed by the 
Selectmen at that time. Operating and bid procedures since that date have brought the 
Town substantial savings, while still utilizing the services of top area professionals. 

Because of the complexity of computer software and hardware, the Board decided 
to appoint a Computer Committee to study what the various department computer 
needs were and to make recommendations as to what system would best serve the 
Town. The members of this committee, Stephen Bohn, Greta Cherneff and Barbara 
Swann, have done an excellent job to date. 

The Board appointed Gordon Hamm as Chief of Police, Gareth Backhaus as 
Sergeant, and Rita Backhaus, Stephen Hastedt and Harry McMahon as Officers of the 
Monterey Police Department. The Board also agreed to have the Police Department 
establish an office in the old Town offices on the second floor of the Monterey 
schoolhouse. 

The Board wishes to thank all the people who have been supportive. Your help is 
needed and appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


The major news in solid waste disposal for this year was the start of limited plastic 
recycling in April. Master Garbologist is removing much of our bottle-type plastic from 
a container placed at the transfer station. There isno charge and no revenue to the town 
for this service. The town saves the disposal fee it would have to pay for these plastic 
materials, and the plastic is remanufactured. 

Amounts of solid waste generated during the fiscal year include 312 tons of waste 
sent to landfills and 120 tons of recycled materials sent to the state-supported recycling 
facility in West Springfield. Over one quarter of our total solid waste is now being 
recycled, and the savings of the program to Monterey are over $8,000 for the fiscal year. 

The solid waste user fee (sticker fee) for the town remained at $40 per household for 
the third year. The charge for landfilled solid waste remained steady at $69.50 per ton, 
keeping the whole solid waste share of the town budget to a reasonable percentage. 

The annual town meeting voted to fully enclose the transfer station with additional 
fence and sliding gate to fully restrict waste delivery to open hours. 

Monterey is a member of the Southern Berkshire Solid Waste Management District, 
which continued to study the feasibility of aco-composting facility in Berkshire County 
for processing of more of our solid waste. Other help given by our membership in the 
district this year was in arranging for plastic recycling and negotiating for and paying 
for part of the bulky and furniture waste removal planned for the summer of '91. 

Removal of light and scrap metal on a regular basis was started during the fiscal year 
as well. The removal of this material currently is handled by Master Garbologist, at no 
cost to the town or residents and with no revenue received by the town. 

All current members of the committee accepted the challenge of reappointment to 
another year on the committee. An additional member, Linda Thorpe, joined the 
committee during the year.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING OF JULY 20, 1990. 


The inhabitants of the Town qualified to vote in Town affairs (68 of 458 voters) met in 
the firehouse of the Monterey Fire Company, Ltd. of said Town on July 20, 1990, at 7:30 
in the evening. The meeting opened at 7:30, and the reading of the warrant was waived 
at 7:32. The voters took the following action on the warrant articles: 
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ARTICLE 1. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for the design 

and construction of a septic system to serve the Town Offices and Monterey Grange 

291. The chairman of the Board of Selectmen, Georgiana O’Connell, reported that the 

Grange septic system has failed and that the new system would be built tothe maximum 

extent permitted by testing in order to ensure flexibility of use in the future. The voice 

vote was in favor of this article, with one dissenting vote. 

ARTICLE 2. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $362 for Town Clerk 

Expenses for attendance by the Town Clerk at the Summer Institute week of courses for 

certification as a Certified Municipal Clerk. The article was passed: Unanimously 

ARTICLE 3. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $300 for the advertising 

of the Board of Health Regulations. Selectmen Matt O. Williams noted that the 

proposed publication would be of the rules and regulations for private wells. This article 
was approved: Unanimously 

ARTICLE 4. The Town did not vote to petition the Massachusetts General Court to enact 

legislation that would: 

a) authorize the collection by the Town of a land transfer fee not to exceed two 
percent (2%) of the purchase price upon the transfer of real property interests 
located in the Town, and the establishment of exemptions from the fee, as may be 
provided by vote at Town Meeting; 

b) establish a Land Bank Fund and a housing fund in the Town Treasury, and 
authorize Town Meeting to allocate fees between them; 

c) authorize the Town to use said Land Bank Fund for the purchase or rehabilitation 
of certain categories of land and interests therein to be permanently held in a 
Monterey Open Space Land Bank, and for the management and maintenance of 
such lands, in order to conserve open space, protect the environment and preserve 
natural beauty in the Town, as may be provided by Town Meeting; 

d) authorize the Town to use said housing funds for programs to promote affordable 
housing, as may be provided by Town Meeting. 

Debt to have been incurred for the purposes of this Act, whether incurred before or 
after acceptance of the Act, might have been retired or refinanced by expenditures from 
the fund established hereunder. Provided that the authority granted herein would not 
have reduced State tax revenues, pursuant to G.L. Ch. 62F, S.4 Section One. 

It was explained that this article had been passed in May of 1988, but that it needed 
to be voted on a second time in order for Representative Christopher Hodgkins of our 
district to introduce it to the General Court. 

Discussion focused on the burden imposed on the second-home owner and that it 
seemed unfair. The intent and ambiguous stipulations contained in the act in terms of 
exemption were questioned. Nancy Kalodner noted that her analysis of recent 
purchases revealed only three percent of owners would be affected each year. Income 
would have been $115,782 in 1989 but only $88,000 to date this year. It was suggested 
that we should instead put aside a sum each Annual Town Meeting to spread the cost 
more equitably, and noted we have open space, but not affordable housing. In reply, 
it was noted that the article would be enabling legislation only and that the Board of 
Selectmen were suggesting one half of one percent at the moment. Some thought it 
would be unfortunate to vote “no” and have nothing to substitute for this article’s intent, 
which many agreed was important. 

After a call to move the question, by a hand vote, the Town voted: 

Yes 24 No 33 
As there was no other business that was brought before the Town, the Meeting was 
adjourned at 8:10 p.m.

REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING OF THE TOWN OF MONTEREY, 
OCTOBER 19, 1990 


At a Special Town Meeting of the Town of Monterey, duly called and held on the 
nineteenth day of October, 1990, the following articles appeared in the warrant and 
the following actions were taken on the articles: 
The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. as a quorum (51 voters) was present. 
Reading of the warrant was waived at 7:32. 
ARTICLE 1. This article requested a reduction to the amount of $50,000 in a $100,000 
request approved by the Annual Town Meeting in May, 1990, in order to reduce the 
tax rate. The article was unanimously approved. 
ARTICLE 2. This article requested an additional $1,150 of the Town in order to meet 
the bill for services contracted through Patriot Properties in reassessment of the Town. 
Peter Vallianos of the Board of Assessors spoke to reduce this figure to an additional 
$850 since his reading of the contract specified an annual payment of $2,000 and not 
the amount of the billing, which was $2,300. After the voters approved an amendment 
to $850, it was understood that this anount would cover fees for the fiscal year (July 
1990 to July 1991). The expenditure ofan additional $850 was: Unanimously approved. 
ARTICLE 3. This article, presented by the Police Department and Fire Company, was 
presented after 15 to 18 people were repeatedly awakened and the fire engines were 
taken to the scene of a false alarm, and after the Police Department was automatically 
called to an unknown backwoods property with no accompanying map. The Police 
Department and Fire Company requested regulations to insulate them so someone 
nearby can intercept a false alarm. After discussion of a permit process, and the 
difficulties of the article in application to a real fire, or to those benefiting from the 
“lifeline” dialing for health emergencies, the voters approved (with a single dissenting 
vote) tabling this article for discussion under Article 6, below. 
ARTICLE 4. An emergency repair, occasioned by the pump being broken ata fire, came 
to $18,287.96 with competitive bidding. The pump was repaired with the approval of 
the selectmen. A vote to allow this expenditure was: Unanimously approved.. 
ARTICLE 5. The Pond and Stream article, rejected by the Attorney General of the 
Commonwealth for inadequate posting procedures, was presented again by the 
Planning Board. Their report to the Special Town Meeting, presented by Clifford M. 
Baker III, chairman, read as follows: 
At our Town Meeting last May, the Town voted unanimously to adopt the 
“Stream and Pond Protection” bylaw proposal which is before us tonight as 
Article 5. The Attorney General has turned back our passage of the bylaw 
amendment based on a procedural technicality; therefore, the Planning 
Board is presenting the amendment again at this time. We are unanimous 
in recommending its passage. 
After presentation of the article, the article was: Unanimously approved. 
ARTICLE 6. The selectmen, police chief or his designee, and the fire chief or his 
designee were requested to meet and design an article that would resolve the conflicts 
caused by Article 3. 


There was a motion to adjourn the Special Town Meeting at 8:20 p.m., and the vote 
to adjourn was unanimous, at 8:23 p.m.

ARTICLE 19 The Town voted to accept Section 12, Chapter 188, of the Acts of 1985 
(Equal Education Opportunity Grant) for the Southern Berkshire Regional School 
District. Unanimously 
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ARTICLE 20. The Town voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen to again petition the 
General Court of Massachusetts for the establishment of a property tax exemption 
Baiciem for the Monterey Volunteer Fire Department, substantially in the following 
orm: 
“An Act authorizing the Town of Monterey to establish a Real Estate 
exemption program for its Volunteer Fire Department. 
Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter fifty nine of the 
General Laws, the Town of Monterey may by by-law provide a real estate 
tax exemption program for residents of the Town serving as members of the 
Volunteer Fire Department. 

Said by-law shall provide that not later than ninety days prior to the 
beginning of the fiscal year, the Chief of the Fire Department shall certify 
to the Board of Assessors the name of each individual and the real estate for 
which an exemption is sought, provided (a) that said real estate shall be 
occupied and owned by such individual as his or her domicile, or occupied 
as his or her domicile but owned by a member of the immediate family; (b) 
that no individual shall be certified if said individual has not been a member 
in good standing of the Fire Department for at least twelve months prior to 
such certification; (c) that not more than twenty-four individuals shall be 
certified for any one fiscal year, exclusive of any exemption granted to a 
retired member under the provisions of this act; and (d) that no such 
exemption shall exceed the sum of one thousand five hundred dollars 
($1,500) in any one fiscal year, provided however said by-law may provide 
for an annual increase of such amount based on an index approved by the 
Commissioner of Revenue. 

Said by-law shall also provide that any retired member of the Town’s 
Volunteer Fire Department shall be eligible for at least seventy percent 
(70%) of such allowable exemption, or such other greater amount, as 
determined by by-law, provided however that such individual has reached 
his or her sixtieth birthday prior to the fiscal year for which an exemption 
is being sought and has served as a member of the Fire Department for not 
less than fifteen years immediately preceding his or her sixtieth birthday. 

Any individual receiving an exemption under the provisions of this act shall 

continue to receive such exemption if totally and permanently disabled in 

the line of Fire Duty in Monterey. 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall take effect upon its passage.” 

Discussion took the following form: The Town was asked to approve an amendment 

| from the November, 1989, approval of this article, wherein exemption through 
| disablement would need to be total and permanent in the line of Fire Duty in Monterey. 
This amendment passed with a vote of 23 “Yes” and 21 “No.” An earlier amendment 
| request, that the word “immediately” be removed from provisions for exemption due 
_to prior service before retirement at age 60, failed to receive more than three “Yes” 
| votes. The overall article, as amended, was approved: Majority 36 “Yes” 10 “No” 
ARTICLE 21. The Town voted to authorize its Treasurer and/or Tax Collector to enter 
into a compensating balance agreement or agreements for Fiscal Year 1992, pursuant 
| to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 53F. Unanimously 
| ARTICLE 22. The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available funds in the Treasury 
| or, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of reimbursement 
_ by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on account of Highway Capital Funds, in 
accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 6A, and to issue notes 
therefor for a period not to exceed two years from this date, and the proceeds from such 
reimbursement shall be applied to discharge the loan. Unanimously 
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ARTICLE 23. The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning July 1, 1989, in accordance with the provisions of Massachu- 
setts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year, in accordance with General Laws Chapter 44, Section 17. Unanimously 
ARTICLE 24. The Town voted to authorize the Library Board of Trustees to appoint any 
member thereof to another office or position for the term provided by law (if any), 
otherwise for the term not to exceed one year, and fix the salary and compensation in 
accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 41, Section 4A. Unanimously 
ARTICLE 25. The Town did not vote to appoint any committee or officers and give them 
or any officer of the Town instructions, authority or indemnity thought best. 


Unanimously 
ARTICLE 26. The Town did not vote to transact any other business that could legally 
come before said meeting. Unanimously

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


(Fiscal Year 1990) 


My work as your tree warden for the fiscal year 1989-1990 included tree planting, 
pruning and fertilizing, and the removal of dead and dangerous trees along our 
highways. Mass. Electric, with the Town’s permission, removes trees that pose a threat 
to their power lines. About 75% of the tree work done in Monterey is done by Mass. 
Electric at their expense. 

In the fall of 1990 Monterey received a grant from the federal government to install 
new guard rails and drainage along Route 23 and Route 57. As a condition of this grant 
we were required to remove about 13 trees along these highways for safety reasons. 
All shade trees add beauty to our town and we should work to protect them. The most 
magnificent of all these was a 60-inch-diameter cottonwood which abutted the 
property of Mrs. Peet on the southerly side of Route 23. It was one of Monterey's largest 
roadside shade trees. 

Feel free to contact me if you have any questions or thoughts concerning our shade 
trees, and thank you for electing me to serve you as tree warden in 1990. 


(Fiscal Year 1991) 


My job as your elected tree warden is to take care of all the trees in the right-of-ways 
owned by the Town. Our widest right-of-ways in Monterey are 64 feet wide. The widths’ 
of some of our secondary roads are narrower. My work includes some fertilizing, 
pruning, removal of dead wood, tree take-downs, and management of the pruning by 
Mass. Electric. Mass. Electric, at their expense, removes limbs and dangerous trees that 
might fall on their power lines. This is a great savings for the Town; however, we all 
pay for this work as part of our monthly electric bills. | discuss with them in detail any 
work that is to be done. The state law mandates that permission from the tree warden 
must be obtained before anybody, including the power company, residents, or private 
tree company, can work on our shade trees. Please feel free to confer with me about 
any problems you may have with your roadside trees. 

We have also undertaken another project in Monterey, which involves transplanting 
trees and shrubs donated by our landowners. This plant material has grown on their 
property, and, for one reason or another, they want it removed. It would be cut down 
and discarded if we did not offer to transplant it. All trees are planted in or on the 
boundaries of our right-of-ways. The savings to the Town is the purchase price of the 
tree or shrub, which is over 50% of the total cost. We have planted six trees in the last 
18 months with excellent results so far. Lake Garfield Town beach has received, from 
donations, two sugar maples and two flowering crabs. Please contact me if you have 
any unwanted trees or shrubs you would like to donate. 

Thank you for allowing me to serve as your tree warden, and | look forward to’ 
working with you in the future.

Due to the breakthrough in medical technology it is now possible to care for the | 
chronically ill child, the disabled middle-aged adult, the frail elderly, the patient with | 
AIDS, the terminally ill and the psychiatric patient. In fact, our psychiatric nurse 
program, developed this year at the Visiting Nurse Association of the Berkshires, has. 
grown well beyond our expectations. 

This increased use of home health care is due not only to the desire of many people | 
to be cared for at home, but also to the “discovery” by insurers, be they private, state | 
or federal, of the cost effectiveness of home health care. Health care costs are’ 
skyrocketing, and there have to be some fundamental changes, how and where | 
services are offered, if costs are to be controlled. : 

However, regardless of what the statistics portray, the staff of the Visiting Nurse 
Association of the Berkshires remain dedicated to the care of the patient. That is in fact 
our mission, Our reason for existence. As in the past we are deeply appreciative of your 
support while we strive to continue caring for those in need of our services and fulfill 
our obligations as agents for the Board of Health.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


Appeals Board members are Osborne Dugan, chair; Peter Vallianos, vice chair; Peter 
Murkett, clerk; Dean Amidon; Robert Gauthier. John Ryder and Cynthia Weber are alternates. 
The following hearings were held during the Fiscal Year July 1, 1991-June 30, 122 


June 17,1991. Application of John Camp, of Glen Rock, New Jersey, for a special permit 
and/or variance for an addition to his Lake Garfield residence on Tyringham Road. 

The board convened a public hearing on July 16, 1991, with Osborne Dugan, Peter Vallianos, 
Peter Murkett, Dean Amidon and Robert Gauthier sitting. 

The clerk read letters from the selectmen, Conservation Commission and Planning Board, and 
from interested residents. The Board heard testimony of the applicant and his counsel, abuttors 
and other interested parties. A building permit application and a building permit signed by the 
building inspector were presented in evidence. 

The board found that Mr. Camp had applied for a building permit to renovate and expand his 
nonconforming residential cottage situated within lakeshore and sideline minimum setbacks on 
a nonconforming lot on Lake Garfield. This application had been signed by the selectmen, and 
a building permit signed by the building inspector had been issued. Mr. Camp had obtained an 
Order of Conditions from the Conservation Commission. Work on the cottage proceeded 
according to plans submitted until a stop-work order was issued, because renovation and 
expansion of the nonconforming structure had not been granted a special permit by the Board 
of Appeals, as required in the Zoning ByLaw. Mr. Camp then applied for relief to the Appeals 
Board. 

The board found that permits and conditions were sought, issued and followed in good faith 
by all parties. The residential use of the property has long been established, with existing water 
and sewage facilities. The expansion entails no increase in demand for water or sewage, and all 
work complies with building code and Board of Health requirements. The project was so nearly 
completed when stopped that further construction to reduce the expansion to the limit of 25% 
of original size — believed to be a zoning requirement for the renovation of nonconforming 
structures — would cause a substantial financial hardship. The expansion exceeds this limit by 
a minimal amount, and the renovated cottage is of comparable size with neighboring structures. 
No abuttor objected to the relief sought by the applicant. 

After deliberation the board voted to grant a special permit and variance under these 
conditions: the applicant must obtain, pay for and posta building permit; existing sewage system 
must comply with Title V, and be approved by the Board of Health; second-story space 
designated “storage” on plans may never be used for other purposes; no future expansion of the 
structure will be allowed. 

The decision was filed on August 1, 1991. 


July 19, 1991. Application of Storrs Olds, of Blue Hill Road in Monterey, to build an addition 
to his residence on Blue Hill Road. 

The board convened a public hearing on September 10, 1991, with Osborme Dugan, Peter 
Vallianos, Dean Amidon, and Alternates Cynthia Weber (acting Clerk) and John Ryder sitting. 

The acting clerk read letters from the Conservation Commission and Planning Board. There 
was no written response from the Board of Health or selectmen. No abuttors were present. The 
board heard testimony of the applicant. 
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The addition requires a special permit because there are two dwellings on the lot, which makes 
it nonconforming. 

The Board found that the proposed addition would continue single family residential use in 
harmony with zoning and that existing water and sewage facilities appear adequate, and voted 
unanimously to grant the special permit on the condition that the Board of Health specifically 
determine that the wastewater disposal system is sufficient for a dwelling with three bedrooms. 

The decision was filed on September 12, 1991. 


August 16, 1991. Application of Matt Williams, of Pixley Road, Monterey, for a special 
permit and/or variance to build a single family dwelling on the site of a house destroyed by fire 
in November 1990. 

The board convened a public hearing on October 1, 1991, with Osborne Dugan, Peter 
Vallianos, Peter Murkett, Robert Gauthier and alternate John Ryder sitting. 

The clerk read letters from the Planning Board and Conservation Commission, but there was 
no response from the Board of Health. The hearing was attended by the applicant, as well as 
abuttors Stacy Ingher, who requested information on the sewage system, and Paulette Johnson, 
who supported the proposed project. The Board of Health’s lack of attention to this environmen- 
tally sensitive project was criticized by Appeals Board members as apparent favoritism. The 
applicant is a member of the Board of Health. Absent their input, the Appeals Board voted 
unanimously to continue the hearing to October 8, writing to the Board of Health in the interim 
for their assessment of the wastewater situation. 

This Lakeshore District property is nonconforming because it has no frontage on a road, and 
the original dwelling was located within minimum setback from Lake Buel. The Board found 
continued residential use to be harmonious with the ByLaw, as replacement of the dwelling 
destroyed will take place within two years of the fire. The original house evidently had adequate 
sewage and water systems, and the new dwelling will have one fewer bedroom. There will be 
a minimal change in footprint, from the original frame house to the proposed modular house, 
with no encroachment in the direction of Lake Buel, and setback actually increased on one side. 

The board voted to grant a special permit and variance conditional on the written report of the 
Town’s sanitary inspector that the existing sewage disposal system functions properly. Failing 
that, the applicant may complete and use a backup system now partly in place. 

The decision was filed on October 15, 1991. 

Note: Pursuant to conditions of the special permit, sanitary inspector Peter Kolodziej reported 
in a letter dated October 22, 1991, his finding a substandard, structurally unsound septic tank. 
He strongly recommended replacement with a new tank of 1,000 gallons minimum capacity. 
Thus conditions of the special permit were amended by unanimous vote on November 6, 1991, 
to require such replacement, or completion and use of the backup system now partly in place. 
In addition, should the leach field fail at any time in the future, the owner must complete and use 
the backup system. 


May 15, 1992. Application of Dr. Gerald Teplitz, of North Woodmere, New York, for a special 
permit to renovate and expand his existing dwelling in the Lakeshore District of Lake Buel. 

The Board convened a public hearing on July 14,1992, with Osborne Dugan, Peter Vallianos, 
Peter Murkett, Dean Amidon and Robert Gauthier sitting. 

The clerk read a letter from the selectmen dated June 8, 1992, noting their denial ofa building 
permit because the addition increascd the area of the original dwelling by 36%; from the Board 
of Health, dated June 8, 1992, noting no objection to the plan; from the Board of Health, dated 
June 15, 1992, citing concerns regarding water supply and potential for contamination of wells 
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both on and off the subject property; from the Planning Board reiterating the water and sewage 
concerns of the Board of Health, noting that the proposed addition would increase the area of 
the original structure by 36%, which exceeds the limit of 25% allowed by the Monterey Zoning 
ByLaw, and recommending denial of the special permit; from the Conservation Commission, 
stating that their review of the proposal was ongoing, and asking that any permit be conditional 
on Conservation Commission approval; and from the architect, noting that foundation walls 
would need to be built around the entire perimeter of the building, not just under the addition. 

The Board heard the testimony of the applicant, his architect, and that of the chair of the 
Planning Board. There were no abuttors present. 

After deliberation the board voted 4-1 to deny the special permit, finding that the addition 
increased the area of the existing building by more than 25%, understood to be disallowed under 
IVE2(a) of the ByLaw. 

The decision was filed on July 29, 1992. 


June 11, 1992. Application of William and Catherine Mielke for a special permit to redraw 
the lot lines of a parcel of land on the northerly side of Route 23 in Monterey. 

The board convened a public hearing on July 21, 1992, with Osborne Dugan, Peter Vallianos, 
Peter Murkett, Robert Gauthier and alternate Cynthia Weber sitting. 

Present were Pat Schoonmaker; William and Catherine Mielke; attorney Stephan Grotz; Fred 
Polesak, an abuttor; and Kim Hines, member of the Planning Board. 

The clerk read letters from. the Board of Health, the Conservation Commission and the 
Planning Board; we heard the testimony of the applicants and their attorney; we reviewed a 1985 
report by the Board of Health which detailed the existing water supply and sewage systems. 
Abuttor Fred Polesak demanded that health regulations be applied uniformly to all citizens. 

The board found that present use of the property for a multifamily dwelling of two units is 
nonconforming in two respects: frontage and area. The proposed boundary change would 
increase the existing lot’s frontage cnough to eliminate that aspect of the nonconformity. The 
area of the lot remains unchanged, as does the use, and no new disallowed or nonconforming 
parcels are created by the change. Thus the net effect is reduced nonconformity, and simple 
continuation of an existing allowed nonconforming use, which the board deemed to be 
harmonious with the letter and intent of the ByLaw. 

The board voted unanimously to grant a special permit, on condition that the well water be 
tested in July of every year, and that the laboratory report be submitted to the Board of Health 
and Appeals Board. 

The decision was filed on June 16, 1992. 


July 1, 1992. Application of John O’Connor, of Monterey, for a special permit to build a 
pitched roof over his single-family dwelling on Lake Garfield. 

The board convened a public hearing on August 18, 1992, with Osborne Dugan, Peter 
Vallianos, Peter Murkett, Dean Amidon and Robert Gauthier sitting. 

Present were the applicant, attorney Stephan Grotz, and builder Tom Gillis, who all gave their 
testimony. The clerk read letters from the Board of Health, the Conservation Commission, the 
Planning Board, and abuttor Gisela Freundlich, stating no objection to the project. 

The board found the existing structure to be nonconforming because it lies within the 
minimum setback from the lakeshore, and that the new roof would not extend beyond the 
existing building, and would not exceed maximum height allowed in the Zoning ByLaw. The 
board made the determination by unanimous vote that the proposed change does not increase the 
nonconforming nature of the existing situation, and therefore does not require a special permit. 
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In a letter to the selectmen dated August 19, 1992, the board noted its decision and stipulated 
that any building permit issued in consequence of its decision must conform to the plans and 
specifications presented to the Board of Appeals and must comply with all other regulations. 

The decision was filed on August 20, 1992. 


Over the past year, after certain court decisions and upon consultation with Town Counsel, 
judgment of the Appeals Board has shifted in cases involved with nonconforming single- and 
two-family dwellings, governed by Section IVE2(a) of the Town’s Zoning ByLaw. 


Town Counsel advised that the limitation of 25% to any increase in overall height, total area, 
and total interior volume resulting from an addition to a nonconforming structure may not be 
applied to a single- or two-family dwelling. It would be considered a taking by the courts of the 
Commonwealth. 


Consequently, the board now judges special permit applications for such renovations or 
additions by making at the outset a determination as to whether the proposed change will 
increase or intensify the nonconformity. A negative determination allows the proposed change 
to proceed without special permit. If the board finds that the proposed change will increase or 
intensify the nonconformity, then the board must determine further whether the proposed 
change will be “substantially more detrimental” than the existing nonconformity, and grant or 
deny a special permit based on its finding. 


Notwithstanding this shift, every proposed addition or alteration to a nonconforming single- 
or two-family dwelling must come before the Appeals Board for a special permit, or a 
determination that the proposed change does not warrant a special permit. 


The Town’s Planning Board is working to revise the language of the ByLaw to clarify this 
issue.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Fiscal year July 1, 1991, to June 30, 1992, was a gratifying one for the members of the Finance 
Committee. A great deal of time and thought was given to the budget for presentation at the annual 
Town Meeting, with a concerted effort made to keep the tax levy increase as low as possible. 

In preparing the budget it was decided to hold salaries at their current levels in view of the 
current depressed economic condition of the country, and particularly in our Northeast region. 
We did, however, recommend that the Town purchase a new truck, with the full expenditure of 
it offset by funds available from the sale of real estate and overlay surplus. 

The Finance Committee also recommended the purchase of a new police cruiser, since it was 
felt that excessive money would be spent on repairs of the current vehicle. 

In April, the committec held an informational meeting at the firehouse in order to fully inform 
the citizens of Monterey regarding the details of the annual budget and to answer any of their — 
questions and concerns. We considcred the meeting to be very successful and hope to continue — 
it in future years. |

Monterey has been most fortunate to have in place a means of dealing with the epidemic of 
rabies, carried primarily by raccoons, that has recently threatened the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and particularly the Berkshires. At the May 1992 Annual Town Meeting, Dale 
Duryea was appointed Wildlife Control Officer. After neighboring communities in north- 
western Connecticut had confirmed cases of the disease, and it became clear that rabid raccoons 
would soon be crossing the border into Massachusetts, the board issued bulletins and asked the 
Monterey News to publish warnings about suspicious animal behavior. 

Hepatitis B vaccinations were given at Town expense to members of the Hi ghway and Police 
Departments who filled out consent forms. 

During fiscal year July 1, 1991, to June 30, 1992, eighteen disposal works construction 
permits were approved by the board. This was a decrease of five installations, compared with 
the previous year. Additionally, the board approved eleven installer’s permits. The board also 
issued four food service establishment permits. 

The board issued camp permits to the following children’s camps: New England Keswick, 
Camp Half Moon and Camp Yes-O-Yes (Youth Enrichment Services). One motel permit was 
issued. 

The board wishes to thank Matt Williams for his work on the Board of Health as chair for the 
past six years.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SUPERINTENDENT 


The Highway Department would like to thank each taxpayer in town for the new 1992 GMC 
one-ton dump truck. 

The $50,000 appropriated for paving together with the Chapter 33 money of $96,068 and 
$1,150.31 from the Highway Maintenance Account was used to purchase 5,404.49 tons of 
bituminous concrete in place from Lane Construction Co. The Town paved 1.8 miles of Route 
23, from the easterly entrance of Bidwell Road to the Otis town line, and 2.4 miles of Sandisfield 
Road, from Joe Lanoue’s to the Sandisfield town line. After the paving, we spent several days 
rebuilding the gravel shoulders. 

The department added gravel on Beartown Mountain Road, Carrington-Battaile Road, Gould 
Road, Fairview Road, Mt. Hunger Road, and New Marlborough Road. 

The department experimented with 200 tons of stone dust mixed with 1/2" stone on ML. 
Hunger Road on the hill. The material packed very well but was greasy when wet or when the 
frost came out of the road. 

The department put crushed stone in the ditches on the steep hill on Fairview Road. This 
helped hold the gravel on the road, and we were able to take out the high crown of the road. 

Culverts were replaced by the church across Tyringham Road and one on Eaton Road. A new 
catch basin and pipes were installed off Route 23 west of Earl Champigny’s. 

With help from the county engineers, a skidder and a crane from Tryon Construction, fallen 
trees and other debris were cleaned out of the Konkapot River on River Road. 

The department also spent countless hours on cleaning runoffs, ditches, catch basins, and drop 
inlets, which saves time and money on road repairs. 

I would like to thank Bill, Pete and Steven for their hard, conscientious work in the 
department. Thanks to Gould Farm for their help during spring cleanup, and thanks to the 
townspeople for their patience while we are working on the roads.

The fiscal year 1991-1992 has been a growing one for Monterey as well as the Police 
Department.

I would like to welcome two new officers to the Town Police Department: Edward Briggs, 
a veteran police officer and firefighter; Paul Bynack, a student of criminal justice at BCC and 
a lifetime resident of Monterey. This brings our department strength to six trained officers. Their 
presence gives us more flexibility and soon more coverage for the town during the week. This 
is important, as we are a part-time department.

REPORT OF THE ROADS AND MACHINERY COMMITTEE 
In 


The Roads and Machinery Committee meets quarterly to discuss highway maintenance 
needs, including highway surface needs, bridge maintenance requirements, and short- and long- 
term highway equipment purchase and replacement. 

We are fortunate to have in our employ a dedicated and knowledgeable Highway Superinten- 
dent and a team of very dedicated employees in Peter LePrevost, William Bynack and Steven 
Funk. They continue to function well as a department, and Monterey is well served by their 
efforts. 

As with mostefficient operations, the Highway Superintendent is forced to establish priorities 
as to highway needs. There is more work that needs to be done than there are man hours to supply 
the need. Asaconsequence, or soit seems, there are always maintenance jobs that should be done 
but will not be, for the two best of reasons, budget and time. While plowing and sanding of winter 
roads continue to be done at a very satisfactory level of expectation, hi ghway and bridge 
maintenance are not. We have a need to do much more on our secondary roads to bring them to 
a minimum standard of repair; but by the time we repair/repave the roads our budget allows, we 
still have other roads that need serious work. Some of the things that we would like to do include 
guard rail replacement, some bridge maintenance and much more repaving than time or budget 
allows. At the time of writing this report, we are establishing our priorities as well as our budget 
requests. 

The big December snowfall used a massive amount of our budget. This was a major storm, 
but most of us who have lived here for many years know that the snowfall the last several ycars 
has been well below normal and that sooner or later we will once again see snow. Our current 
budget will have to be increased this fiscal year, either by the emergency route ora Special Town 
Meeting. Addressing that issue will cost us all. The preceding paragraph outlines a further 
pressure on the Town budget process, and the Town will have to decide what course it is able 
to follow. I doubt that any option will cost us less. 

On the plus side, the Commonwealth has determined that it will repave Pixley Road (Route 
57). Now if we could prevail upon them to do the same for Main Road. . . .

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPRESENTATIVE 


The 1991-92 school year saw continued progress on many of the district’s goals. Completion 
of Phase I of the construction project meant the opening of the new Mt. Everett School on 
schedule in February 1992. Staff, students and community volunteers helped ensure a smooth 
transition. A dedication ceremony was held on April 5, 1992. 

Phase II of the building project began in March 1992 with renovations to the existing Mt. 
Everett for the K-6 wing. Final completion is anticipated in January 1993. During the year, the 
district successfully completed all of the permanent bonding for the $25 million building/ 
renovation project. Favorable interest rates were received, which will result in considerable 
Savings to the member towns for the next twenty years. 

The Odyssey program, a revised scheduling of the 7-12 academic programs, was successfully 
implemented in September. Dr. Gretchen Rossman, an educational evaluator from the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts, along with the Carnegie Team, is continuing to document and monitor 
student achievement for any necessary modifications. 

This year the state of Massachusetts passed the school choice law, designed to allow students 
to enroll in other district schools. Surrounding districts in our area adopted the optional choice 
law, despite the perceived flaws. Many felt it was discriminatory — available only to those 
capable of providing their own transportation, and it penalized the sender school disproportion- 
ately in per-pupil state aid. In the fall, our district chose not to adopt the law, but by March 
modifications to the funding were being acted upon in the legislature. Also,a si gnificant number 
of students were opting for choice in our district; thus, we reversed our position. It is still 
controversial, and our hope is that more study will be done to evaluate the possible effects of this 
law. 

Currently, the state legislature is debating many proposed bills regarding educational reform. 
We ask that our member town citizens continue to work with our legislators, our educators and 
our students as we Strive to give every child the opportunity to lead a productive life. 

Personally, I would like to thank the many individuals in our town that continue to be involved 
in and supportive of our schools. Particular thanks go to John Dinan and Margaret Ohman for 
their time and energy invested on the school building committee.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Matt Williams left the Board of Selectmen in May 1992, after declining to run for another 
term. Matt served the board for a total of nine years, and we wish to thank him for his many years 
of dedicated service. 

Peter Brown was welcomed by the board as the new selectman. Peter brings with him much 
needed experience in computer functions. The newly constituted board consists of William 
Bohn (chair), Georgiana O’Connell, and Peter Brown. 

Thirty-seven building permits were issued, which included new structures, demolition and 
renovations. Six driveway permits were issued. Other permits issued included two earth removal 
permits, eight business permits, eleven general permits, and one retail package goods store 
license. 

This was the year in which licensing of alarm systems went into effect, and fifteen permits 
were issued at a fee of $25 each. Alarm system permits are effective on a fiscal-year basis, from 
July 1 to June 30. 

The Council on Aging and the Board of Health are sponsoring a free blood pressure clinic in 
the Town Hall basement on the third Thursday of each month. 

The Police Department now has an office on the second floor of the Monterey School. 

Cynthia Weber was hired to perform the house numbering project in preparation for Enhanced 
9-1-1 installation. 

Two new committees were formed. The Veterans’ Memorial Committee is co-chaired by 
Dean Amidon and Arthur Hastedt; other members are Edith Wilson, Raymond Tryon, Henry 
Wolfer, Jean Zad, Bill Zad, Georgiana O’Connell, Linda Thorpe, and June Tryon. The Town 
Hall Committee is chaired by Martin Cherneff; other members are Nicholas Wool, Fred Vorck, 
Wayne Burkhartand Georgiana O’Connell. The committee’s secretary is Kim Hines. The Town 
Hall Committee was issued a charter that specified its duties. 

After a long and thorough study, the Computer Committee accepted the bid of Moody Data 
Systems of Skowhegan, Maine, to install an integrated data processing computer system for the 
Town at the bid price of $43,812.12. The committee recommended the appointment of a data 
processing coordinator and a computer liaison to facilitate ongoing communication with the 
computer firm. 

Thomas Gillis and Carl Champigny were appointed co-directors for civil defense. 

The Town joined Small Towns Against Repression (STAR), a group of Berkshire County 
towns that petitioned the Commonwealth to seek reimbursement for state-owned lands for 
which the towns receive no funds but which are off their tax rolls. 

There is much daily and weekly activity that does not appear in the Annual Town Report, and 
much of it is done by citizens who volunteer their time to the Town. Please check the list of 
elected and appointed officers, boards and committees, all of whom help in making this Town 
work on such a frugal budget. We thank all these individuals for their contributions of time and 
energy.

REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 
a a 


The Town finished the fiscal year with $5,000 left in our $62,000 budget for all solid waste 
and recycling expenses. This surplus reflected everyone’s efforts to cut down on throw-away 
materials. 

We made one step backward and a small step forward in recycling during this year. Some 
grades of paper were no longer acceptable at the recycling facility in Springfield. This caused 
some confusion about what was acceptable and caused some reminder letters from the selectmen 
to people who didn’t catch the fine print of the new rules. The new material for recycling was 
the aseptic cardboard juice containers and the regular milk and juice cardboard containers. These 
boxes are now added to the bottle-and-can side of the recycling bin. 

The plastic bottle recycling program has gone smoothly, thanks to citizens’ efforts and to the 
pioneering efforts of The Master Garbologist in finding markets for the product. The Master 
Garbologist also continued to accept all of our recycled metal at no cost, although they suggest 
a charge may be necessary in the future. 

The Southern Berkshire Solid Waste Management District completed the first phase of a 
feasibility study during the year. This group, of which the Town isa member, found that a solid 
waste composting facility could be built and operated profitably by the district, provided that 
certain design features could be approved by the state Department of Environmental Protection. 
The next part of the district plan will be to study technologies and site possibilities in the district. 
The district also provided partial funding for the annual bulky waste collection held in July. 

The Transfer Station fee remained at $40 for an annual residential permit for the fourth year. 
These fees paid for approximately one-third of total waste and recycling costs.

Death claimed some treasured Montereyans in 1991-1992, but we rejoice in the talents of those 
who have moved here to retire and in the potential of our large population of young people. 

Rabies has become a concern in the town. We would like to ask second-home owners and 
seasonal renters to provide information on their pets’ vaccination and register and tag their pets 
with this office. There is no law requiring that second-home owners register their pets, and there 
is a County tag fee, but we believe everyone will agree that the circumstances warrant mutual 
knowledge and help. 


REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, NOVEMBER 16, 1991 


I, Barbara B. Swann, Clerk of the Town of Monterey, certify that at a Special Town Meeting 
of the Town of Monterey, held November 16, 1991, in the Monterey Firehouse, thirty-seven of 
the 582 registered voters qualified to vote in Town affairs and a constituted quorum of the voters 
of this Town met at 10:00 a.m. in the Monterey Fire Company Ltd. building and voted in the 
following manner on the Special Town Meeting Warrant articles, having been warned of the 
meeting in accordance with the Town Bylaws and state regulation. 


ARTICLE 1. |The Town voted to accept the provisions of Chapter 291 of the Acts of 1990, 
thereby allowing the Town to receive Enhanced 9-1-1 service as defined in said Act and, as 
acceptance will occur on or before December 11, 1991, the Town will also receive, at no cost 
to it, the benefits of Enhanced 9-1-1 network features and components and any other Enhanced 
9-1-1 network features that may be made available by the Statewide Emergency Telecommu- 
nications Board. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 2. The Town voted to adopt the following bylaw regulating the installation and 
use of automatic alarm systems: 


ARTICLE XII 


DEFINITIONS 
As used in this bylaw, the following terms shall have the meanings indicated: 


ALARM SYSTEMS: Any alarm device which automatically dials or uses a private service to 
dial the emergency telephone number of the Police, Fire Department or other emergency service 
to alert that an emergency exists or that the services of that department are needed or which 
transmits an alarm to the Town’s alarm monitoring system.““Alarm system” shall also mean any 
alarm device which automatically emits an audible, visual or other response upon the occurrence 
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of any hazard or emergency and is intended to alert persons outside the building and/or any 
person who in turn notifies the Police and/or Fire Department to the existence of said hazard or 
emergency. 


DIAL ALARM or DIALING DEVICE: Any fire, police or emergency alarm device which is 
a telephone device or telephone attachment which automatically or electronically selects a 
telephone line connected to Police, Fire Department or dispatch center and reproduces a 
prerecorded message to report a criminal act or other emergency requiring Police, Fire or 
emergency service response. 


FALSE EMERGENCY ALARM: Any signal actuated by an emergency alarm to which the 
Police, Fire Department or emergency service responds which is not the result of an emergency. 


EMERGENCY NUMBERS: Any telephone number designated by the Police Chief or Fire 
Chief as a telephone number through which members of the public may report an emergency or 
request public assistance. 


DIALING DEVICES: All dialing devices operated by automatic means shall transmit messa ges 
only to such numbers as may be designated for that purpose by the Police or Fire Department 
of the Town. After 90 days following the effective date of this bylaw, no person shall use, operate 
or install any device which will, upon activation by automatic means, initiate dialing, calling or 
other connection with the Police, Fire Department or emergency service of the Town either at 
its regularly constituted telephone number or any other number which may be designated by said 
Police or Fire Department as its emergency number without a permit issued by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


LIMITATIONS ON DIALING DEVICES: No person shall use, operate or install any dialing 
that will, upon activation, automatically dial, call or connect with the telephone number 
designated by the Police Chief or Fire Chief for the purpose of receiving such alarm messages, 
more than twice for any one (1) incident. Any system installed on or after the effective date of 
this bylaw must comply with this bylaw. Pre-existing installations must comply within 90 days 
of the effective date of this bylaw. 


MANDATORY ALARM DELAY: Upon the activation of a burglar (break-in) alarm, there 
shall be a mandatory delay of at least fifteen (15) seconds before the transmission of a si gnal to 
the Police Department to enable the user to abort the signal in the event that it was triggered 
inadvertently. This delay shall not be applicable to a robber (holdup), fire or medical emergency 
alarm. Any system installed on or after the effective date of this bylaw must comply with this 
section. Pre-existing installations mustcomply within 90 days of the effective date of this bylaw. 


TIMING DEVICE: The user of every alarm system emitting an audible, visual or other response 
shall, at the time such system is installed or within 90 days of the effective date of this bylaw in 
the case of existing systems, install or cause to be installed an automatic timing device which 
shall deactivate such alarm so that it will be activated for no more than fifteen (15) minutes. 


FILING REQUIREMENTS 
The user of every alarm system maintained in the Town, except those installed in motor 
vehicles, shall, within ten (10) days of the installation thereof or within sixty (60) days of the 
enactment of this bylaw, file the following information with the office of the Selectmen: 
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. Type of alarm system. 

. Street address and the nearest cross street of the building which houses the alarm. 

3. Inthe case of commercial premises, the name, address and telephone number of an authorized 
representative and/or an alternate who will be able to respond when called by Police to 
deactivate the alarm system, if necessary. In the case of a private residence, the name, address 
and telephone number of a person who is not a resident of the private residence in question 
and who will be able to deactivate the alarm system. 


NO — 


Such filing requirements are applicable to all alarm systems whether the same are or are not 
directly connected to the Police, Fire Department and dispatch center or are merely audible 
alarms. Such filing must be made within the time period specified above, even though there shall 
have been previous notification of the existence of such alarm systems to the Police or Fire 
Department of the Town. 


PERMIT; FEE; REVOCATION 

The Board of Selectmen is hereby authorized to grant a revocable permit to any owner, lessec 
or occupant of property located in the Town to operate, maintain, install or modify a police, fire 
or emergency alarm device, and no such device shall be operated unless such permit shall have 
first been issued. 

The Board of Selectmen shall set and charge a fee for the issuance of such permit. 

A permit issued pursuant to this bylaw may be revoked at any time or from time to time by 
the Board of Selectmen upon the giving of ten (10) days’ notice in writing, by registered or 
certified mail, to the permittee, sent to the address shown on the permit. The violation of this | 
bylaw shall constitute grounds for the revocation of the permit. 


FALSE ALARMS: A fee will be charged as set by the Board of Selectmen for response to the 
building/residence in which an alarm malfunctions or alarm activation is caused by the occupant 
or persons having control of the building/residence. When the Police Department responds to 
a burglar alarm, the initial response shall be free of charge; the second response shall be $50; the 
third response shall be $100. When the Fire Department responds to an alarm malfunction or 
accidental activation, the first response shall be free of charge; the second response shall be 
$100; the third response shall be $200. The Police Chief or Fire Chief or senior officer to an alarm 
response will determine whether the alarm was a malfunction by the alarm system or an 
accidental activation. The Police or Fire Department shall use any means necessary to check the 
premises to determine the cause of the alarm. After the third response within a twelve-month 
period, the permit shall be revoked by the Board of Selectmen until the alarm system has been 
recertified by a reputable installer of alarms. 


DISCONNECTION: In the event that an alarm system emitting an external audible, visual or 
other similar response shall fail to be deactivated within the time limitation specified above 
under “TIMING DEVICE,” the Town shall have the right to take such action as may be 
necessary in order to disconnect any such alarm. 


PENALTIES FOR OFFENSES: Any person operating an alarm system without a permit from 
the Board of Selectmen violates the provisions of this bylaw and shall be subject to a fine of $100 
for each offense. 


Mayority Vote: Ayes in favor by a verbal vote. 
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ARTICLE 3. The Town voted to transfer from Assessors’ Computer and Software the sum 
of $500 to Assessors’ Expenses. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 4. The Town voted to transfer from available funds the sum of $900 to the 
Planning Board Account to provide secretarial services for the Plannin g Board, atan hourly rate 
not to exceed $8.50 per hour.

The Town further voted to instruct the Selectmen to review the feasibility of using State Police 
and State equipment instead of ours and report back to the Town at the time of the next Annual 
Town Meeting, by a majority voice vote.

Article 19 To see if the Town will instruct its representatives to the General Court 
to support an amendment of the FY94 state budget to guarantee that cities and 
towns receive the full $47 million growth in lottery revenue, or take any other 
action relative thereto. 


Article 20 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws, Section IV- 
E, Non-Conforming Uses, by removing the entirety of said Section and replacing 
said Section with the following: 


Section IV-E. Nonconforming Structures Uses and Lots 
1. Exemptions 
Except as herein provided, this Bylaw shall not apply to: 


a. Structures and uses lawfully in existence prior to the effective date of 
this Bylaw. 


b. A structure lawfully begun under a building permit or special permit 
issued before the first publication of notice of the required public 
hearing by the Planning Board on the applicable zoning bylaw or 
amendment. 


c. The alteration, reconstruction, extension or structural change to an 
existing nonconforming one-family or two-family dwelling provided 
such change does not increase the nonconforming nature of such 
structure as determined by the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


d. The expansion or reconstruction of existing structures for the primary 
purpose of agriculture, horticulture, viticulture or floriculture. 


e. Nonconforming lots of record and lots shown on a plan endorsed by 
the Planning Board under the Subdivision Control Law are exempt from 
the provisions of this bylaw to the extent and as provided in Section 6, 
Chapter 40A, of the General Laws. 


2. Requirements For Extensions Alteration Or Reconstruction Of A 
Structure Or A Change In Use 


a. The Board of Selectmen may authorize a building permit as a matter 
of right for any extension, alteration, or reconstruction of an existing 
nonconforming one-family dwelling or of an existing one-family 
dwelling on a nonconforming lot provided: 


1. Such change, as well as the existing structure, shall meet all 
setback requirements in effect at the time of application; 


2. Such change would not increase the height of the existing structure 
with reference to the existing structure’s highest point; 


3. Such permit application does not involve a lot containing a multi- 
family dwelling nor more than one dwelling. 


b. In cases where a building permit is not authorized as matter of right, 
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the Zoning Board of Appeals may authorize by Special Permit any 
extension, alteration or reconstruction of an existing nonconforming 
single or two-family dwelling or of a structure on a nonconforming lot 
provided the Zoning Board of Appeals finds that such change would not 
increase the nonconforming nature of the structure, lot and/or use. c. In 
all other cases, the Zoning Board of Appeals may authorize by Special 
Permit any extension, alteration, construction or reconstruction of an 
existing nonconforming structure, a structure on a nonconforming lot, or 
a structure used in a nonconforming manner to provide for its use for a 
substantially different purpose or for the same purpose in a substantially 
different manner or to a substantially greater extent, provided that any 
such change: 


1. Shall not be substantially more detrimental to the neighborhood 
than the existing nonconforming structure or use; 


2. Would not significantly increase the incidence of air, steam or 
water pollution, odor, glare, electrical interference, noises, traffic or 
night operation according to the findings of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals after consideration of any recommendations from the 
Planning Board, the Conservation Commission and the Board of 
Health; 


3. Would result in a structure no more than 25% greater in total 
habitable square footage than the structure as it was at the time it first 
became nonconforming. Total habitable square footage shall not 
include an unenclosed deck, unfinished basement or unfinished attic; 


4. Shall be subject to reasonable conditions, safeguards, or limitations 
as imposed by the Zoning Board of Appeals so as to lessen any 
possible adverse impact on adjacent properties and the general 
neighborhood; and 


5. Shall comply with all other applicable provisions of this Bylaw. 


d. If any nonconforming use of any building, structure and/or land is 
changed to a conforming use, it shall not thereafter be put into any 
nonconforming use. 


3. Reconstruction Of Structure Damaged By Fire Or Other Catastrophe 


Any pre-existing nonconforming structure or use may be built or re- 
established within two (2) years if damaged or destroyed by fire or other 
catastrophe provided the rebuilt or re-established structure shall not be in 
greater nonconformity with the provisions of this Bylaw, and provided a 
building permit is obtained. If more than two (2) years pass from the time of 
damage, a Special Permit must be obtained before said structure or use may be 
rebuilt or re-established. Such rebuilt or re-established structure may be 
enlarged or changed in use only in accordance with the provisions of Section 
IV-E (2) herein. 
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4. Abandonment 


Any nonconforming use which has been abandoned or not used for two (2) 
years or more shall not be re-established, and any future use of such premises 
shall conform to the provisions of the Bylaw. 


5. Maintenance Repair And Reconstruction Of Unsafe Structures 


Nothing in this Bylaw shall be deemed to restrict the normal maintenance and 
repair on nonconforming structures or prevent reconstruction to a safe 
condition of any structure or part thereof declared to be unsafe by any official 
charged with protecting the public safety. 


Or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article 21 To see if the Town will vote to accept Section 12, Chapter 188 of the 
Acts of 1985 (Equal Education Opportunity Grant) effective for FY 1993 for the 
Southern Berkshire Regional School District, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


Article 22 To see if the Town will vote to amend its agreement with the Southern 
Berkshire Regional School District to provide for an operating-cost assessment 
formula based on a five-year rolling average percentage rather than on a one-year 
pro-rated percentage, effective with the Fiscal Year 1995 operating budget, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


Article 23 To see if the Town will vote to adopt Massachusetts General Law 
Chapter 53, Section 121, which establishes a Town caucus for the nomination of 
candidates for Town Officers, or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article 24 To see if the Town will vote to accept Clause 17D, Section 5, Chapter 
59, of the General Laws, or take any other action relative thereto 


Article 25 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town Bylaws, Article VIII, 
Regulation of Motor Boats, by adding thereto the following bylaws in accordance 
with the provisions of M.G.L. Chapter 131, Section 45: 


To replace Section 2 of the Town Bylaws with the following: 


No vessel shall be operated in a noisy or obnoxious manner, or at an 
unreasonable rate of speed. All motorized vessels must comply with the 
requirements specified under M.G.L. Chapter 90B and 323 CMR 2.00. 


And to add Section 4 as follows: 


A. No person shall operate a motorboat or personal water craft as defined 
under M.G.L. Chapter 90B, at speeds greater than 10 m.p.h. while passing 
through the channel between the large and small sections of Lake Garfield 
and to enforce this regulation via the placement of buoy markers at each 
end of the channel which shall designate the speed limit within. 


B. No person shall operate a motorboat while towing a person on waterskis, 
or while barefoot skiing, or in any manner on that portion of Lake Garfield 
west of the channel. 


C. Any person who violates these bylaws shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $20.00 and no more than $50.00. 
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D. Enforcement of these bylaws shall be conducted by local and state law 
enforcement officers, Harbormasters, or other town officials so designated 
and authorized by the Board of Selectmen 


Article 26 To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Treasurer and/or Tax 
Collector to enter into a compensating balance agreement or agreements for Fiscal 
Year 1994, pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 53F, or 
take any other action relative thereto 


Article 27 To see if the Town will vote to allow the Treasurer to use available 
funds in the Treasury or, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in 
anticipation of reimbursement by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on account 
of Highway Capital Funds, in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 44, Section 6A, and to issue notes therefor for a period not to exceed two 
years from this date, and the proceeds from such reimbursement shall be applied to 
discharge the loan, or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article 28 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of 
the revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 1993, in accordance with the 
provisions of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a 
note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as 
may be gi~en for a period of less than one year, in accordance with General Laws 
Chapter 44, Section 17, or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article 29 To see if the Town will vote to authorize any Town Board to appoint 
any member thereof to another office or position for the term provided by law (if 
any), otherwise for the term not to exceed one year, and to fix the salary and 
compensation in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 41, Section 
4A, or take any other action relative thereto 


Article 30 To see if the Town will vote to appoint any committee or officers and 
give them or any officer of the Town instructions, authority or indemnity thought 
best, or take any other action relative thereto 
Article 31 To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting. 

Hereof fail not and make return of this Warrant with your doings thereon 
to the Clerk of said Town at or before the time of said meeting.

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REPORTS of TOWN BOARDS and COMMITTEES 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


Appeals Board members are Osborne Dugan, Chair; Peter Vallianos, Vice 
Chair; Peter Murkett, Clerk; Dean Amidon; Robert Gauthier. John Ryder and 
Cynthia Weber are Alternates. 

The following hearings were held during the Fiscal Year, July 1,1992-June 30, 
1993. 

July 31, 1992. Application of Dr. Gerald Teplitz, of North Woodmere, New 
York, for a Special Permit to alter and add to an existing building in the Lake 
Shore District of Lake Buel. 

The Board convened a Public Hearing on August 28, 1992, with Osborne 
Dugan, Peter Vallianos (acting Clerk), Dean Amidon, Robert Gauthier, and 
Alternate Cynthia Weber sitting. 

Present at the Hearing were the applicant and his architect, who presented and 
explained house construction and septic system plans; and Wayne Burkhart, 
Planning Board Chair. There were no abuttors or other interested parties present. 

The Clerk read letters from the Board of Health (opposed, due to a “strained 
natural resource” in the immediate area, namely water supply and conditions 
affecting wastewater disposal); from the Planning Board (opposed, due to 
expansion exceeding 25% of the original structure, and due to lack of “specific and 
material changes in the conditions on which the previous unfavorable action was 
based”; and from the Conservation Commission (in favor of the proposed change, 
carried out according to their Order of Conditions). 


Following the Hearing, the Board made these findings of fact: 


1) Residential use of the pre-existing, non-conforming structure will not 
change. Expansion will be less than 25% in area. 


2) The site is appropriate for the use, given that such use already exists on the 
site. 


3) The new septic system brings on-lot sewage disposal into compliance with 
Title V, and was designed to handle more than the load from the existing 
five bedrooms. The existing water supply is deemed adequate. 


4) Pre-existing residential use will be continued in this residential area. There 
were no complaints from abuttors or neighbors. 


5)No change in vehicular or pedestrian use of the way, and no existing hazard 
or nuisance. 


6) Construction plans appear to comply with building code, and will be 
reviewed by Building Inspector as work proceeds. 


7) By unanimous vote, the Board of Appeals agreed that there had been a 
substantial change in conditions or reasoning since the Board’s unfavorable 
action on a previous application within two years. In that case, expansion of 
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the structure was said by the Applicant to be in excess of 25%. In the 
present case, the area of the deck has been included in calculation of the 
expansion, resulting in an increase that is less than 25%. The Board 
acknowledged that inclusion of decks is commonly permitted in calculation 
of “living space.” 


After deliberation the Board voted unanimously to grant the Special Permit 
subject to the following conditions: 


1) No construction or demolition debris, nor any excavated materials or residue 
shall be stored on site. Dumpsters shall be used for disposal of all unwanted 
materials. 


2) Water from the Applicant’s well shall be tested for potability twice a year 
during June and August in each year, beginning in 1993, and the results 
shall be filed with the Board of Health. 


The Decision was filed on September 10, 1992. 


October 20, 1992. Application of John Kinne Pedersen of South Hadley, 
Massachusetts, for a Special Permit to build an addition to an existing single 
family dwelling on a nonconforming lot in the Agricultural-Residential District. 

The Board convened a Public Hearing on December 8, 1992, with Osborne 
Dugan, Peter Vallianos, Peter Murkett, Dean Amidon, and Robert Gauthier sitting. 

Present at the hearing were the Applicant, Joyce Scheffey and Maggie Leonard 
of the Planning Board; there were no abuttors or neighbors present. The Clerk read 
letters from the Board of Health (in favor of the proposed addition, provided that 
the number of campsites allowed on the lot be limited, as a means of limiting the 
flow of wastewater into the septic system); from the Planning Board (finding that 
the nonconformity of the lot consists in frontage shorter than the minimum 200’ 
required in the Agricultural-Residential District, and that the structure as well as 
the proposed addition conform to zoning bylaws, and should therefore be allowed 
by Special Permit); and from the Conservation Commission, (stating that the 
proposal has no implications for the Wetlands Protection Act). The Board heard 
the testimony of the Applicant and representatives of the Planning Board. 


Following the Hearing, the Board made these findings of fact: 


1) Single family residential use here meets all setback minimums, and the 
proposed construction creates no new nonconformities. 


2) The site is an existing grandfathered building lot with established, allowed 
residential use. 


3) Applicant’s use of adequate existing water and sewage facilities will be 
documented, as per conditions of Special Permit. 


4) The proposed change will merely continue the established use, with no 
adverse effect on the neighborhood. 
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5) No nuisance or hazard exists, nor will any be created by the proposed 
change. 


6) Construction will be carried out according to a Building Permit issued by 
the Selectmen and monitored by the Building Inspector. 


After deliberation, the Board voted unanimously to grant the Special Permit, with 
the following conditions: 


1) Deeded rights must be granted to the owner of Lot 109 (Applicant) to use 
road, well water, and septic facility on adjacent property; the septic 
easement must stipulate that no more than 700 gallons flow design use come 
from properties other than Lot 109. 


2) No campsites shall be allowed on Lot 109. 


The Decision was filed on December 8, 1992. 


October 20, 1993. Application of Fred Chapman of Harmon Road in Monterey 
for a Special Permit to install a facility to generate power from wind, to wit, a wind 
turbine, on his Harmon Road property. 

A Public Hearing was convened on December 1, 1992 with Osborne Dugan, 
Peter Vallianos, Peter Murkett, Dean Amidon, and Robert Gauthier sitting. 

Present at the Hearing were the Applicant, his attorney, Lew Scheffey, and Art 
Hastedt. There were no abuttors attending. The Clerk read letters from the Board of 
Health (without objection to the proposal, based on Section IV. B. 2 (h) of the 
Monterey Zoning ByLaws); and the Conservation Commission (stating that the 
project has no implications for the Wetlands Protection Act). The Board heard the 
testimony of the Applicant, and of interested parties in favor of granting the Permit. 


Following the Hearing, the Board made these findings of fact: 


1) The proposed wind generator meets the requirements of Section IV. B. 2 (h) 
of the Zoning ByLaw. 


2) It is within the general purpose and intent of the ByLaw. 


3) The location is appropriate for the purpose, with no adverse effects on the 
neighborhood, and no nuisance or hazard 


The Board voted unanimously to grant the Special Permit on condition that the 
wind generator be sited within setbacks of Lot “B” on the plan submitted. 


The Decision was filed on December 7, 1992

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission held public hearings and issued Orders of 
Conditions for nine projects within the jurisdiction of the Wetland Protection Act. 
In addition, the commission reviewed twelve Requests for Determination of 
Applicability and formally advised numerous residents. 

The primary concern of the commission has been dealing with situations where 
work has proceeded prior to issuance of a permit and Order of Conditions and also 
work being completed which was not included in the original application. The 
public is reminded that any project within one hundred feet on any lake, stream or 
vegetated wetland must be reported to the Conservation Commission before the 
project can begin. Final approved Order of Conditions or Determination of 
Applicability must be in hand and all appeal periods must have expired before 
work can commence. 

The commission gratefully acknowledges the twenty year service of Jed Lipsky 
who resigned this year. Richard Nault was appointed as his replacement. 

To facilitate public interface with the commission, a member has been assigned 
as the contact person for each project. The commission is always happy to give 
advice and guidance or answer any questions at its regularly scheduled meetings.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee for fiscal year 1992-93 was comprised of Nicholas 
Wool, Chair, Greta Cherneff, Clerk and J ohn Ryder. Overall, it was felt that the 
committee contributed in a very positive way to the financial matters of the Town. 
The major responsibility of the Finance Committee is the preparation of the Town 
budget for presentation at the annual meeting. This year we developed a new 
format for budget requests from the various committees and boards. It proved to be 
very successful, we received good cooperation from everyone and worked closely 
with the Board of Selectmen in completing the budget. 

No large capital expenditures were budgeted this year but extra demands were 
placed on the Town finances as a result of the unusually harsh winter. The 
December snow storm alone resulted in expenses totalling close to $35,000. In 
March we endured another storm which amounted to an additional $15,800. 

Greta Cherneff was reelected at the annual meeting to serve another three years on 
the Finance Committee and Nicholas Wool was unanimously approved to serve 
again as Chairman.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Rabies continues to be of concern, as Monterey had three cases of positively 
identified rabid raccoons. Dale Duryea, our Wildlife Control Officer, has found 
other suspicious raccoons, but only those that have had contact with humans or 
domestic pets are sent to the State Laboratory for identification. 

During this fiscal year, 14 Disposal Works Construction Permits were issued 
by the Board. This is a decrease of four permits, compared with the previous year. 
Additionally, the Board approved 10 Installer’s Permits. Four Well Construction 
Permits were issued. The fee schedule for Disposal Works Construction Permits 
was raised to $25. 

The Board made on-site inspections of properties where septic systems or well 
locations were in question. The well-drilling application requirements were 
expanded to include a letter of response from the well driller and the owner or 
engineer. 

The Board responded to four complaints regarding health violations on rental 
properties and one homeowner complaint regarding possible violations on adjacent 
property. 

The Board issued Camp Permits to New England Keswick, Hephzibah Heights, 
Camp Yes-O-Yes (Youth Enrichment Services), and Camp Half Moon. The camp 
and food-establishment inspections are performed by Peter Kolodziej, the Town’s 
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Sanitary Inspector, whose cooperation and expertise the Board wishes to 
acknowledge. Peter Kolodziej also witnesses percolation tests and reviews 
engineering plans for wells and septic systems. The complexity of Title 5 
requirements make his input necessary to the efficient functioning of this Board. 
Six inspections were made of food establishments and permits issued. One 
milk pasteurization permit was issued. 
The Board wishes to thank Cora Cooney of the Visiting Nurse Association of the 
Berkshires for her support of the blood-pressure clinics held every third Tuesday in 
the Town Hall basement. Also, thanks to Jerry McMahon, chair of the Council on 
Aging, for his input during these clinics. Thanks, also, to Bill Bohn, who served on 
the Board of Health for three years.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SUPERINTENDENT 


Basically the Highway Department has about the same routine from year to 
year. In the spring we do the spring clean up in town with the help of Gould Farm, 
which is very much appreciated. We take the ruts out of the dirt roads, patch the 
potholes on the hard top roads, and pick up the fallen limbs from the winter storms. 
Summer and early fall are a time of re-building and paving. This year we cut 
shoulders on Art School, Cronk, Chestnut Hill, Gould, Fairview, Griswald, 
Wellman, and New Marlborough Roads. The department replaced culverts on 
Bidwell, Beartown Mt., Corashire Rd. We hauled gravel to Bidwell, Carrington 
Battaille, Fairview, Mt. Hunger, Beartown Mt Rd., Griswald and Art School Rds. 
The shoulders on Sandisfield Rd. were built up after paving. In September ‘92 we 
dug up and rebuilt a 550' section of Beartown Mt Rd. by Erving Halsted’s, both 
sides of the road, a catch basin was rebuilt plus a new culvert, to replace the rusted 
out one. In late fall the department puts up the sand pile and changes the dump 
bodies on the trucks to sander bodies in preparation for winter. Plow frames are 
checked and tightened. Plows are checked and new cutting edges are installed 
where needed. 

Last winter brought some real storms. In December 17 to 24 inches on the third 
and 26 to 38 inches on the eleventh. Probably the toughest storm of heavy wet 
snow. Jan 13 and 14 9.5 inches of snow sleet and rain. March 5 and 6 12 to 13 
inches of snow and The Blizzard of ‘93 24 to 30 inches of blowing snow, with 
drifts 10' to 15' high. A well deserved “Thanks” to my men, the replacement 
drivers, Tryon Construction, the Fire Chief and the firemen who helped us through 
the storm.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES

The Monterey Library began the fiscal year of 1992-1993 with its summer 
reading program for children. The theme “Reach For It, Read” focused on sports. 
Twenty-four children participated in the program which included performances by 
storyteller Nicky Hearon and Valerie Costas as Goo-See the Clown. Children were 
naturally encouraged to read during the summer and completed reading logs which 
could be exchanged for prize-s. The summer reading program was coordinated by 
Laurie Shaw. 

The annual book/bake sale netted $140 which was used to augment the 
programs that the Monterey Library offers to the community. One such program 
was a very successful book discussion series coordinated by Eileen Clawson. The 
theme was “Alienation and the Community” and it attracted twenty three 
participants. 

In October a meeting was held with members of the Library Trustees, Board of 
Selectmen and Finance Committee. The participants discussed the current space 
limitations in the library and made suggestions for future space needs. 

The large fir tree in front of the library provided the citizens of Monterey with 
a lovely display of Christmas cheer. Through the heroic efforts of Mark Makuc, it 
sparkled with lights for the last time. The tree, which had been planted in 1970 in 
memory of Stephen Andrew Makuc, was showing signs of age and regretfully had 
to be cut down. It was replaced in May with a new concolor fir in the same spot. 

The annual winter series of classic films, organized by Eileen Clawson, was 
extremely successful. Originally intended as a four part program, it was so well 
attended that two extra films were added for the enjoyment of equally large 
crowds. The films are always free of charge and are loaned to us by the Western 
Massachusetts Regional Library System. 

There were several large maintenance issues in the library this year. The stone 
walkway leading to the door was renovated in order to make it safer for library 
patrons. The furnace was in need of major repairs and the photocopier had to be 
overhauled. 

The Monterey library was notified that it was to be the recipient of a $2000 
federal grant for book collection development. These funds, which will be received 
in the next fiscal year, will be used to purchase popular juvenile non-fiction books. 
In May, the Monterey Library was one of the many libraries across the state that 
participated in Library Day at Fenway Park. Approximately twenty Monterey 
citizens were able to purchase reduced rate tickets to see the Red Sox in action. 
The annual Town Meeting in May resulted in the re-election of trustees Laurie 
Shaw and Linda Thorpe. | 

As of June 1993, the Monterey Library had a circulation of 9,204 an increase 
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from the previous year’s figure of 8746. Eighty four new patrons used the library 
during the year. 

The library trustees would like to thank the many people who made donations 
of funds, books, baked goods or time during this year. We would also like to thank 
all the patrons of the Monterey Library who by their continued use of the facility 
enable it to be a vital part of the community.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSION 


Each year the Park Commission is responsible for the administration of 
essential maintenance of the town’s parks and associated equipment and services. 
This includes grass mowing in several locations, maintaining the diamond and 
basketball court at Greene Park, and various responsibilities at the town beach. The 
chronology of our year in fiscal terms, begins just before the July 4th holiday. The 
summer, generally remembered now as cool and wet, provided favorable enough 
conditions for many individuals to complete the ever popular two week long Red 
Cross sponsored swimming lessons offered each year. Unfortunately for many, 
rain found its way into nearly every weekend. This did keep our lifeguard budget 
lower than expected, and, together with a surplus from our ballfield endeavors, 
outlined below, resulted in an overall surplus of our appropriations for the year. 

This year, the Park Commission, in response to the need for improved drainage 
of the ballfield at Greene Park, and after hearing input from many townspeople, 
excavators, landscapers and an engineer, requested bids to level the playing field — 
in the literal sense. AS contractor was secured and completed the task of removing 
the topsoil from a large part of the outfield, adding adequate gravel to raise the low 
areas, and finally to redistribute the topsoil and seed the field. The drainage has 
been greatly improved and many other unsafe irregularities eliminated. The 
commission recognizes that if drainage problems return — a drainage system 
installed below the problem areas may be required. 

In the winter the Park Commission rents the fire pavilion and provides 
equipment for the skating rink. At the end of this fiscal year, initial steps are being 
taken by a group off townspeople in an effort to expand this facility. The 
commission will continue to act in response to the needs of residents for the 
improvement of our park and recreation areas in town, but, involvement by others 
is a necessary element for change. One issue which has emerged is concern for the 
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quality safety and amount of playground equipment in town. This will be the focus 
of some changes in the coming year.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


During fiscal year 1993, Wayne Burkhart (Chair),. Joyce Sheffey (Clerk), Maggie 
Leonard, Kim Hines and Eric Pedersen acted as members of the Planning Board. 
Kim Hines also acted as hired secretary to the Board. 

Without a doubt, the Board’s largest project this year was reviewing, 
reworking and then replacing Section IV-E of the Monterey Zoning Bylaws 
concerning non-conforming lots, structures and uses. In March, the Board held an 
informational public meeting to hear suggestions for the proposed bylaw 
amendment. At the Annual Town Meeting in May the Town voted to accept the 
amendment as written. The five-part amendment is an attempt to more effectively 
determine whether or not an applicant would need to apply for a Special Permit in 
the case of a non-conformity. 


Some of the Board’s other work: 


/ The Board authorized approximately six divisions of land through Form A 
approvals, divisions that do not require the creation of new frontage under the 
Subdivision Control Act. 


/ The Board approved an application for the four-plot subdivision plan 
“Lady’s Slipper Farm” (Form C and D) for CRD II Real Estate Trust off Route 
Zo: 


Y The Board recognized Wayne Burkhart’s position as chair of the Berkshire 
County Regional Planning Commission and his resignation from that position 
in June 1993. 


/ Board members discussed possibilities for “a new town hall” including the 
idea of renovating the present building. The Board found the present Town 
Hall Offices not in violation of Monterey’s Zoning Bylaws. 


Y Board members attended various community planning conferences 
including the Berkshire County Planning Workshop and the Massachusetts 
Federation of Planning and Appeals Boards Conference. 
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/ The Board considered possible amendments to Monterey’s Subdivision 
Control Laws.

On January 19, 1993, the Police Department finally received the Ford Explorer 
police cruiser.

Since these areas have 
shown a slight increase in breaking and enterings in the past year, increased patrols 
in these areas will help to deter these crimes. 

An increase in motor vehicle accidents was also observed this year. Too many 
of these accidents were due to excessive speed and could have been prevented if 
people would drive sensibly. We were fortunate that there were no injuries 
involved in these accidents, and we will work hard to reduce speed related 
accidents in the future. 

Despite the national trends relating to domestic abuse, we have had very few 
cases in our community this past year. With the economic situation as difficult as it 
was last year, it is good to see this has not placed excessive pressures on families 
in Our area.

The three children’s camps operating in Monterey were inspected and found to be 
operating in compliance with the code. Unfortunately a fire at New England 
Keswick resulted in the camp closing for the season. 


Minimum Standards of Fitness for Human Habitation 105 CMR 410.000 


Complaints received by the Board of Health required a number of inspections to be 
conducted. Violation notices were sent to owners as required. 


Minimum Sanitation Standards for Food Establishments 105 CMR 5900000 


All food establishments operating in Monterey were inspected as required. I am 
generally pleased with the overall performance and particularly with some recent 
necessary remodeling. 


As usual I continue to be on call to assist the Board in reviewing various 
environmental and public health issues as necessary

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In May 1993 Stefan Grotz was welcomed to the Board as the new Selectman. He 
replaced William Bohn, who served faithfully for three years. The new Board 
consists of Georgiana O’Connell (chair), Peter Brown and Stefan Grotz. 

During this report period, much time was spent wrestling with the problems of 
zoning and permit violations at the Burton Simon property on Sylvan Road 
(owners of record: Keith Simon and Lauren Ann Piskin). A public hearing was 
held on October 17, 1992, where many residents were able to voice their concerns. 
In June 1993 the Board reached an agreement whereby Simon deposited $25,000 
with the Town Treasurer in consideration of which the Town granted a three year 
extension during which time Simon will try to reconfigure his boundary to meet 
zoning regulations and acquire the proper Variances from the Board of Appeals. If 
these requirements are not met during the three-year period, Simon will have to 
move the house and will forfeit the $25,000, which will accrue to the Town. 

Forty (40) Building Permit Applications for new structures, demolitions and 
renovations were received, along with four (4) Driveway Permits. Other permits 
issued were two (2) Earth Removal Permits and thirteen (13) General Permits. 

Dean Amidon was appointed as the Town’s Harbor Master after safety- 
regulation bylaws for Lake Garfield were approved at the Annual Town Meeting. 

A decision was reached to make Disposal Area Permits (dump stickers) 
available through a mail process for all Town residents. 

In September 1992, signs prohibiting hunting without written permission of the 
landowner were erected at eight locations in Town. 

After a long search, the Computer Committee contracted with Moody Data 
Systems of Skowhegan, Maine, to provide computer hardware and software and 
technology to the Town. The Town Offices required rewiring, and computer desks 
and cabinets had to be purchased to accommodate this modernization for permit 
processing and record keeping. 

A successful roadside cleanup was held in April 1993, under the experienced 
direction of Jack Ryder. 

Work continued throughout the year on Enhanced 9-1-1 toward making this 
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emergency communication available to Monterey by 1995. 

The Board wishes to thank the members of the Town Hall Committee— Martin 
Cherneff (Chair), Nicholas Wool, Fred Vorck and Wayne Burkhart— for their 
dedication. Although the Town rejected the committee’s request to proceed with 
planning for a new Town Hall, their work is.appreciated, and will provide survey 
and background material for any future planning. 

The Board also wishes to thank the Salary Committee— Eileen Clawson 
(Chair), Walter Parks, Matt Williams and Nicholas Wool— for serving so many 
years in this capacity. 

There are many more activities that are carried on by volunteers, elected 
officials and paid personnel who work for the benefit of the Town. We are a small 
town, running on a frugal budget, and we depend on all our citizens for positive 
help. We thank all who have participated and hope they will continue.

REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


This year our Board welcomed Bill Kopetchny of Gould Farm to our number. 
Bill has been in charge of the recycling program at the Farm and we are happy to 
have him with us. 

In the 1992 calendar year we shipped 95.25 tons of recycleables to the 
Materials Recycling Facility (MRF) in Springfield. This was a reduction of 24 tons 
from the previous year, largely due to the fact that MRF had cut down 
considerably on the paper it was able to accept. (The recycleables are roughly 
estimated at 75% paper and 25% cans and bottles.) We shipped 326.2 tons of 
Municipal Solid Waste (MSW) which was 10 tons more than last year to the 
Chicopee landfill. 

Our budget for the fiscal year was $62,000 and we spent $58,304.76 leaving 
$3,695.24. Our recycling efforts continue to pay off. The cost of the dump stickers 
remained the same. It is estimated that if every household paid the yearly fee we 
would collect S40.000. We collected $33.000. 

The Master Garbologist’s expanded plastic recycling operation continues to go 
well and we continue to work with them in searching out ways to incorporate even 
more plastic. Bob Gettins has been hired to help guide this program as well as his 
Berkshire Cleanway job of supervising the facility. 

As you may know, the legislation under which the Southern Berkshire Solid 
Waste Management District (SBSWMD) was formed, requires that the district 
investigate co-composting as a waste disposal method for the member towns. The 
initial study by Dufresne Henry, Inc., was completed in 1992 and established the 

‘economic feasibility of a cocomposting facility. The Commissioners of the 
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member towns are now researching the marketing options for compost and are 
following up on that study. 

The Bulky Waste/Furniture Collection Program, sponsored by the District, was 
expanded to twice yearly. The amount of material collected was significant, and 
the program safely disposed of items, many of which used to find their way to the 
woods and roadsides. 

The eleven towns of the SBSWMD meet in Monterey in the Church basement 
at seven pm every third Wednesday.

REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


From July, 1992 to July 1993 the Town of Monterey continued to build its 
population. We mourned the deaths of leading citizens and welcomed the births of 
many babies. Particularly welcome were the decisions of many summer residents 
to make Monterey their permanent residence, bringing their voices to Town 
Meeting and their wealth of experience to the needs of the Town. 

The year was a Presidential Election year. Voters registered and voted in large 
numbers. Our Board of Registrars (myself, Fran Amidon, Vivian Bynack and Joan 
Brown) appreciated the Town’s response to our calls to register to vote. 

Rabies continues to be a concern for the Town. We would like once again to 
ask part-time residents for information on their pets’ vaccinations. Anyone can tag 
their dogs in the Town. There is a County tag fee of $4.00 for spayed or neutered 
dogs and $10 for others. The law requires residents of Monterey to tag their dogs. 
No law requires the tagging of cats, but residents must vaccinate their cats against 
rabies. The fact of rabies in our area should be sufficient for neighborly attention to 
vaccination and the sharing of that information with this office.

On Tuesday, September 15, 1992 the State Primary to determine the November 
ballot and to vote for County offices was held. The total number of persons casting 
their ballots in Monterey was 155.

Article 20 The Planning Board Chairman made the following report, which was 
based on the recommendation of the Planning Board at its final meeting before this 
Town Meeting: The Planning Board reported excessive problems with non- 
conformity among permits being considered by the Town. All work under the 
older Bylaw had to go to the Zoning Board of Appeals. This Bylaw revision was 
designed to replace the older version of the Bylaw after joint discussions and 
preparation by the Planning Board, the Board of Appeals and the Selectmen. It 
addresses defects related to lots and not just nonconforming uses and links the 
Bylaw with State Law. It tries to draw into a regular permit process certain lots and 
structure. After the Planning Board Chairman’s report, the Town voted to amend 
its Zoning By-Laws in Section IV-E, Non-Conforming Uses, by removing the 
entirety of the former Section and replacing it with the following: 


Section IV-E. Nonconforming Structures. Uses and Lots 
1. Exemptions 
Except as herein provided, this Bylaw shall not apply to: 


a. Structures and uses lawfully in existence prior to the effective date of this 
Bylaw. 


b. A structure lawfully begun under a building permit or special permit 
issued before the first publication of notice of the required public hearing 
by the Planning Board on the applicable zoning bylaw or amendment. 


c. The alteration, reconstruction, extension or structural change to an 
existing nonconforming one-family or two-family dwelling provided such 
change does not increase the nonconforming nature of such structure as 
determined by the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


d. The expansion or reconstruction of existing structures for the primary 
purpose of agriculture, horticulture, viticulture or floriculture. 


e. Nonconforming lots of record and lots shown on a plan endorsed by the 
Planning Board under the Subdivision Control Law are exempt from the 
provisions to this bylaw to the extent and as provided in Section 6, Chapter 
40A of the General Laws. 


2. Requirements for Extension, Alteration of Structure or Reconstruction of a 
Structure or A Change in Use 
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a. The Board of Selectmen may authorize a building permit as a matter of 
right for any extension, alteration, or reconstruction of an existing 
nonconforming one-family dwelling or of an existing one-family dwelling 
on a nonconforming lot provided: 


1. Such change, as well as the existing structure, shall meet all setback 
requirements in effect at the time of application; 


2. Such change would not increase the height of the existing structure 
with reference to the existing structure’s highest point; 


3. Such permit application does not involve a lot containing a multi- 
family dwelling nor more than one dwelling. 


b. In cases where a building permit is not authorized as a matter of right, 
the Zoning Board of Appeals may authorize by Special Permit any 
extension, alteration or reconstruction of an existing nonconforming single 
or two-family dwelling or of a structure on a nonconforming lot provided 
the Zoning Board of Appeals finds that such change would not increase the 
nonconforming nature of the structure, lot and/or use. 


c. In all other cases, the Zoning Board of Appeals may authorize by Special 
Permit any extension, alteration, construction or reconstruction of an 
existing nonconforming structure, a structure on a nonconforming lot, or a 
structure used in a nonconforming manner to provide for its use for a 
substantially different purpose or for the same purpose in a substantially 
different manner or to a substantially greater extent, provided that any such 
change: 


1. Shall not be substantially more detrimental to the neighborhood than 
the existing nonconforming structure or use: 


2. Would not significantly increase the incidence of air, steam or water 
pollution, odor, glare, electrical interference, noises, traffic or night 
operation according to the findings of the Zoning Board of Appeals 
after consideration of any recommendations from the Planning Board, 
the Conservation Commission and the Board of Health. 


3. Would result in a structure no more than 25% greater in total 
habitable square footage than the structure as it was at the time it first 
became nonconforming. Total habitable square footage shall not 
include an uninclosed deck, unfinished basement or unfinished attic. 


4. Shall be subject to reasonable conditions, safeguards, or limitations 
as imposed by the Zoning Board of Appeals so as to lessen any possible 
adverse impact on adjacent properties and the general neighborhood: 
and 


5. Shall comply with all other applicable provisions of this Bylaw. 


d. If any nonconforming use of any building, structure and/or land is

changed to, a.conforming use, it shall not thereafter be put into any 
nonconforming use. | 


3. Reconstruction of Structure Damaged by Fire or other Catastrophe 


Any pre-existing nonconforming structure or use may be built or reestablished 
within two (2) years if damaged or destroyed by fire or other catastrophe provided 
the rebuilt or re-established structure shall not be in greater nonconformity with the 
provisions of this Bylaw and provided a building permit is obtained. If more than 
two (2) years pass from the time of damage, a Special Permit must be obtained 
before such structure or use may be rebuilt or reestablished. Such rebuilt or re- 
established structure may be enlarged or changed in use only in accordance with 
the provisions of Section IV-E (2) herein. | 


4 Abandonment 


Any nonconforming use which has been abandoned or not used for two (2) 
years or more shall not be re-established, and any future use of such premises shall 
conform to the provisions of the Bylaw. | pi 


5. Maintenance. 


Repair and Reconstruction of Unsafe Structures Nothing in this Bylaw. shall be 
deemed to restrict the normal maintenance and repair on nonconforming structures 
or prevent reconstruction to a safe condition of any structure or. part thereof 
declared to be unsafe by any official charged with protecting the public safety. BY 
unanimous vote. 


Article 21 The Town voted to accept Section 12, Chapter 188 of the Acts of 1985 
(Equal Education Opportunity Grant) effective for FY 1993 for the Southern 
Berkshire Regional School District. Superintendent Consolati noted that it 
represents about $12,000 which will reduce assessments to the towns. 

By unanimous vote. 


Article 22 There was a motion to pass over Article 22, which would have 
requested a vote by ballot to amend the Regional School District agreement to 
provide a five-year rolling-average in attendance percentage for town assessments.

No vessel shall be operated in a noisy or obnoxious manner, or at an 
unreasonable rate of speed. All motorized vessels must comply with the 
requirements specified under M.G.L. Chapter 90B and 323 CMR 2.00. 


and the Town voted to add Section 4, as follows: 


A. No person shall operate a motorboat or personal water craft, as defined 
under M.G.L. Chapter 90B, at speeds greater than 10 m.p.h. while passing 
through the channel between the large and small sections of Lake Garfield, 
and to enforce this regulation via the placement of buoy markers at each end 
of the channel which shall designate the speed limit within. 


B. No person shall operate a motorboat while towing a person on waterskis, 
or while barefoot skiing, or in any manner on that portion of Lake Garfield 
west of the channel. 


C. Any person who violates these bylaws shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $20.00 and no more than $50.00 


D. Enforcement of these bylaws shall be conducted by local and state law 
enforcement officers, Harbormasters, or other town officials so designated 
and authorized by the Board of Selectmen. 
By majority vote.

Articie Z7 The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available funds in the 
Treasury or, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation 
of reimbursement by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on account of Highway 
Capital Funds, in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, 
Section 6A, and to issue notes therefor for a period not to exceed two years from 
this date, and the proceeds from such reimbursement shall be applied to discharge 
the loan.

Article 28 The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning July 1, 1993, in accordance with the provisions of 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given 
for a period of less than one year, in accordance with General Laws Chapter 44, 


Section 17. 
Unanimously 
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Article 29 The Town voted to authorize the Library Board to appoint one of its 
members to another office, and voted to authorize the Planning Board to appoint 
one of its members to another office, and to fix the salary and compensation in 
accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 41,Section 4A. 

By majority vote. 


Article 30 The Town did not vote to appoint any committee or officers or to give 
any officer of the Town instructions, authority or indemnity.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HALL COMMITTEE 


At the direction of the people of Monterey through a majority of those present 
and voting at the Town Meeting of May 2, 1992, the Board of Selectmen created 
the Town Hall Feasibility Committee. The Selectmen held an organizational 
meeting of the committee on Monday, August 24 at the town offices, appointing 
Wayne Burkhart, Martin Cherneff, Georgiana O’Connell, Fred Vorck and Nicholas 
Wool to the committee. The committee members elected Martin Cherneff to the 
chair, Nicholas Wool as Assistant Chair and Georgiana O’Connell as Clerk. 

The committee has met frequently during the year, at a minimum, once a 
month. A “Needs Assessment” questionnaire was developed and sent to town 
committees, departments, elected and appointed officials and other town entities. 
The replies are being compiled into a document that will detail usage, amenities, 
and facilities needed. 

The committee will then assess the present Town Hall building, other town 
owned buildings and the building of a new facility to determine the best way to 
provide for the town’s needs. The committee is also investigating various methods 
of funding this project as well as the availability of state and federal funds to help 
defray the cost. 

A report to the town will be made at the annual town meeting Saturday, May 1, 
1993.

It has been our pleasure to serve the residents of Monterey over the past year 
for both home health services and Board of Health responsibilities. Home-care is a 
growing service available as an economical option for management of acute and 
chronic health problems. The berkshire Visiting Nurse Association acts as a source 
of excellent care because the general structure encourages efficiency and full 
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utilization of many categories of health care workers. Services are available to 
those in need in all age groups and regardless of ability to pay. 

The VNA of the Berkshires, under medical orders from physicians, enables 
individuals to remain in the comfort of their own homes while receiving needed 
assistance from professional nurses, home health aides, physical and occupational 
therapists, and a variety of other healthcare specialists. Specially skilled nurses 
perform intravenous infusions, draw blood specimens, and manage continuous 
pain control therapies in the home. In addition specialized care of infants includes 
use of bilirubin blankets and monitoring devices to detect dangerous breathing 
problems during the neonatal period. In all cases the VNA of the Berkshires 
networks with community, state, and federal agencies to assist individuals in 
securing the services they need. Recently we have added a physician consultant to 
our staff to assure consistency in completing DPH required procedures. 

Through the Monterey Board of Health, residents are provided with many 
preventive treatments brought to their own town by the VNA of the Berkshires. 
Our fully qualified public health nurses perform screening tests and health 
education to reduce and control the incidence of serious illnesses. These test 
include mantoux testing for tuberculosis which is a growing problem in this 
country, lead testing for children in the community, and frequent blood pressure 
screening. Board of Health duties also include identification and reporting of 
communicable diseases with follow up of patients to assure safety of the 
community in general. Information is made available to the Board of Health 
officials regarding health problems in the town and they are advised about 
preventive approaches for the future The VNA of the Berkshires makes 
immunizations available to the town at no additional cost to the individual resident. 
This years 1993 flu immunization clinic provided vaccination for # 61 Monterey 
residents. This is accomplished through our association with the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. Our experienced Public Health nursing coordinator 
secures and distributes vaccines for most of Berkshire County. 

We at the VNAB wish to thank the members of the Board of Health of 
Monterey for their support of our efforts and for creating an environment of good 
communication and positive working relationships. Your flexibility helped assure 
that the funds allocated for public health needs were efficiently utilized in service 
to your town residents. In addition, we encourage involvement of residents and 
town leaders in identifying programs and activities they feel would supplement the 
routine procedures classically identified as being within the public health domain. 

The annual statistics describing the basic service to the Town of Monterey are 
attached. In each case of “follow-up” the public health problem was treated and 
tracked for as long as necessary to assure community well being and safety. In 
some cases efforts from state and federal agencies were coordinated by our public 
health nurses to bring about resolution to the health problem. 

Also of interest to Monterey residents, free blood pressure screening clinics are 
available once a month. Immunizations are offered monthly at the VNA’S Great 
Barrington office. Call 528-0130 or 443-7221 for information. We look forward to 
seeing you at our clinics, and to another year of service to all residents of Monterey. 
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REPORT OF THE WILDLIFE CONTROL OFFICER 


In the fiscal year 1993 I responded to 170 calls. The break down being 141 
raccoon, 7 skunk, 7 squirrel, 3 opossum, 3 fox, 3 porcupine, 4 black bear and 2 bat. 
On November 26, 1992, I was called out to a raccoon into a dog problem. The 
raccoon was Positive for rabies. The first in this half of the state. Most of the 
- animals after that were deemed by the state to have rabies. 

Please remember that all warm blooded animals may carry rabies. It is a fatal if 
not treated within fifteen days of the incident. If you see a wild animal that is 
acting strange please contact me. It may be rabid.
